WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon yesterday lifted the freeze on 
health care and food prices — except for 
beef — and announced a complex new 
Phase IV set of economic controls start- 
ing Aug. 12 that will Include a freeze on 
profits. 


Nixon described Phase IV as a pro- 


gram of "tough and selective controls 
which would generally limit price In- 
creases to cost Increases," while holding 
wage boosts to the 5.5 per cent guideline 
of 1972. 


His chief economic advisers said an 


anti-Inflationary tax increase was re- 
jected In favor of a tighter rein on feder- 
al spending. But Nixon, pleading that he 
was powerless to prevent It, warned 
Americans to brace for "a substantial 
rise In food prices" at the supermarket. 


THE PRESIDENT'S new mandatory 


wage-price controls, a throwback to the 
Phase II curbs that were abandoned in 
January, will be spelled out in detail 
Thursday. But It was announced that ex- 
emptions from all controls will apply to 


Olen asks action 
on Opportunity 
Center funding

What Is the Northwest Opportunity 


Center and why should DCS Plaines con- 
tribute $3,487 to Its operating fund? 


That seemed to be the question at this 


week's city council meeting when Aid. 
George Olcn (2nd), chairman of the 
health and welfare committee called for 
council action on the agency's request 
for city funds. 


The city's human relations commission 


and Olcn's committee have recommend- 
ed the council authorize the expenditure. 
The council has tabled all motions and 
deferred action on the center's five- 
month request asking the committee for 
more detailed Information on how the 
agency serves DCS Plaines. 


"WE HAVE OFFERED to appear be- 


fore the council as a whole to answer any 
question In any area that they may 
have," said Bruce Newton, executive di- 
rector of the center. 


"From April, 1072 to March. 1073. we 


have served 183 families who live within 
the corporate limits of DCS Plaines," he 
said. "There arc certain duplications of 
our services In Des Plaines but we are 
not asking for funding support for those 
programs — only for the ones that we 
feel arc Important and aren't being du- 
plicated." 


THE ROLLING Meadows-based agen- 


cy, which deals with 1,700 low-Income 
and poverty level families in seven town- 
ships — including parts of Maine — re- 
ceives a portion of Its operating expenses 
from the Cook County Office of Econom- 
ic Opportunity. 


Duo to federal cutbacks In the program 


the center lost $31,000 this year. It Is 
seeking support from 14 municipalities in 
the area, including the 13,487 from Des 
Plaines. 


Newton said the center's family plan- 


ning and emergency food, clothing and 
financial assistance programs arc avail- 
able to DCS Platnes residents through the 
Cook County Department of Public 
Health and Maine Township. 


"Wo get few cases from DCS Plaines 


that need these services," he said. "Our 
emergency service Is available to Des 
Plaines people when Maine Township is 
unable to provide It.— slich as nights, 
Saturdays and other days when township 
offices are closed." 


NEWTON SAID the services his agen- 


cy provides that arc not duplicated In- 
clude food stamp certification, Operation 
Nutrition, a legal assistance program, 
housing counseling, employment coun- 
seling geared toward Spanish speaking 
people, and a family medical program. 


Operation Nutrition is a supplemental 


food program operated by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The center has a 
contract to administer the program in 
this area. It delivers nutritional food- 
stuffs — evaporated milk, vegetables, 
peanut butter, meat, cereal, etc. — to 
poverty level families who have been ap- 
proved by the Cook County Department 
of Public Health. Food goes to children 
under 6 years of age and to pregnant and 
post-partum mothers. 


THE CENTER provides legal aid 


through the Cook County Legal Assis- 
tance Foundation. Newton said no crimi- 
nal coses are Involved but rather civil 
cases such as consumer fraud, housing 
and family problems. 


"We have a full-time housing counselor 


who locates and refers persons to lower 
priced housing In the area, intercedes ID 
landlord-tenant conflicts, and helps low- 
income families buy homes or move into 
a rental unit they would ordinarily be 
turned down for because of lack of in- 
come," ho said. 


Employment counseling is available In 


Des Plaines through the Illinois State 
Employment Service (ISES). "ISES is 
not appropriate for families who have no 
ability or limited ability in English. We 
are In contact with a number of people 
who will hire Spanish speaking people in 
DCS Plaines," Newton said. 


"The service we feel Is very significant 


for DCS 'Plalncs Is the family medical 
program 
which is operated in con-

small businesses, public utility rates, 
rents, the lumber and plywood industry 
and raw agricultural products. 


Step by step, here is the President's 


scenario: 


• Except for non-beef food and health 


care costs, the price freeze that began 
June 13 will continue until Aug. 12, when 
the new wage-price rules take effect. 


• The current celling on beef prices 


will continue until Sept. 12, when it will 
be eliminated. 


• Between now and Sept. 12, food 


prices will be permitted to increase on a 
ccnts-per-unit bases to the extent the cost 
of raw agricultural products has risen 
since the first week in June. 


• On Sept. 12, the same price controls 


that apply to the rest of the economy will 
be imposed on foods. 


WHEN PHASE IV is fully in effect, 


companies will be allowed to raise prices 
to match boosts In production costs on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis, without taking 
any extra for profit — in effect a profits 
freeze. 


As in Phase II, wage increases will be 


limited to 5.5 per cent annually, plus 0.7 
per cent for fringe benefits. 


And as was the case throughout last 


year under Phase II, the largest corpo- 
rations — those with annual sales above 
$100 million — will be required to notify 
the Cost of Living Council 30 days in ad- 
vance of any price increases, which will 
be subject to council approval. 


The government said it is hiring 12,200 


workers to help enforce the new controls 
and handle an expected flood of requests 


for exemptions because of economic 
hardship. 


A l t h o u g h AFL-CIO Pres. George 


Meany reserved comment, most labor 
unions as well as the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce responded to the President's 
announcement with heated criticism at 
the prospect of further indefinite eco- 
nomic controls. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the Meatcutters 


Union called Phase IV "a new summer 
offensive against the consumers."

. Consumers will bo faced with higher 
prices for food as allowed under the new 
Phone IV guidelines, industry represen- 
tatives sny. 


But the outlook for later is that higher 


prices will nudge farmers into greater 
production in the coming months. In- 
creased production would bring a level- 
ing off In food prices, said Frank Regis- 
ter, executive director of the National 
Association of Retail Grocers Wednesday 
afternoon. 


This will take lime," Register said in 


discussing the leveling of prices. He said 
that in Phase IV there will be a period of 
adjustment and at first a temporary In- 
crease In prices. The price rise will bring 
increased grain and livestock production 
and eventually more stabilized price lev- 
els, Register said. 


THOMAS COULTER, executive direc- 


tor of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce and Industry, agreed with Regis- 
ter. He added that the possibility of wor- 
sening shortages and black market oper- 
ations can bo avoided In the return to a 
free fluctuation of prices. 


Illinois ranks as the number one grain 


producer in the nation, Coulter added. 
The effect of Phase IV will be seen in 
expanded production for next season, he 
said. 
• "I bcllcvo food prices will stabilize and 
start coming down ta soon as the new 
corn and soybean crops ore harvested," 
Coulter said. "In September or October 
wo should soo stabilizing of prices. There 
will bo a little lag time in hog and beef 
prices, because they take longer to pro- 
duce." 
. The CACI executive added that there Is 
a need to allow all retail prices to reflect 
increased costs of production to maintain 
adequate supples. Phase IV does not lift 
freeze prices of Items other than food 
and health care. 


COULTER SAID wages should be con- 


trolled "better than we've been doing" to 
decrease inflation pressures. He de- 
scribes the current inflation as primarily 
caused by demand-pull (Increasing de- 
mand for available goods, pushing up the 
prices). The Phase IV guidelines Include 
a 5.5 per cent annual limit on wage 
hikes, plus a .7 per cent limit on fringe 
benefits. 


Allen Johnson, director of marketing 


for the American Meat Institute In Chi- 
cago, said Wednesday that the retail 


price for pork will temporarily show a 
"bulge" as a result of Phase IV rules. 
When the beef price freeze Is lifted Sept. 
12, it will also show an increase in price. 
But this should ease in mid-1974 as the 
production of hogs and beef is expanded, 
he said. 


THE ATTITUDE OF Investors may not 


be drastically affected by new Phase IV 
guidelines, Arlington Heights Investment 
account executive Ronald Kaufman com- 
mented. He said they've "been sitting on 
the sidelines, waiting." 


This wait-and-see attitude is the result 


of uncertainties in the stock market, the 
• problems of Inflation and the fluctuating 
value of the dollar, Kaufman said. In the 
meantime, a number of Investors are 
socking their money into alternative in- 
vestments as real estate tax shelters, he 
noted. 


"I don't think people se control as a 


solution," Kaufman said. "They regard 
it as a stopgap measure". 


"People have been so bludgeoned by 


all this news of economic uncertainty 
that they're pretty much numb to it," 
he added. "They're hopeful—but they're 
pretty much going their own way."

must be approached gradually while 
working to eliminate excessive demand 
that pulls prices upward faster and fas- 
ter. Nixon said the cornerstone of that 
effort will be to control federal spending.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Agricul- 


ture Department's chief economist, Don 
Paorlebcrg, said Wednesday that the end 
of the freeze under Phase IV economic 
controls would benefit the food industry 
from farm to supermarket. 


Poarlbcrg warned against any "extra- 


vagant promises" to consumers about 
possible future declines In food prices. 


"It's going to take a while to rebuild 


slocks even if the 1973 crop is a good 
one," he said. 


IN A MEETING with farm industry 


leaders, Paarlbcrg predicted a "substan- 
tial Improvement in the situation," 
. Food Industry middlemen had been 
hurt most by the freeze, he said, but "the 
degree of Injury at this stage is not so 
deep that the agricultural plant can't be 
restored within a moderate amount of 
time." 


Other food industry spokesmen told 


Congress that consumers should find sup- 
plies of meat scarce next week regard- 


less of what the government does to 
loosen price controls. 


"There are shortages of some whole- 


sale beef cuts right now," Clarg T, 
Knowles, an official of a Denison, Iowa, 
beef packing plant told a farm-food fo- 
rum organized by midwestern and west- 
ern senators. 


KNOWLES, WHO said his firm had 


been losing $35,000 to $45,000 a week dur- 
ing the price freeze, joined other food 
industry leaders In telling the forum that 
consumers will have to pay higher prices 
for meat and other foods during the 
Phase IV control period if they hope to 
pave the way for Increased food produc- 
tion and relief from shortages. 


"The price of food must go higher now 


to spur increased production if it's ever 
to go lower," Knowles said. 


Ellas Paul, president of John Morrell 


Co., Chicago, a major meat packer, said 
consumers will be paying for months — 


in the form of reduced hog supplies and 
higher pork prices — for the damage 
done to hog production during the freeze. 


In New York, leaders of the American 


Farm Bureau Federation charged the 
shortages were primarily caused by the 
Nixon Administration, but Congress and 
"agricultural bureaucrats" must also 
bear part of the blame. 


Federation Pres. William J. Kuhfuss 


told a news conference at the White 
House the shortage was caused by the 
freeze and attempts to substitute politi- 
cal management of the economy for the 
free marketplace. 


Richard McGulre, president of the New 


York State Farm Federation, said part 
of the blame must be borne by Congress, 
by the agricultural bureaucrats and by 
comsumer organizations who exerted po- 
litical pressure to force Interference in 
the orderly marketing and pricing of 
foods.

the U.S. economy depended on maximum 
production from the farmer in the 
months ahead. 


The President added: "The evidence is 


becoming overwhelming that only if a 
rise of food prices is permitted now, can 
we avoid shortages and still higher 
prices later. I hope that the American 
people will understand this and not be de- 


luded by the idea that we can produce 
low price food out of acts of Congress or 
executive orders." 


Shultz said that the Cost of Living 


Council and the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice would be enlarged by 12,200 persons 
in order to cope with the increased pa- 
perwork and enforcement requirements 
of Phase IV.

Construction 
snarls traffic 
on tolhvay 


Traffic was In a snarl on Northwest 


Tollwoy yesterday because of construc- 
tion along five miles of median strip 
from O'Hare Airport to Elmhurst Road. 
The road work will continue until No- 
vember. 


Many motorists were caught by sur- 


prise after receiving little advance notice 
of the project. Traffic was stop and go In 
sections, where traffic was tunneled Into 
two lanes. 


A five-mile long safety wall is under 


construction according to Michael Hart- 
Igan, chief engineer of the Illinois High- 
way Authority. 


The wall, commonly called the New 


Jersey barrier, is a 32-Inch high concrete 
safety median that prevents cars from 
jumping into opposite lanes of traffic and 
helps redirect them into the How of traf- 
fic. 


THE PROJECT began July 0 with the 


excavation of the present median. In 
hope of preventing massive traffic jams 
during morning rush hours, three lanes 
of traffic will be opened eastbound and 
only two lanes westbound. 


During tho evening rush hours threo 


lanes will bo opened westbound and two 
lanes eastbound. 


The wall is n recent innovation de- 


signed to prevent drivers from jumping 
(he Inner lanes nnd crashing head-on 
with on-coming cars. Although exact fig- 
ures were not available, Hartlgan said 
tho project stemmed from a large num- 
ber of such fatalities occurring in north- 
ern portion of tho state. 


If a driver swerves out of his lane, tho 


car will ride on tho wall because of tho 
concave angle, ho explained. "The ang- 
les let tho car bump Into tho wall, direct 
It and push It back into traffic without 
harmful stops," Hartlgan said. 


Walls of this typo also have been con- 


structed In Wisconsin, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. 


Tho five-mile wall will cost $888,000 


and plans are under way to lengthen tho 
median to III. Hwy. S3 in 1074 and to 
Barrlngton Road (III. Hwy. 63) by 1975. 


"Right now wo Intend to have all six 


Inno sections of tollroads with this bar- 
rier by 1073," said Hartlgan, who added 
that various sections In tho Chicago area 
In both Cook and Lake counties are now 
being prepared for tho wall. 


Tills Is tho first major construction 


project on Northwest Tollway since last 
summer's rcpovlng work. Traffic was 
tied up moat of tho summer because of 
tho construction. 


Tho board Tuesday night hired Arthur 


Klcm, director of continuing education at 
Trinity College In Dccrflcld, as assistant 
to College Prcs.

His duties at Oakton begin Monday 
and will include long range planning, se- 
lection of personnel, public relations, 
government funding and reports, and 
preparation of the agenda for meetings 
of tho board of trustees. 


THE BOARD ACCEPTED the resigna- 


tion of John Allison, assistant director of 
admissions and records, with regret and 
commended him for "the excellence of 
his work while employed at Oakton Com- 
munity College." Allison is leaving the 
college to accept a position as registrar 
at Sangamon State University. 


Allison's resignation is effective Fri- 


day. College officials are still recruiting 
applicants to fill his position. 


In other action Tuesday night, the 


board hired Robert Force, staff auditor 
for a private accounting firm in Indiana, 
as director of accounting services at 
Oakton. Ho will join the college staff 
Aug. 13 at a salary of $13,000. 


The board also approved tho appoint- 


ment of Dale B. Lake, president of Kola- 
mazoo Valley College, as a consultant to 
Oakton. Lake will help the college 
achieve full accreditation from the North 
Central Association, a national school ac- 
crediting organization. Oakton received 
candidate status for accreditation last 
year and on the advice of the association 
Lake was chosen as a consultant to ad- 
vise the college on its programs and ser- 
vices as a step toward full accreditation. 


OAKTON BUSINESS manager David 


Hllqulst presented a preliminary budget 
report to the board Tuesday night. 


Expenditures for instruction and build- 


ings maintenance and operation are esti- 
mated at about $8.5 million next year, 
including $1.2 million for a permanent 
campus site. 


Tho tax rate next year will be lowered 


one-half cent per $100 assessed valuation, 
sold Hllqulst, and will be the third year 
the college has lowered taxes. Ex- 
penditures for instruction are up about 11 
per cent over last year, and enrollment 
is expected to Increase about 13 per cent, 
he said.

College site plan delayed 


Plans to annex a site in Northfield 


Township to Oakton Community College 
have suffered a setback. 


The college had hoped to use special 


legislation to annex a site at Milwaukee 
Avenue and Central Road to the district 
and add the land to its list of possible 
sites for a permanent campus. The site 
is owned by the Zenith Radio Corp. 


Oakton board member Thomas Flynn 


said Tuesday the legislation allowing the 
college to annex land along Its boundary 
lines was not introduced in the Illinois 
General Assembly during its last session. 


THE OAKTON BOARD asked State 


Rep. Robert Juckett, R-Park Ridge, to 
introduce the legislation several weeks 
ago. According to Flynn, because of the 
rush to pass legislation at the end of the 
session, the Oakton bill never made it to 
the floor of the General Assembly. 


Now the Zenith site can only be ac- 


quired if the owners of the land petition 
to annex to the Oakton district. So far, 
executives at Zenith have been unwilling 


to make that petition. 


Flynn asked the board Tuesday to in- 


struct its attorney to ask legislators to 
reintroducc the bill during the next legis- 
lative session in the fall. 


IN OTHER ACTION Tuesday night, 


the Oakton board asked the Illinois Ju- 
nior College board to set aside $10 mil- 
lion in 1975 for construction of a per- 
manent campus. The state board is ask- 
ing all Illinois junior colleges to make 
requests for capital funds for the 1975 
fiscal year. Oakton's request will be 
placed on a list with the requests of other 
colleges and channeled through other 
state agencies and the legislature for ap- 
proval by the governor. 


The board rescheduled Its next regular 


meeting to Aug. 28 when it will meet 
with Fred Wellman, executive director of 
the Illinois Junior College Board. Paul 
Gllson, chairman of the Oakton board, 
said the board will discuss Oakton's 
"overall site situation" with Wellman 
during the board meeting.

Council OKs 
plan to train 
local iiremen

The Des Plalnes City Council has 


adopted a resolution calling for training 
and certification of local firemen in acw 
cordance with recently established state 
guidelines. 
; 


The measure will require Des Plalnes 


Fire Department recruits to complete a! 
200-hour training session in fundamentals; 
of 23 fireflghting categories. 
: 


The guidelines were established by an 


11-member state committee of municipal 
firefighting officials after the passage of 
the Fire Protection and Training Act by 
the Illinois Legislature in November, 
1971. 


ACCORDING TO Deputy Fire Chief 


Donald Corey, Des Plaines firefighling 
recruits will have to pass written and 
practical examinations in fireflghting as 
part of the course before they will be 
able to join the department. 


Recruits successfully completing the 


course will be considered qualified fire- 
men in cities throughout Illinois which 
have adopted the standards. 


The course will include Instruction In 


first-aid, rescue operations, commu* 
nications, equipment use and firefighting 
techniques. 


DES PLAINES firemen seeking certifi- 


cation as officers, Instructors, or fire 
prevention Inspectors will be required to 
take advanced training although they 
will not be made to participate in funda- 
mental instruction, Corey said. 


"Most of the guys in the department 


right now could challenge the exam and 
pass it," he said. "Others will probably 
want to just review the fundamentals." 


Advanced training courses currently 


are being formulated by the state com- 
mittee and are expected to be available 
to firemen statewide within a short 
time. 
Classes will be conducted in fire de-. 


partment facilities said Corey, a certified 
state instructor. 


"We have the classrooms, the vis- 


ual aids, and training tower right here,'? 
he said. In addition, he said buildings, 
slated to be torn down for city redevelop- 
ment will give recruits a better opportu- 
nity to practice firefighting methods, like 
building ventilation and entry as well as 
hose and ladder use, according to Corey.. 


Right now, recruits in the 75-man Des 


Plalnes department receive classroom 
and practical training but there is no set 
amount of hours required, said Corey. 


"Learning is really the best way and 


the state course standardizes the form of 
instruction," he said. 
• 


Corey said cities throughout Illinois 


have adopted the standardized training 
for fire departments. 


State legislatures in Florida and Texas 


recently have adopted simlliar instruc- 
tion programs. Firefighting recruits in 
Texas are required to complete 600 hour* 
of firemanship training for which they 
are awarded associate degrees In fire- 
fighting. 
M o u n t Prospect village officials 


adopted the state training course for its 
fire department earlier this year.

communities and the Tobin Stahr prices 
were acceptable. 


KISSINGER said 
another concern 


was that many of the "sister commu- 
nities were using 2 millimeter bags." 


"The council has an ordinance that 


specifies to use 3 millimeter bags," said 
Joseph Schwab, commissioner of public 
works. "I have no choice. It would be up 
to the council to change the ordinance to 
2 millimeter." 


"If tho bids were opened to 2-2% mil- 


limeter, the city would open specifica- 
tions up to eight other suppliers," said 
Marvin Martin, city sanitarian. Martin 
also said he didn't want to see the bags 
become mandatory because of the prob- 
lems people are having with animals rip- 
ping the bags apart in certain areas of 
the city. 


Schwab said the public works depart- 


ment has conducted several tests with 
the 3 millimeter bags since the program 
was started in 1969. He said he would not 
accept a 2 millimeter bag unless the bag 
passed performance tests because It took 
a long time to get an acceptable 3 .mil- 
limeter bag. 


Ward pointed out that since the bags 


are rated for strength and durability 
specifications the committee should "for- 
get about the millimeters" and "buy on 
the strength factor." 


A spokesman for Tobin Stahr had said 


that the modern 2 millimeter bag is 
rated as strong as the present 3 millime- 
ter bag. 


"WE NEED TO find an independent 


laboratory to collaborate with us and 


find important strength criteria," Ward 
said. The committee could try to get in- 
formation from the government, since 
the government uses large amounts of 
the plastic garbage bags, he said. 


The committee agreed to write to 


many available resources for informa- 
tion on strength specifications, study the 
findings and work with the public works 
department to possibly buy a "better 
performance" bag. 


If the city council approves the Tobin 


Stahr bid July 30, the city will increase 
its garbage stand holder distribution 
from 5,400 to about 11,625. The stands 
cost the city $8.89 each. 


Schwab said the holders are dis- 


tributed throughout various areas of the 
city and residents are asked to use the 
plastic bag system on a trial basis. The 
public works department later conducts 
a survey to see if residents are satisfied, 
Schwab said.

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Developers subpoenaed in Wheeling building and sorting case 
Immunity granted in shakedown probe

Severn! developers have been granted 


Immunity from prosecution for their tes- 
timony In the federal Investigation of 
building and zoning shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


The developers arc expected to testify 


about payoffs reportedly required for vil- 
lage approval of several of the major 
Wheeling construction projects In the 
past five years, the Herald has learned. 


A federal grand jury has subpoenaed a 


number of developers, at least three pre- 
sent or former village officials and car- 
Ions of village records as part of the 
probe, which Is expected to result In In- 
dictments in about two months. 


It could not be determined which of the 


developers have been given Immunity 
grants or what their grand jury testi- 
mony has disclosed. Immunity apparent- 
ly was required before any of those In- 
volved would agruf to testify. 


ASSISTANT U.S. ATTY. Samuel Skin- 


ner yesterday declined to comment when 
asked about immunity for witnesses. He 
said the grand jury investigation "is 


progressing at what I would call a nor- 
mal pace." 


"I don't anticipate that there would be 


any resolution of (the grand jury probe) 
for at least two months," Skinner said. 


Developers who were contacted also 


declined to make any comment. The Her- 
ald has withheld the names of developers 
known to be involved in the investigation. 


Federal investigators are seeking evi- 


dence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible in- 
come tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


AMONG THOSE subpoenaed by the 


grand Jury are former village trustees 
Michael Valenza and William Hart. Abo 
testifying was Village Mgr. George Pas- 
solt, who brought several cartons of sub- 
poenaed village records with him when 
he appeared before the grand jury. 


Passolt later described the grand jury 


probe as "a fishing expedition" in an in- 
terview with the Herald. He said he ex- 
pected to be called again to testify. 


The investigation is believed to center 


on certain but not all village officials as 


well as others. The seven members of 
the village board, including Village Pres. 
Ted Scanlon, have all denied receiving 
subpoenaes. But Trustee Ed Berger has 
said he expects members of the board to 
be called to testify. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS hove denied 


any wrongdoing and Insisted Wheeling is 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. Trustee Wil- 
liam Hein called Monday for an end to 
"accusations and aspersions" until there 
is proof of guilt. Passolt said after his 
grand jury appearance that the probe 
has slowed the work of his office and 
affected his personal life and family. 


His predecessor as village manager, 


Matthew Golden, told the Herald in a 
telephone interview yesterday that he 
welcomes the investigation and would 
testify if called by the grand jury. But, 
he said, "I don't believe I could substan- 
tiate anything." 


Golden, who resigned as village man- 


ager in 1970, is now working as a munici- 
pal consultant in California. He quit his 
post after a dispute with the village 
board that came to a head when Golden 
refused to hire a man backed by several 


trustees for a building inspector's job. 


"While I was manager, I was subject 


to hearing lots of rumors but could sub- 
stantiate none of them. As far as I was 
concerned, the developers followed the 
planning process," he said. 


GOLDEN SAID he was among "a num- 


ber of people who were straight" in vil- 
lage government during his five months 
as manager. If there was wrongdoing, 
"there was a real effort to keep that in- 
formation from them," he said. 


"I heard lots of rumors, had lots of 


feelings, lots of inclinations, but I 
couldn't substantiate a damn thing," said 
Golden. 


While in Wheeling, Golden said, he had 


"an awful lot of problems with the zon- 
ing board in particular." The board often 
refused to follow his recommendations 
on various construction projects but he 
believed that was the board's pre- 
rogative. 


Also as manager, he said, "I talked to 


a great number of builders and occasion- 
ally was left with the impression that 
what we were dealing with wasn't the 
whole process" for getting developments 
approved.

WASHINGTON - Congress acts on 


few bills that affect more Americans 
than Social Security increases, and yet 
few bills have received less scrutiny by 
lawmakers the past two years. 


Congress gave Social Security benefi- 


ciaries their largest increase ever — 20 
per cent — last October In the final days 
of the session, throe weeks before elec- 
tion day. 


The House passed a welfare reform bill 


In 1071 and when the Senate acted on it 
10 months later, It tacked on the Social 
Security increases. A House-Senate con- 
ference called to work out differences in 
the bill reached agreement after only 
four days. 


At the lime, Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, 


D-Ark., chairman of tho Ways and 
Means Committee, denounced tho Sen- 
ate's action In adding increases as "Ir- 
responsibility of the other body." Others 
echoed his criticism, but the bill passed 
tho House 303 to 1. 


IT'S AWFULLY tough for a congress- 


man to vole against Increases in Social 
Security benefits for 30 million elderly 
Americans. 


Last month, beneficiaries wore granted 


an additional 5.6 per cent Increase and a 
million wage earners were told to cough 
up some of that Increase from payroll 
deductions — all over only three days of 
congressional action. 


This time tho Senate attached tho in- 


creases to a House bill extending the na- 
tional debt celling. The House rejected it 
by a 190-183 vote, saying it didn't want to 
risk o presidential veto of "must" legis- 
lation. 


But the Senate bounced back with the 


Increases attached to another minor bill 
and after a few changes, the House was 
forced to vote on It with no tinkering 
allowed. It passed, 327 to 0, just hours 
before the expiration of the fiscal year 
and tho start of a congressional recess, 
and President Nixon signed It into law 
July D. 


MILLS' COMMITTEE, which normally 


would hold extensive hearings on the 
subject, thus has been left out in the cold 
for the past two years. The Senate Fi- 
nance Committee has not given Social 
Security changes during that period the 
attention usually afforded major bills. 


When tho issue came up again this 


year under duress, it presented an oppor- 
tunity for relatively obscure, congress- 
men to lecture their better-known peers. 


Rep. Harold R. Collier, a nine-term Re- 


publican from Western Springs and sec- 
ond-ranking GOP member of the com- 
mittee, while admiring ports of the bill, 
said: "Hero we have a sickening ex- 
ample of the roughshod way in which the 
Senate because of its procedures which 
defy logical and orderly rules of gcr- 
mancness seeks to legislate as it darned 
pleases without regard for the pre- 
rogatives of this House."

act as ambassadors In China, and as 
teachers of the Chinese culture after they 
have returned. 


"Gifts like books, slides and tapes of 


an educational nature are being sent to 
the people of China from Mayor Dalev's 
office, the governor's office and also 
from the President of the United States. 


THE GROUP, accompanied by an In- 


terpreter, will tour China through the 
services of tho China International Trav- 
el Service. 


"The main thing Is for them to share 


their experiences and knowledge with 
Americans after they return from their 
trip. We think this is just a fantastic op- 
portunlty and we hope It is one that will 
continue to exist between our country 
and theirs," Parker said. 


The idea for such a tour was suggested 


to tho Chinese government by the direc- 
tor of youth development. • The Depart- 
ment of State hero was informed and 
"overwhelmed with the program of hav- 
ing minority young people visit China," 
he said.

posed by the Alaska pipeline project is 
tremendous. The $3.5 billion project is a 
789-mile link between Prudhoe Bay on 
the North Slope to the port of Valdez on 
tho southern coast. 


REPLACING AN extreme policy of 


zero development with another extreme 
of unregulated development con be seen 
as a step backward. Environmental 
groups hope to change this attitude hi the 
House consideration of the pipeline. A 
spokesman for tho Environmental De- 
fense Fund, which is one of three groups 
that won n preliminary injunction in 1970 
to delay the start of the pipeline con- 
struction, said, "We're disappointed but 
we're not finished."

On a recent excursion into the Squam- 


ish River valley, about SO miles from 
here, more than 50 bald eagles were 
spotted. Dozens more have been sighted 
along tho nearby Harrison River by Brit- 
ish Columbia wildlife officials. 


G. A. WEST, Vancouver regional direc- 


tor of tho fish and wildlife branch of the 
British Columbia Conservation Depart- 
ment, said "almost every major salmon 
river system In the province has a major 
population of bald eagles." Salmon is an 
important item In the bald eagles' diet. 


West said that although no recent cen- 


sus has been conducted, estimates of the 
number of bald eagles living in the prov- 
ince went Into the thousands. 


The bald eagle is protected In Canada 


by law. Persons convicted of shooting the 
birds face fines up to $300, plus con- 
fiscation of hunting licenses. 


IN THE United States, the bald eagle 


also is protected by law. Penalties for 
killing the bird were established in 1940, 
and last year the U.S. Congress strength- 
ened the Bald Eagle Protection Act, in- 
creasing maximum penalties for killing 
eagles to a $5,000 fine and a year's im- 
prisonment. 


But, according to U.S. wildlife officials, 


tho action may be too late. In spite of 
legal protection, the bald eagle has be- 
come nearly extinct In the eastern and 
southern United States, where its num- 
bers once ranged into tho tens of thou- 
sands. 


A M68 SURVEY conducted by the U.S. 


Interior Department counted only about 
2,700 bald eagles in 48 states excluding 
Hawaii and Alaska. In Florida, once the 
whiter home for thousands of eagles, 
only a few nests remain in the Ever- 
glades. 


But experts say shooting bald eagles 


was only partly responsible for their de- 
cline in the United States. 


The major factor contributing to their 


near-extinction has been the use of pesti- 
cides. An Interior Department report 
showed that autopsies performed on dead 
eagles turned up "pesticide residues in 
both the birds and their eggs ... Re- 
searchers strongly suspect that pesti- 
cides may be interfering with the hatch- 
ing of eagles' eggs, as well as keeping 
some of the birds from nesting."

He's the right size, they say, but there 
are no distinguishing characteristics to 
make a positive identification. Betsy 
Ross' gender was identified by a chromo- 
some test.

John Dean had Just token the stand In 


(ho Senate Watergate Investigation and 
tho stock market was behaving like a 
wounded animal — perhaps a charging 
bear. 


Tho Dow Jones Industrial Average was 


down eight points when Richard Peter- 
son turned away from tho television set, 
which was showing tho stock averages on 
Channel 26. Asked how the market was 
doing, ho said, "It's rotten. I'm glad 
we're not In tho market today." 


Richard Peterson, chairman of the 


board of RDP Investments Ltd. of DCS 
Plalncs, is a professional in the market 
and it's his job to know when to be in or 
out. Tho Friday before Dean began to 
testify ho had decided to recommend 
only ono stock for purchase by the 
clients who subscribe to his weekly news- 
letter. 


NOW PETERSON was taking phone 


calls from worried investors. He assured 
them his advice on the one stock still 
stood. "You don't need to worry," he 
said, "I'm in personal contact with the 
management of that firm." 


In addition to recommending actions to 


tho subscribers to tho newsletter, Peter- 
son's firm is in the business of portfolio 
management, handling substantial stock 
holdings for people who do not have the 
time to do It for themselves. 


In addition, Peterson does a daily 10- 


minute stock market analysis show paid 
for by his firm on Channel 26 and one 
television station In Los Angeles and St. 
Louis. 


Ills reactions as ho talks are typical of 


a high-powered businessman. He clasps 
and unclasps his hands and speaks in 
quick staccato. The pressure in his busi- 
ness, ho says simply, "is Intense." 


RICHARD PETERSON is not, how- 


ever, tho average investment counselor. 
Ho heads a new firm and ho is 18 years 
old. Until a few weeks ago he combined 
his role in his firm with another role as a 
member of the 1973 graduating class at 
Elk Grove High School. 


That period, ho says, was difficult be- 


cause "I was living in a child's world for 
three hours a day and In an adult's world 
tho rest of the time."

Last year ho got a summer job work- 


ing on tho floor of the Midwest Stock Ex- 
change. It was there ho began making 
contacts with professionals. "I went 
down then thinking everyone was a God 
on a pedestal and that idea was imme- 
diately shot down," he says. 


Ho discovered, among other things, 


that ho knew just as much or more than 
most of tho men in tho business. Ho also 
collected job offers from several broker- 
ago firms and was offered a chance to 
buy a scat on the exchange.

Drug-overdose deaths decline 


Drug-overdose deaths in Cook County 


for the first half of 1973 decreased almost 
40 per cent, according to figures from 
the office of Coroner Andrew J. Toman. 


Dr. Toman said there were 108 drug 


deaths for the first six months of the 
year, compared to 147 deaths for the first 
half of 1072. 


"For the past 1% years we have seen a 


downward trend 
In drug overdose 


deaths," Dr. Toman said. "We are hope- 
ful this trend will continue, and we will 
make every effort to stimulate the public 
awareness of the dangers of drug abuse. 


"Perhaps someday we will be fortu- 


nate enough to have no drug deaths." 


Dr. Toman said drug deaths have de- 


creased for several consecutive months. 
For tho first time since such statistics 
have been kept, 1972 marked the first 
year that there has been a decrease in 
drug related deaths. Drug deaths during 


1972 totaled 247 compared to a record 310 
victims during 1971. 


Toman predicted there also will be a 


decrease for 1973, considering the drop in 
deaths for the first half of the year. 


During the month of June there were 


27 drug-related deaths, compared to 31 
for June of 1972, Toman reported. 


Of tho 27 deaths last month, six were 


caused by overdoses of morphine or he- 
roin, which in the body become chem- 
ically identical. Eight deaths were 
caused by overdoses of morphine and al- 
cohol; four deaths by barbiturates; three 
deaths by barbiturates and alcohol; one 
death by barbiturates and methaqualone, 
and two deaths by barbiturates and Iran- 
qullizers. Three more deaths 
were 


caused by various other drugs. 


Twenty-two of the deaths occurred in 


Chicago, and five in suburban Cook 
County. Twenty-one of the victims were 
male and six were female.

His successor, Thomas "Tommy Ryan" Eboli, was 
found shot to death In his Ft. Lee, N.J., apartment last year. 


Philip Mangano, head of the Gamblno family for 30 years, 


was murdered In 1951, reportedly on orders of Murder Inc.'s 
Albert Anastasio. Mangano's brother and co-boss, Vincent, 


has been missing since that same year. 


Anastasla is credited with the 1957 rub-out of his own under- 


boss, Frank "Don Cheech" Scallce. Carlo Combine, who re- 
portedly ordered the barber chair assassination of Anastasla 
In 1957, remains the only living boss from the original five 
New York families. He reportedly is the "boss of bosses," the 
first to hold that title since Salvatore Maranzano was murder- 
ed in 1931. 


The Profaci family boss, Joseph Colombo, lies in a semi- 


comatose state in his Brooklyn apartment, victim of a mid- 
day assassination attempt In 1971. Another family chief, Jo- 
seph "Joe Bananas" Bonano, took the advice of the Mafia's 
national commission and retired to Tucson, Ariz., after his 
much-publicized "kidnapping" in 1964. 


Like others in the exclusive club of survivors, Bonano lives 


quietly and is only occasionally observed driving his late 
model car from his red-brick, ranch style house to a restau- 
rant for dinner. 


but 'Fat Vinnie' just wanted dead

NEW YORK (UPI) - The FBI has its well-known list of 


"20 most wanted" criminals, but little known is the fact that 
the Mafia also has a list. However, only one man is on that 
list — 44-year-old Vincent Charles Teresa. He has a price on 
his head of $500,000 — not dead or alive, just dead. 


To get to him to collect that loot, however, a hit man would 


first have to battle his way through what has been described 
as an "army" of federal protectors. 


Teresa — "Fat Vinnie" to his erstwhile friends — is the 


biggest squealer in the history of the Mafia, far bigger than 
his old friend, the much publicized, late, Joseph Valachi. 


Valachl was only a "soldier" — a low-level hoodlum in the 


Mafia. Teresa was until recently rated by authorities to be 
one of the highest-ranking figures in the Mafia' in the United 
States. 


Although now out of jail, Teresa remains under 24-hour- 


a-day heavy federal guard in a secret place because, in addi- 
tion to protecting him from underworld assassination for his 
past squealing, the government still needs his testimony be- 
fore federal grand juries probing Mafia activity. 


RECENTLY, I SPOKE directly with Teresa by telephone. 


He is In a secret hideaway somewhere in the United States. 
His appearance has been changed, his identity switched — 
with entirely new papers, including Social Security number. 


My telephone interview with Teresa was arranged by the 


Literary Guild in connection with the publication in March of 
"My Life in the Mafia." Doubleday by Teresa and Thomas C. 
Rcnncr, crime reporter for the Long Island newspaper 
"Newsday." I had no way of knowing where he was since he 
placed the call and was plugged through before I came on the 
line. 


In the course of our conversation I asked him: 
"Vinnie, there are all kinds of names going around — "the 


mob,' 'la Cosa Nostra,' 'the syndicate,' 'the Mafia.' Just what 
is the organization called by its members; the real name?" 


He laughed and replied, "It's all according to what town 


you're in. Up where I worked as righthand man to Raymond 
Patriarca in New England, we called It 'the office.' In Buf- 
falo, it is known as 'the arm.' In New York it's either 'the 
Cosa Nostra' or 'the Mafia.'" 


TERESA HAS BEEN responsible for sending at least 27 of 


his one-time cronies in the Mafia to jail since he was sen- 
tenced to a 20-year term in a million dollar federal stock 
swindle. 


HE WAS AT ONE time a practitioner of the "code of the 


underworld" — omerta, or silence. Then, mysteriously, his 
pals broke another code whereby when one of the big boys 
"went up" — went to prison — his family was taken care of, 
his business run in absentia for bun and his money helped to 
grow and held in escrow for the day when he finished his 
sentence. 


Instead, Teresa's wife and three children were abandoned 


and his cronies stole some $4 million of his ill-gotten gains. 


The furious Teresa said, in effect, early in 1970, "to hell 


with the code" and started talking to the FBI. He had so 
much to spill, and so high was his rank, that it stunned 
officials. 


Because of his testimony about his former mob associates, 


Teresa is now on parole, although kept under guard and in 
hiding to prevent him from being killed by his former col- 
leagues. 


Teresa, who once spent most of his time and money with 


the horses — and losing badly — now lives a strange exis- 
tence with his wife, two sons and a daughter in her late teens. 


Teresa said, "We discussed this a long time ago before I 


done this. When the FBI asked me to do this thing, I dis- 
cussed it first with my family, and I got such a wonderful 
family that they all said, 'Daddy, if it's gonna help you get 
out of prison, we'd rather move anywhere. We don't care 
where we go or what we do, as long as we are all together.' 


"AND, 
WE LIVE IN fear, naturally. All the tune. Twenty- 


four hours a day. But, after a while, not that you become lax, 
you realize what's dangerous and what's not dangerous to do. 


Asked if he felt the killers seeking him would harm his 


family, he replied: 


"If it was the old time mob I would say no. The old time 


mob, 
if they were looking for me — if they found me in the 


midst of my family, they would wait until my family got 
away from mo before they shot me. 


"But now, the young punks that are coming up, they'd 


probably shoot me and my whole family — and anybody else 


that was standing near me. 


"Right now, today, in the mob you have guys that are 


fighting for power. I mean small-tuners. Guys that are not 
'made' men. They want to be in. That's all there is to it. 
There's too much money to be made. And they don't care who 
they hurt, and they're willing to put their lives up front — 
they'll gamble on this." 


THE MAFIA, ALTHOUGH less well-organized than in the 


past, he said, still remains a potent and deadly force in the 
United States, and nowhere more so than in New York City, 
where, he added, Carlo Gambino is the undisputed "boss of 
all bosses" who runs things strictly his way. 


Teresa disputed recent published reports that blacks have 


formed their own "Mafia" and are pushing out the Italians. 


"Blacks," he said, "are an arm of the Mafia" in black 


neighborhoods. "They don't have any control. There's a few 
of them that get rich and wealthy and so forth, but they don't 
have the organization that the mob has to keep things togeth- 
er. The thing is, they'll work and they'll do as they're 
told. And then, they get a little power. And then when they 
get a little power, they get put to sleep." 


Teresa, a 325-pounder before his image was changed, came 


by his association with the underworld by blood-line. Although 
his father was an honest-hard-working man all his life, his 
grandfather was a Mafioso who set up shop in Boston and its 
environs, and many of his relatives also run with or have 
been members of the mob. 


EVEN CONSERVATIVE estimates are that Teresa, dur- 


ing his life of crime, stole at least $10 million for himself 
through various schemes and illicit ploys, and another $150 
million for the Mafia. 


I asked him, seriously, if he believed in heaven and hell. 
"I certainly do," he replied. 
"Well, Vinnie," I asked, "where do you think you are go- 


Ing?" 


"I'm going upstairs," he answered, "I like them guys up- 


stairs. They're all right." 


Did he think he'd see any of his friends there? 
"I hope so," he said. "I'd like to have it out with a few of 


them."

Harsh words, but probably true. Ac- 


cording to the National Safety Council, 
there were 10 million automobile acci- 
dents in 1971,' most of them caused by 
drivers breaking the law. "Vehicular 
breakdowns or acts of nature sometimes 
cause auto accidents," says a NSC 
spokesman, "but otherwise they are 
caused by somebody violating a rule." 
Half the 55,000 auto deaths each year, for 
Instance, arc caused by drunk drivers; a 
fourth of all highway fatalities are 
created by excessive and illegal speeds. 


HUT THE DRIVING violations, except 


In some Instances, are at least not pre- 
meditated to the degree some petty 
crime is. As example, Dennis Malurla of 
American Telephone and Telegraph says 
his company lost $17.8 million last year 
because of phony credit card calls. Dur- 
ing the same period, AT&T suffered $1.1 
million worth of equipment damage. The 
credit card frauds, says Malurla, are of- 
ten prankish (some underground publica- 
tions published the credit numbers of es- 
l.ibllshmont organizations such as Dow 
Chemical), yet many adults — Including 
businessmen — participate too. 


As for equipment breakage, who In 


the reading audience hasn't lost a dime 
in n pay phono and then proceeded to 
ban;? at the box with the receiver? 


To n degree, banging at the telephone 


box might bo excused as normal frustra- 
tion. But there arc other kinds of every- 
day crime which cannot be forgiven at 
nil. Pauline Paullns of the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Library, says that thousands of dol- 
lars worth of damage and loss Is sus- 
tained 
by her 
Institution annually: 


"Women tear recipes out of cookbooks, 
students rip whole sections out of the en- 
cyclopedias. At any given time we have 
thousands of books and phonograph 
r e c o r d s overdue, possibly stolen. 
Recently we had a 'free-fee week* where 
wo urpod everyone with overdue books to 
return them: we got 12,630 items back, 
Including many records which had be- 
come very outdated." 


THE RESULT OF THIS kind of sense- 


less larceny has resulted In enormous 
problems for the nation's libraries. Al- 
ready burdened with financial problems, 
many cities have had to resort to ex- 
cessive security measures to protect li- 
brary property. Guards at the door. 
Electronic snooping machines. 


In one attempt to stem page pilfering, 


the St. Luols Library Installed several 25 
ccnts-a-pagc duplicating machines; when 
the books continued to be mutilated the 
copy-page price was dropped to a dime 
— and still the books are being regularly 
destroyed. 


Despite all security precautions, many 


public facilities continue to be mer- 
cilessly victimized. Hotels among them. 
One New York hotel Is reported to have 


lost 75,000 finger bowls In its first ten 
months of operation. 


Charles Barnett of the Holiday Inn mo- 


tel chain says that theft is so prevalent 
in the industry, customer dishonesty is 
merely considered part of the business 
hazard: "One Inn in Memphis loses 
about 500 towels a month. Another of our 
managers says his washcloths simply 
walk out the door." TV sets, glasses, 
bedspreads, curtains — Holiday Inn is so

wary now, Barnett says, "we screw all 
our pictures into the walls." 


You can't, Barnett adds, stop people 


from being people. 


APPARENTLY NOT. Roger Powers of 


Keep America Beautiful, Inc., says that 
at least 31 of 50 states have anti-Utter 
laws, yet states like Michigan must 
spend $3 million annually in roadside and 
recreational cleanup. The American In- 
surance Assn. has said that 75 per cent 
of all claims are dishonest in some re- 
spect, and the amount of overpayment is 
more than $300 million a year. 


And retail officials from around the na- 


tion report that shoplifters pilfer $2-3 bil- 
lion worth of counter merchandise a 
year; "I remember one, young girl," 
says a Washington clothier, "who walked 
out of here wearing nine blouses." 


The statistics boggle the mind. One 


New York detective, Mark Lipman, who 
has written a book on the subject, feels 
the petty offense situation in America to- 
day is out of control. The nation's pas- 
time is not baseball, says he sourly, "it's 
theft." 


And the reasons? The reasons are as 


varied as the crime. The "decline" in 
family guidance. The "liberalization" of 
public schools. Dr. Elton Trueblood, to 
his book "A Place to Start," says that 
men have always broken laws, that is 
nothing new; what is new is "the accept- 
ance that there is really no objective 
truth about what human conduct ought to 
be." 


EVANGELIST BILLY Graham agrees, 


saying the objective truth should be 
"God's laws," and adding that the prob- 
lem in the nation springs from the "doc- 
trine of permissiveness" which he says 
"asserts that every individual should 
choose for himself what's right or wrong, 
which laws to obey and which flaunt." 


Yet beyond the debatable opinions and 


accusations, there is at least one hard 
fact about the growth of petty crime: it's 
easy to get away with it. It Is simply not 
statistically true that crime doesn't pay 
in America. Crime pays rather well and 
everyone knows it. Of the six million 
serious crimes recorded by the FBI an- 
nually, only about two hi 10 are ever 
cleared — that is, closed by trial. Thus, 
says an FBI agent: "If you commit a 
serious crime you have an 80 per cent 
chance of going unpunished. If 'you com- 
mit a petty crime, well, conviction rates 
for that are almost nonexistent." 


Thus the lesson is clear to many. Ac- 


cording to Norman Jaspan, author of the 
book "The Thief in the White Collar": 
"People are as honest as their environ- 
ment You take a guy who spends five 
years getting a master's degree In retail- 
ing — and two months after he joins a 
firm, he's got a doctorate hi stealing. 
What I'm saying is that people see 
crimes committed all around them, with 
impunity. It's part of the system. It's the 
thing to do, No wonder they get on board 
themselves." 


JASPAN IS particularly gloomy about 


business crime. He believes half the 
people in industry — plants or offices — 
are taking something from the boss. And 
very often, the boss is taking something 
from some other boss. He says business- 
es are now spending $5 billion a year on 
guards to watch their employes, knowing 
full well, alas and alack, many of the 
guards are crooked, too. 


And lest any misconception is formed, 


Jaspan and other authorities remind that 
petty crime knows no moral barriers re- 
garding sex, age or social status. Jaspan 
says women are frightfully efficient at 
stealing — "look what they can get in 
their brassieres alone." 


And Bill Gordon of the Insurance Infor- 


mation Institute says that much of the 
insurance fraud in America is committed 
by doctors and lawyers and other profes- 
sional people. "Almost everybody," says 
one authority, shaking his head, "is in on 
the take." 


And so it goes in America (and other 


nations). Credit card cheats bilk com-

panics of $1.5 billion a year; embezzlers 
pilfer upwards of $1 billion annually. Sev- 
en out bf ten automobiles stolen in the 
country are not taken for resale or 
stripping, but for joy riding or other friv- 
olities. 


Industrial theft is increasing, says 


Mark Lipman, at the rate of 15 to 20 per 
cent a year, costing corporations $3 .to 
$15 billion a year. And of course there 
are the petty politicians who break not 
only laws but public trust. 


THE FACTS ARE disturbing. In a 


way, too disturbing. And no doubt we 
can, uh, explain them away. There are, 
after all, some 1,156,000 laws hi America 
(according to the Guinness Book of 
Records) and, well, golly, no one can 
help but break a few. Besides, .cheating 
on the income tax, defrauding the insur- 
ance company or ripping a page from a 
library book is hardly in the same class 
with bugging Watergate is It? Well, is it? 


Recently in New York the National Sci- 


ence Foundation conducted 
an ex- 


periment in which wallets containing 
money and ID. cards were dropped 
around the city. During one segment 'of 
the study, only 10 per cent of the wallets 
were returned. "We don't know if the 
finders were unethical or lazy," says a 
study participant, "maybe they just 
didn't want to bother being honest" 
Maybe. And that, perhaps, is the most 
serious of all this nation's petty crimes.

The sewage of the Metropolitan Sani- 


tary District will again flow to rural, 
western Fulton County. 


RK5D — after tossing sewage experts ut 


the Fulton County Health Board for four 
hours Tuesday night — won reversal of a 
ban on Its "Prairie Project." 


"Treated sewage Is harmless and will 


not carry disease," Dr. Geoffrey Stan- 
ford of the University of Texas, recently 
called the "god of garbage" by Time 
magazine, told the board. 


THE "PHAIRIE PROJECT" ships be- 


tween 8,000 and 9,500 tons of treated 
MSD sewage by barge to 11,000 acres of 
strip-mined land In Fulton County. 


Tlxs board banned sludge shipments 


June 19 after residents complained of 
nmmonla-llko odors from sludge basins. 
County officials feared spread of viruses 
by the sludge. 


Dr. Thomas Hcnsley, an Army scien- 


tific adviser, said that 99.9 per cent of 
viruses and pathogens In sludge die after 
15 days of heated digestion or 30 days of 
storage. 


SHIPMENT OF the sludge - which 


has been stored in Stlckncy since the ban 
began July 9 - will begin "within a 


week," MSD Atty. Allen S. Lavin said 
yesterday. "We'll be back in full swing 
again." 


Lavin said MSD "will make sure that 


only treated, digested sludge will go 
down" to Fulton County. "We'll stick 
with exact standards that the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency requires." 


Doctors, authorities on waste recycl- 


ing, farmers, labor spokesmen, workers 
on the project and urban planners were 
called before the health board meeting 
by the MSD to ease fears in the county 
that the sludge might carry disease or a 
steady nuisance from odor. 


About 400 county residents attended 


the health board meeting, which was 
moved to a building in Wallace Park be- 
cause the county board meeting room 
was not large enough. 


They applauded each speaker but oth- 


erwise listened quietly during the four- 
hour meeting. 


THE MSD CALLED In expert wit- 


nesses to provide "new evidence that 
odor and digestion levels are within ac- 
ceptable limits," which the health board 
said It would require before lifting the 
ban. 


John Schaffer, special assistant for en- 


vironmental affairs to the U.S. Army, 
said the use of waste from Army bases 
as fertilizer is becoming more and more 
common. He also said the type of sludge 
being imported to Fulton County has 
been used as fertilizer for 80 years in 
Melbourne, Austrialla, with "no long 
term side effects." 


IIOBARO FELDMAN of Chicago said, 


"unless the rest of the nation follows Ful- 
ton County's lead in using waste to re- 
turn the soil to a productive condition, 
the degradation of soil quality will be ir- 
reversible." 


Harry Reynolds Jr., president of Inde- 


pendent Boiler and Tank Co. of Chicago, 
which maintains the MSD facilities in 
Fulton County and Chicago, said his em- 
ployes had not experienced illness from 
working with the sludge. 


Bruce Christiansen, an urban planner 


from Northbrook, said the project has 
reclaimed 1,000 acres and produced 50 
jobs. He said if all 6,000 acres planned 
for reclamation were treated, it would 
produce 453 Jobs for Fulton County and 
$1.3 million a year in salaries.

Harper 73-74 budget goes on display 


The legal budget for the 1973-74 fiscal 


year is now on public display In the Har- 
per College business office In preparation 
for a public bearing next month. 


The hearing on the budget and adop- 


tion of a separate operating budget is 
scheduled for Thursday, Aug. 9, during 
the regular monthly Harper board meet- 
ing 


The two major operating funds of the 


college, tho education and building funds 
total $9,584,000 in the legal budget, an 
increase over lost year's expenses of 
$8.287,000. However, college Vice Pros. 
William Mann said actual expenditures 
for tho college in the two funds, wilt 
probably total $8,133,000, which Is less 
than last year's expenditures. 


THE SCHOOL'S LEGAL budget is 


higher than tho actual operating budget, 


Mann said, because It Includes contin- 
gency funds to ensure the school will get 
all tax money to which it is entitled. 


Under Illinois law, ail governmental 


units tend to make their legal budgets 
higher than they expect them to actually 
be because property tax revenues can be 
no higher than the estimate in the legal 
budget and If an estimate falls short, the 
government does not receive all the mon- 
ey Its tax rate calls for.

State begins 
big crackdown 
on welfare

Gov. Daniel Walker said that the state 


has started a massive "computerized 
crackdown" on welfare cheaters who 
may have received a total of more than 
$10 million in Illegal payments. 


Walker and Public Aid Director Joel 


Edelman said that through a new com- 
puter system the state has been able to 
identify about 20,000 persons — equal to 
about 10 per cent of the total aid to de- 
pendent children recipients — who re- 
ceived payments to which they are not 
entitled. 


"I am announcing a computerized 


crackdown on public aid cheating. I am 
determined to take cheaters off the rolls 
and see that they are prosecuted as 
criminals," Walker said. 


"We have a new weapon that makes 


this crackdown possible. Through a new 
computer system, we are matching pub- 
lic aid recipients' records against unem- 
ployment compensation records. 


"All employers have to report employe 


earnings to the unemployment com- 
pensation bureau. We know who is earn- 
ing money and who isn't," he said. 


"I am serving notice on those who 


have been concealing their income and 
profiting on our tax dollars to take them- 
selves off welfare now. They ate running 
a grave risk by continuing with their 
fraud," Walker said.

Party politics 
does it again 


If anyone ever needed proof that 


politics remain politics no matter 
where it is played, the embarrass- 
ing incident last week involving the 
Wheeling Township Highway De- 
partment should be ample evi- 
dence. 


Last week the Herald disclosed 


that employes of the Wheeling 
Township Highway Department 
had been needled for member' 
ship in the township Republican or- 
ganization at the same time their 
paychecks were distributed. 


Since the local township offices 


arc paramountly the political base 
of the suburban Republican party, 
the message to Wheeling township 
highway workers must have been 
very clear: join the political organ- 
ization which controls your jobs. 


Although the practice of linking 


paychecks and politics is an old es- 
tablished one in Cook County, such 
things never happen in the more 
sophisticated, 
Republican 
con- 


trolled areas of the suburbs, or so 
the Republicans have been telling 
us for years. 


In fact, they do happen and they 


underscore the single prevalent as- 
pect of political party life: patron- 
age and the control of political of- 
fice is often for the sake of 
party and not directly for the office 
itself. 


As long as office holders arc 


elected not necessarily on their 
own merits but largely on the tide 
of massive, party engineered elec- 
tion sweeps, the office holders will 
continue to bear too much alle- 
giance to their sponsoring party. 


In Chicago, the party happens to 


be the Democrats; in suburban 
Cook County the party happens to 
be the Republicans and there is not 


all that much difference in the way 
the purty chiefs view their fief- 
doms. 


Richard Cowen, the Wheeling 


T o w n s h i p Republican Com- 
mitteeman and the .man on the hot 
seat in this business, vigorously de- 
nied that his organization demands 
party membership in return for 
jobs. What happened last week in 
the Wheeling Township garage was 
an embarrassment but nothing 
more, Cowen implied. Township 
Highway Commissioner Arthur 01- 
sen was overzealous in recruiting 
employes for the Republican or- 
ganization, but surely no one on the 
township payroll thought their jobs 
hung on Republican membership, 
goes the explanation. 


Nevertheless, Cowen himself is 


an example of the pervasiveness of 
party politics at the township level. 
In addition to being township com- 
mitteeman and thus party chief, 
Cowen is also the township attor- 
ney and thus the legal advisor to 
Republican officeholders his organ- 
ization helped get into office. 


Quite naturally, the lines be- 


tween politics and public office 
sometimes get fuzzy at the town- 
ship level — it's hard to tell what 
hat you're wearing today or at a 
particular moment of the day. 


We have struck this theme be- 


fore, but perhaps it is well to sound 
the warning bell again. The intru- 
sion of party politics into local gov- 
ernment often precedes the use of 
political office for the party's good. 


That's why we dislike national 


party politics in municipal elec- 
tions, why we abhor it in school 
board elections and why we are 
dismayed by this "isolated" case 
in Wheeling Township.

Farmer's life? 
Too unprofitable

It was about a year ago this time, 


down at grandpa's house, when all the 
grandchildren were gathered together on 
the farm, and the various dads, uncles 
and grandpa kept both tractors in nearly 
constant use giving rides to the little 
ones. 


There was a perfect spot for it, about 


13 acres of "government ground," was 
fallow then because it was part of the 
"land bank," ground taken out of tillage 
because the U.S. had more grain than it 
knew what to do with. 


There is no government ground this 


year at grandpa's, and darn little any- 
where else. In one fell swoop, that 
legendary grain surplus that we lived 
with since shortly after World War II 
was shipped off to Russia, and we had an 
instant grain shortage. 


So now every available acre is being 


used at grandpa's for the raising of corn 
and soybeans. 


That is a small, but meaningful, ex- 


ample of what is happening to the mod- 
ern farmer. 


In the last ten years, in similar stages, 


g r a n d p a ' s farm has dramatically 
changed. There used to be chickens 
there, and hogs, and dairy cattle and a 
few head of beef cattle. 


Over the years, the rising cost of rais- 


ing chickens made the eggs and meat 
they produced worth less and less of 
grandpa's time, and when the kids were 
grown, he got out of the chicken busi- 
ness. 


The same thing happened with the 


hogs a few years later. 


Then the farm manager decided that 


the 40 acres of pasture for the dairy cows 
could be more profitably used for raising 
crops. Same story, costs going up, milk 
not going up. (Grandpa didn't really ob- 
ject to that because milking twice a day 
is a pain in the neck, anyhow.) 


The beef were the next to go, and there 


again it was a small adjustment because 
they were getting more and more ex- 
pensive to raise. Still it would be nice to 
keep one or two calves for your own 
table. But spend $200 or $300 on a calf 
and he dies on you, and your meat bill 
just went way the hell up. 


Anyhow, .grandpa's time now is de- 


voted strictly to raising crops. And that 
takes equipment. He has made arrange- 
ments to farm a little more land and now 
works about 300 acres — just about the 
minimum to keep up with the income he 
used to make off about 220 acres and a 
smattering of livestock. 


Get a little more land to farm and 


buy another tractor — maybe $12,000 or 
$14,000. A couple of new grain wagons, 
about $900 each. 


You don't even think about your own 


combine anymore. A decent one can be 
had for maybe $30,000 or $40,000. 


Few people own their own anymore, 


and those that do are in constant demand 
for "custom" work at harvest time. Last 
year, grandpa was able to hire one early 
and got his beans in and sold without 
much spoilage, at the reasonable price of 
about $3.60 per bushel. 


With the wet conditions that prevailed 


and the heavy demands on the available 
combines, many farmers waited weeks. 
They were lucky that beans, due to 
shortages, had climbed to the unheard 
level of more than $6. But many lost 
three-fourths to two-thirds of their crop 
to rot. 


Land is getting scarce in grandpa's 


county. And now they're talking about 
building a new highway around the town. 
A highway that would chew up maybe 
120 acres of his crop land. 


Next time you begin to cuss about food 


prices, don't blame grandpa.

Word a day

HOUSTON - When Norrls Womack 


ran barefoot through the cotton hulls In 
Grovcton, Tex., during the depression, ho 
dreamed of many thirds — like any 
6-year-old. But never did he dream of 
making a million dollars as a barber be- 
fore ho was 40. 


HI* father was a barber In that little 


cotton and sawmill town deep In the pi- 
ncy woods of East Texas. His family 
spoke In revered tones about his grand- 
father, who was a barber In the Southern 
Army and once cut General Lee's hair. 


Llttlo Norrls had loftier aspirations. 
"I hated the barber business," Wo- 


mack said. "Never intended to get Into 
It." 


TIIK FAMILY moved to Houston when 


Norrls was still In elementary school, 
and his dad opened a shop on the East 
Side. 


"I thought my father as a barber was 


a puldown," Womack sold. "All the other 
fathers were doctors and lawyers." 


He had other dislikes too — such as 


studying. 


"The only thing I studied In school was 


girls, and the only thing I passed was 
gym," Womack said. "I was voted the 
least likely to succeed in my lOth-grado 
class." 


THAT WAS Womack's last year In high 


school. Ho got a summer job digging dit- 
ches for a chemical company, but that 
was too much work. The only way his 
father would let him stay out of school 
without working was for him to go to 
barber college. 


"I haled it, but I would do anything to 


get out of school," Womack said. 


After finishing barber college, he went 


to work In his father's shop. The next 
seven years involved a scries of fights 
with his father. "I quit or got fired about 
8 or 10 times." 


"I quit the shop and started cutting the 


hair of about 15 friends In my garage 
apartment," ho said. "I gambled and 
sort of lived off the fat of the land. 


"One morning while reading a paper I 


saw this black man's picture on the front 
page and wondered why It was there," 
Womack sold. "I read further and found 
out he was a millionaire barber. From 
then on I realized I really wasn't a nut 
and could do anything I wanted to do." 


WOMACK picked a spot In an alley In 


quaint West bury Square, a shopping cen- 
ter. Using $700 a friend borrowed on his 


Volkswagen, Womack bought two 100- 
year-old barber chairs, spent $30 to have 
them rcupholstcrcd and installed stereo 
music. 


"I worked from 1 to 10 p.m. because I 


didn't like to get up early," Womack 
said. "You had to have an appointment, 
and I charged 15 instead of the going 
rate of $1.25., 


"It was private and people enjoyed 


coming out at 8 or 0 at night. I gave 
them more individual attention than the 
clip joints." 


This first "Norrls of Houston" shop 


grossed $20,000 the first year. Ho out- 
grew the two-chair shop, moved to a big- 
ger shop. Later at the request of John 
Mccom Jr., ho moved to the plush War- 
wick Hotel. Mecom, the owner of the 
New Orleans Saints professional football 
team, Is the son of the hotel's owner, oil- 
man John Mccom Sr. 


NORKIS* growth was spectacular. His 


clientele were among tho rich and fa- 
mous •— conductor Andre Prevln, quar- 
terback Dan Pastorlni, outfielder Rusty 
Staub, Llbcracc and Robert Mltchum 
and other celebrities. 


Ho opened a 20-chalr shop, the largest 


in town, In one of the city's most ex- 
clusive shopping centers and even it 
could not handle all the customers. This 
year he built a $400,000 shop containing 
22 chairs In partitioned cubicles, a sham- 
poo room, a manicure room and three 
pedicure rooms. 


The shops arc so busy it takes eight 


receptionists to make the appointments 
and greet customers. 


EARLY IN his expansion years, Wo- 


mack had difficulty finding qualified 
stylists. He solved that problem by buy- 
Ing a barber college and training his 
own. Today, most of the stylists In Texas 
ore graduates of his college. 


Interviewed at his $340,000 home, Wo- 


mack said he plans In another 15 years 
to have shops all over the world. 


"We're looking In Dallas and Atlanta 


and we're going to New York," he said. 
"We're going to do with hair what Coca- 
Cola did with a soft drink." 


Norrls, now 39, quit cutting hair four 


years ago except for three or four spe- 
cial customers. 


Despite a millionaire status, he shuns 


the plush hotels. Even on his four or five 
trips to Europe, he stayed In $2-to $5- 
a-day youth hostels.

Senate approves Alaska pipeline 
'Gas shortage to ease soon9

The American Automobile Association 


(AAA) says the worst of the nation's 
summer gasoline shortage is probably 
over, but there may be some Isolated 
shortages until autumn. 


The AAA announcement coincided with 


two other developments this week that 
promised to take away some of the ur- 
gency from the energy crisis: 


The Senate' approved the trans-Alaska 


oil pipeline, and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission (FTC) filed a complaint against 
the nation's eight largest oil firms, ac- 
cusing them of trying to monopolize the 
Industry and helping create the fuel 
shortage. 


AAA indicated its weekly figures show- 


Ing how many service stations are clos- 
ing early or restricting sales because of 
the fuel shortage have peaked out and 
begun to return to normal. 


THE ASSOCIATION said 47 per cent of 


the stations are operating with normal 
hours and no restrictions on sales, as 
compared to 46 per cent last week. Nine 
per cent of the stations are imposing a 
quota on how much each.customer can 
buy this week, as opposed to 10 per cent 
the week before. 


"The AAA survey, supported by Inter- 


views with Industry and government 
energy experts, suggests that the worst 
of the gasoline supply and distribution 
problems for summer travel may have 
passed," the AAA said. 


But the association said local shortages 


in some areas will continue, and cited 
Denver, Colo., where 98 per cent of the 
city's fUIlng stations were closed on Sun- 
day, as an example. 


"Other areas of considerable Inconven- 


ience are Oregon, Kansas, Maryland and 
Utah," the AAA said. Favorable condi- 
tions were indicated around the Great 
Lakes and the southern coastal states in- 
cluding the Gulf of Mexico.

Uses If >ou know of a use first and keep 
an eye out for material that will work In. 
A Rood project (o keep In mind Is a path 
through the lawn or garden. 


A garden walk can be made of many 


things. Is useful and attractive. 


It can be made of concrete, atone, bro- 


ken pieces of cement, wood, gravel, 
bricks. Keep your eyes open for material 
that can be used for a path. 


You also can buy the material for a 


path as well, but you will find that im- 
provising not only saves money, it makes 
for a more interesting path as well. 


• HU1IDI.E FKOM a building being torn 
down might serve. There may be a small 
charge or you might get it for the haul- 
ing. A sidewalk that is being replaced is 
broken up Into chunks first. 


Have you had to have a tree cut down 


in your yard, or has one blown down? 
Kent or borrow a chain saw and cut the 
trunk into Uvo inch slabs. 


Most people think of flagstone when 


they think of a garden path. Flagstone Is 
expensive. Cut costs by using them as 
stopptngstoncs Instead of making a solid 
path. 


Stones that are placed on top of the 


ground should be thick and heavy for 
stability. Better, neater, safer and not re- 
tiring as much thickness Is a walk that 
1$ set into the ground so that the top Is 
f jush with ground level. 
• DIG OUT enough earth to allow for the 
thickness of the material plus two inches 
for a bed of sand. The sand will take 
care of Irregularities In thicknesses. 
Moke a nood form for the sides of the 
walk before you pour the sand. 


Bricks can be butted together for a 


smooth walk. Stone and concrete .rubble 
will need breaking and fitting. Wood 
stalls — blocks cut from railroad ties — 
can be used the way you use stone or 
brick.

You can set treated wood right Into the 


soil for a quick and easy path. The same 
with stone if you want to dig individual 
holes and fit each piece carefully. 


MATERIAL SET in a sand base can be 


made firmer by sweeping in a mixture of 
one part cement, two parts sand (or 
ready-mix concrete) and then, with the 
cracks filled, wet with a fine spray from 
the garden hose. 


If true permanence is your goal, you 


can make a bed consisting of a standard 
concrete walk and place the stone in this 
while It is soft. Sweep in dry mix to fill 
the cracks, and wet down. Use a stan- 
dard mix for the base, about four 
incites of gravel and a couple of inches of 
concrete over It.

3.08-mllc bridge over Chesapeake Bay 
near Annapolis. 


The bridge provides large scale super* 


highway access to the ecologically rich 
Maryland eastern shore. The area near 
Ocean City Is one of the nation's last ma- 
jor unspoiled breeding and nesting 
grounds for fish and migratory birds. 


IT IS A classic conflict between profits 


— very large ones — an ecology. The 
bridge Is the catalyst of the conflict, for 
It makes Ocean City an easy one day 
drive from the Midwest and only a three- 
hour drive for the C million persons In 
the Baltimore-Washington corridor. 


Eight years of legislative, political and 


legal battles welded the $120 million 
bridge into reality June 28 when the 
three-lane span opened. It Is parallel to a 
two-lane bridge built In 1952 that for 
years had been clogged with traffic on 
weekends. The second bridge was ex- 
pected to eliminate traffic jams and open 
up the eastern shore to thousands, per- 
haps millions more visitors. The shore 
already was readily accessible from the 
north and south. 


Worcester County Commissioner Louis 


J. Hlckman, a realtor whose county In- 
cludes Ocean City, boasts, "We're going 
to turn Ocean City Into another Miami 
Beach, you watch. The more people, the 
more development, the better. 


"Miami Beach, here we come," he 


said with a chuckle. 


But Joseph Fcnrcr, president of the 


Worcester Environmental Trust, shakes 
his head. "Another Miami Beach maybe, 
but who wants It?" 


Fchrcr and his group • of 90 sympa- 


thizers have urged caution. So far they 
have achieved little success. They fear 
high rises, roads and. shopping centers 
will "stamp to death the charm of the 
shore." 


OCEAN CITY, with Its boardwalks, 


convention center and miles of beaches, 
condominiums, hotels and motels, al- 
ready attracts 150,000-250,000 persons on 
spring and summer weekends, but most 
do not come from long distances. 


It is surrounded by marshes or "wet- 


lands" Inhabited by a tremendous varie- 
ty of birds and fish, including many rare 
and endangered species. Farther inland 
are the aristocratic remnants of the old 
Southern estates, plus chicken and soy- 
bean farms and a unique maritime cul- 
ture that until now has been pretty much 
isolated from the rest of the world. 


J. Frank Bcrnhcllscl, president of the 


Maryland Conservation Council, fears de- 
velopment will destroy the wetlands. 


Explaining that the wetlands provide 


the first link In the food chain for ocean 
life, he said that "If It Is destroyed, it 
will directly affect other life, such as 
clams, oysters and crabs. The fishing In- 
dustry Is very concerned about it." 


Real estate interests already are try- 


Ing to get approval for a 1,000-unit devel- 
opment, called Harbor Town, amid the 
wetlands. 


The second bridge originally was 


planned In 1964 but was defeated in a 
referendum in the 1966 election, the year 
Splro T. Agnew was elected governor. 


THE NEXT YEAR, with the support of 


Agncw and the state attorney general, 


the legislature approved another bill, 
classifying it as "emergency legislation" 
so that it could not be petitioned to refer- 
endum. 


Already the eastern shore is under- 


going rapid change. New developments 
are under construction or being planned. 
Land prices are climbing and speculation 
is rampant. 


Many residents fear "our way of life" 


will be destroyed but others welcome the 
boom. Farmers, teachers, barbers and 
plumbers are moonlighting as real estate 
speculators.

comes the growth. He and the rest of the

Shipments of mobile homes from man- 


ufacturers to retailers in April totaled 
61,560 dwellings, an increase of IS per 
cent over the 53,710 delivered in April 
1972, announced Jack E. Dahl, chairman

Manufacturers 
Association 


(MHMA). 


Dahl, president of Guerdon Industries, 


sold this was the third month this year 
shipment figures were at least 15 per 
cent higher than deliveries in the corre- 
sponding month In 1972. 


"We're very encouraged by the strong 


April figures. This is the first time In the 
history of the mobile home industry 
monthly shipments shattered the 60,000- 
plus delivery barrier. With this type of 
momentum, our 623,000 delivery projec- 
tion for 1973 may have to be recalcu- 
lated," he added. 


Donald W. Tcchentlen, MHMA's mar- 


keting committee chairman, noted the 
April record boosted the cumulative for 
the first four months of 1973 to 202,210, a 
15 per cent increase over the 170,270 
dwellings delivered during the corre- 
sponding period a year ago.

And In the past 13 years, tho 925,000 pat- 
ents filed for new Inventions amount to 
fully one fourth of the 3.7 million patents 
issued during tho patent office history. 


Tho bar association says tho patent 


protects an Inventor for a 17-year period, 
during which other persons are prohibit- 
ed from making, selling or using tho In- 
vention without his consent. In return for 
this cxcluslvcncss, tho inventor shares 
hL» invention with tho public. Copies of 
patents may be obtained for 50 cents 
from the Patent Office. 


Tills means patent attorneys arc busy 


filing applications with whatever proof is 
necessary to show that Inventors' ideas 
nro unique. Tho Patent Office must have 
proof tho Idea Is novel and is not obvious 
to skilled workers In that particular field. 


Tho Initial search through U.S. and for- 


eign patents Is conducted by patent attor- 
neys, for a cost of $100 and up. The filing 
cost Is another $200. 


Generally patents are not issued until 


two years after the filing date, as the

amount above 5V4 per cent. 


Lending institutions, professional real 


estate sales people and home buyers 
should make their legislators, Congress- 
men and Senators aware of the situation 
so sensible legislation can be enacted 
soon, Gallagher said.

Among the more frequent 
are the Shekel stamps of Israel. But If 
you arc looking forward to seeing a 
United States coin on one of our stamps, 
forgot It. It will never happen. 


The numismatic Industry has been try- 


ing for years to got the postmaster-gen- 
eral and his Stamp Advisory Commission 
to consider the Idea but to no avail. The 
commission absolutely refuses to respond 
to suggestions from interested members 
of the noncollcctlng public as well as 
some of the more Influential politicians 
In the collecting society. 


Tho Illustration below was this col- 


umn's suggestion for a companion stamp 
to the Eight-cent Stamp Collecting Issue 
recently released by the United States 
Postal Service. Tho numismatic Industry 
Is almost willing to settle for any design, 
oven to the point of duplicating the 
stamp Issue. 


IT WOULD MAKE the Ideal alternate 


on the same sheet with tho Benjamin 
Franklin Stamp Collecting stamp; In the 
same color and of the same value. But 
the lack of any response from the adviso- 
ry commission makes It perfectly clear 
they have no Intention of publicizing coin 
collecting with the same amount of fer- 
vor as they herald stamp collecting. 


Certainly a postage stamp imprinted 


with the likeness of a U.S. coin would 
have no less artistic appeal than tho 
atrocious Drug Abuse or Love Stamps. 
And It would definitely be more attrac- 
tive than tho Insidious five-pointed star 
Issued as the Bicentennial Commission 
symbol. 


While coin collecting is not the largest 


free participation hobby In tho world, It 
most assuredly Is tho oldest and long 
overdue for public recognition. Coin col- 
lecting has done much to promote phi- 
lately or stamp collecting by combining 
coins and stamps under one facet very 
popular In both fields, Tho Philatelic-Nu- 
mismatic Combinations and First Day 
Covers. 


BUT WHAT ARE we getting In return? 


It Is most difficult to arouse stamp col- 
lectors to tho cause of a coin collecting 
stamp because they have kept busy with 
tho constant flow of postage issues dra- 
matizing tho Postal Service. Those I 
havo discussed tho matter with agrco 
there should be a coin stamp but they 
offer no suggestions and decline In- 
vitations to join letter writing groups to 
see If such an Issue Is possible. 


This means there will never be a coin 


collecting stamp unless the noncollcctlng 
public decides to join forces with the nu- 
mismatic Industry and bring appropriate 
pressure to bear in the right places. 


If you feel it is time for such a postal 


issue, whether you are a collector or not, 
write to your congressman and ask for 
his advice and assistance. Include a copy 
of this article and save yourself the 
trouble of trying to explain the matter in 
a long letter.

HOLLYWOOD — On Aug. 3, Gene 


Roche bows in as co-star of a returning 
ABC-TV summer series, "The Corner 
Bar," and a lot of viewers will look at 
him and say: "There's that guy from the 
commercials." 


As it happens, he is an actor with 


years of experience. But, as ABC-TV 
notes, nowadays he is recognized by 
many television watchers as "the genial 
gent who intones: 'Professionally speak- 
ing ...' and then urges viewers to buy a 
dishwashing detergent." 


Commercials arc a tremendous source 


of income for performers, and the public 
knows that. But the same public would 
probably be very surprised to see the list 
of acting credits for some of the veteran 
performers who do commercials but are 
not major hcadliners. 


Take, for instance, the case of Roche, 


who, in "The Corner Bar," a halfhour 
situation comedy series, plays the co- 
owner with Anne Meara of a neighbor- 
hood New York City tavern: 


ACCOHDING TO an ABC-TV summa- 


ry, his early involvement in the acting 
profession was indicated when he major- 
ed in drama and English at college in 
Boston, and participated in school theat- 
ricals. Later, adds the network rundown, 
"Gene, with ecumenical impartiality, 
played roles in Yiddish theater English- 
language productions, 
including 'The 


Dybbuk,' and with the National Catholic 
Theatre . . . between legit engagements, 
he worked as a standup comic." 


Roche's credits, according to the ABC- 


TV summary, include performances in 
San Francisco productions of "O'Casey, 
Brecht, Beckett and lonescu plays. He 
played ... in 'Waiting For Godot' for 
two years." 
.In New York, he appeared in such 
stage productions as "Under Milwood," 
"The Secret Life of Walter Mitty," 
"Mother Courage," "Blood, Sweat and 
Stanley Poole," "All in Good Time," 
"Great Day in the Morning," "In the 
White House" and "The Price." 


He also has movie credits, among 


them "Slaughterhouse Five" and "Cotton 
Comes to Harlem." Furthermore, he is 
in the forthcoming film "W" with Twig- 
gy and in the soon-to-be-released "New- 
man" with George Peppard. He has also 
been in a number of television shows. 


IN ROCHE'S CASE, as with many 


c h a r a c t e r performers, doing com- 
mercials is a way to provide a measure 
of security that only a relatively small 
percentage of actors and actresses have. 
Roche, by the way, has nine children 
ranging in age from 19 to one. 


He and his family live in a 13-room 


farmhouse in New York state, and when 
"The 
Corner Bar" 
arrives Aug. 3, 


Roche's wife, children — and peers — 
will be tuning in with the knowledge that, 
while commercials have been helpful, it 
took plenty of acting years for him to 
break through. 


Professionally speaking, Gene Roche 


has been around.

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'Foremost newscaster* still at mike after 43 years 
Lowell Thomas story goes on and on 


It Is 7 p.m. The man In the car ran- 


domly turns the dial of his radio. He 
stops at a sound from out of the past: 
"Lowell Thomas brings the news. From 
Washington (bee de beep de beep), from 
Hlo dc Janeiro (bee do beep de beep), 
from Capetown, South Africa — as re- 
ported by America's foremost news- 
cailer, Lowell Thomas." The driver 
smiles, lie remembers himself, years 
ago, a boy at the dinner table listening to 
the same broadcasting over an outslied 
Firestone Deluxe. "Gad. he chuckles, 
feeling strangely good, "Is 
Lowell 


Thomas still around?" 


byTOMTlEDE 


NEW YORK - Indeed, Lowell Thomas 


is. Forty-three years after ho began bis 
nightly news salutation to the nation — 
"Good evening, everybody" — the legen- 
dary Lowell Is still at the mike. From 
Rhodesia (bco dc beep dc beep), from 
Rawalpindi (bee do beep dc beep), the 
Impeccable, 
Indefatigable 
adventurer- 


Journalist seems ever as permanent as 
his datelines. 


Not that, really, he Is still "America's 


foremost newscaster." At 81, and still al- 
most exclusively a radio man, Thomas' 
effectiveness has been eclipsed by young- 
er and more televised associates. But no 
matter. Taken as a total, his career re- 
mains perhaps the most remarkable in 
news history. 


To bo sure, Thomas certainly Is news 


history. Ho dates to the dinosaur era of 
the Industry. Ho was recording events 
before Walter Cronklte was a seed. Ho 
was covering war before Ernie Pylc was 
through teething. Ho preceded Gnhrlcl 
II c a 11 c r ("Ah. there's good news 
tonight") and H. V. Kaltcnborn. Says a 
CBS executive: 


"I think we've figured that Lowell has 


had some 70-bllIlon listeners over the 
years. There was a time in America, you 
know, when Lowell not only brought the 
news, he damn well was the news." 


BEING THE NEWS, actually, was how 


Thomas got started. Raised during the 
gold rush days of Cripple Creek, Colo, 
("in an ore house" as ho now likes to 
say), Thomas began reporting the brawl- 
ing West and ended up reporting the 
brawling world. 


President Wilson, no less, asked him to 


record plctorlally the events of World 
War I. It was during that endeavor, one 
day in Jerusalem, that Thomas befriend- 
ed a short blonde, desert-loving British 
soldier named T. E. Lawrence. Thomas 
followed the officer's exploits across the 
sands of one-time Mesopotamia. His 
book, movies and speeches on the chap 
— "Lawrence of Arabia" — made mil- 
lions of dollars and legions of admirers 
for newsman-newsmaker Thomas. 


In a senso, then, as Thomas made 


Lawrence Immortal, the colonel did the 
same for his reporter. As Thomas' bal- 
loon roso around tho world, radio decided 
It could profit from his celebrity. 


IN SEPTEMBER, 1930, CBS executive 


William S. Paloy Invited Thomas Into a 
studio, put him behind a microphone and 
asked him to start talking. 


"What about?" Thomas asked. "Any- 


thing," Paloy answered. That audition 
was tho beginning of the longest running 
network show In media history. 


"Good evening, everybody," Thomas 


said, even that first night. "A procession 
of German Fascists was attacked today 
by Communists In the town of Untcr- 
bcrmsgruon — a hot fight followed In 
which 29 Fascists were injured, four crit- 
ically." The voice, resonant then, as 
now, a bit monotone, crisp and belie- 
vable. The words were the first of moro 
than two billion in four decades of 
scripts. 


THOMAS REMEMBERS that "most of 


tho country was tuned In" to bis first 
broadcast. But ho adds It was not for 
Jiim. "I always say Amos 'n Andy were 
tho reason behind my early radio good 
fortune. They came on at seven, you 
know, and when they did all America lis- 
tened. I'd say 03 per cent of the nation's 
radio receivers were tuned in for them. 
Since my news began at 6:45 then, and 
since people usually tuned their radios 
early, I got Freeman Gosdcn and 
Charles Cor roll's audience. How kicky 
can you get?" 


But It was not only luck that won 


Thomas' following. It was stylo. To this 
day Thomas delivers his news in tho 
manner of a gcntlo father. He Is, at 
times, when there Is need, solemn — but 
ho Is never grim. Ho reads the events of 
tho day, regardless of their severity, as 
ho sees the events from tho perspective 
of 81 years: Everything will turn out 
okay. Even his broadcast. 


At tho end of his 10 minutes (down 


from tho original IS) ho bcmuscdly re- 
ports on a bit of jolly fluff: the woman, 
as example, who got her pantyhose 
caught in a trolley car. 


"I'm on the air," ho says, "when 


people are getting ready for dinner or 
arc having dinner or arc just finishing 
dinner, I don't want to spoil the digestive 
system of tho American people." 


Neither docs Thomas want to start ar- 


guments while on the air. Thus rarely 
docs he editorialize. "When I began 
broadcasting, my sponsor was tho Liter- 
ary Digest. It was a very good magazine 
of tho day and had a format where they 
would always give both sides of every 
subject being written about. They asked 
that I do the same. They wanted me to 
play It right down the middle, which was 
tho natural thing for me anyhow." 


THOMAS HAS NOT always been able 


to follow his middle-ground philosophy. 
On his very first broadcast, In fact, he 
belittled a rising young German named 
Adolf Hitler: "Ho has written a book 
called tho German Fascist Bible. In this

the belligerent gentleman states that a 
cardinal policy of his now powerful Ger- 
man party is the conquest of Russia. 
That's a tall assignment, Adolf. You just 
ask Napoleon." 


In later times, on the air, Thomas has 


also had some brisk things to say about 
the Soviet Union. 


There arc some who feel, actually, 


Thomas' impartiality is a synonym for 
conservatism. His critics, especially his 
younger contemporaries, believe the 
broadcaster is a "little to the right of 
Atllla tho Hun. The charge is that 
Thomas, an institution himself, Is soft 
on Institutions. Thomas her personally 
known every U.S. president since Roose- 
velt (no not Franklin — Teddy!) and 
some feel his respect for them and his 
love for country come through unobjec- 
tively clear on the air. 


WATERGATE IS A for instance. 


Though an army of newsmen, many con- 
servative, arc currently indignant over 
tho allegations of wrongdoings In the 
White House, Thomas docs not publicly 
rap cither Nixon, "an old friend," or Wa- 
tergato Itself. Soys he merely: "We're 
living in on electronic age. Bugging goes 
on all the time. I'm surprised it doesn't 
happen more than it does." 


For his part, Thomas docs not believe 


It his duty to pontificate. Nor docs he 
even discuss his politics; he says a 
friend once referred to him as "an an- 
archist," and lets it go at that. 


However, he is known to worry about 


the preponderance of left-leaning politi- 
cal thought In the mass media. He once 
told a television interviewer the Industry 
Is about "05 per cent" liberal. Ho says 
this Is probably unavoidable "since most 
of us are high strung and sensitive 
people" but ho laments the Impact on the 
public. "I remember reading a news 
Item about a 105-year-old woman who 
was asked how she lived so long. She 
said she did it by not reading a news- 
paper, listening to tho radio or watching 
TV." Thomas says he understands her 
sentiment. 


Politics aside, though, the case of the 


103-year-old gal is interesting in that 
there aren't many people any age in tho 
United States who haven't listened to at 
least Lowell Thomas on radio. Some say 
that over tho years his voice has been 
heard more often than any other In his- 
tory. (His broadcasts, a summary of sev- 
eral eras, arc contained in 340 leather- 
bound volumes In Thomas' office.) 


TO BE SURE, it has often been diffi- 


cult to escape the voice. From Canberra 
(bco dc beep de beep), From Sltka, from 
the Tibet's Forbidden City of Lhasa. 
Thomas has reported on everything from 
everywhere. As perhaps the most-trav- 
eled journalist of all time, he has dined 
with pygmies in New Guinea, explored 
tho Antarctic with Byrd, flown around 
the world with Hap Arnold. At last count 
he had visited every region on the globe 
except Inner Mongolia. Outer "yes," ho 
says, Inner "no." 


Ho was the first to broadcast from a 


ship, first to broadcast from a plane, 
first to explore a mine with a micro- 
phone. All of this was on radio, but he 
also made some history on TV. Shortly 
before World War II, Thomas was em- 
ployed as the first live TV newscaster, a 
job ho recalls mostly for its unpredicta- 
bility: 


"I remember they used to put some of 


their make-up on me, but I was always 
arriving at the studio lato so I didn't 
have much time for that. One night I got 
to the station very late and all they 
could do was slap me In the face with a 
large powder puff. Well, a lot of powder 
stayed on my upper Up and after I had 
been on tho air a minute or two I made 
another first — tho first sneeze in tele- 
vision history." 


THERE HAVE BEEN few such faux 


pas In Thomas' career. A careful, calcu- 
lating man, ho has been daring but never 
flamboyant. And it has paid off hand- 
somely. Estimates of his wealth run as 
high as $150 million (considerably more 
than your average Journalist); the walls 


of his memory arc decorated with thou- 
sands of accomplishments (52 books, two 
dozen major exploration expeditions, a 
dozen honorary college degrees); the 
grounds of his 3,000 acre estate In Paw- 
ling, N. Y., have hosted some of the most 
celebrated men of the last half-century. 


SOME SAY HE'S over the hill. Some 


say he's 20 years behind modern journal- 
ism. But Lowell Thomas, of the ageless 
pencil mustache, insists he still has miles 
to go and mountains to climb. "My goal 


for what remains of my life is to try to 
convince the young people that the world 
is not as bad as they think — in fact, this 
is a Golden Age for them." 


He means it, he really does. And that's 


why there are still those who, for one 
reason or another, feel a little better 
when Lowell Thomas says to them night- 
ly: "Good evening, everybody." 


In times of change, it's good to have 


something that doesn't.

Dear Dr. I.amli — I have just finished 


rending your article on colon cancer. 


I had an nclenocarclnomn removed 


from my colon (and half of the colon) 
thli year, and I found your article very 
Interesting. 


I nm writing for some Information. 
What Is cancer? What are the theories 


behind the cause of cancer? These arc 
some of the questions I have been asking 
ever since my operation and no one will 
tell me the answers. They say I should 
forget It. Don't be morbid — don't get 
depressed. 


Just between you and me. I feet I 


should know the answers to those ques- 
tions and probably many more. 


Or. Lamb, where can I get the answers 


to my question? I wnnt to know about 
cancer In general, and mine In particu- 
lar. My doctor says there arc no publica- 
tions dealing with the subject. Somehow 
1 just cannot agree with this. Will you 
help me obtain this information? Thank 
joti. 
. Dear Reader — Doctors have different 
opinions about how much their patients 
should be Informed. I have always per- 
haps erred on the side of thinking that 
the more the patient knew, usually, the 
better off they were. Particularly If they 
wanted to know. Many doctors don't 
think it's wise to tell a patient that he 
hai cancer. This doesn't apply in your 
cose according to your letter since 
apparently you already know that you 
have one and what has been done. 


You can obtain information from the 


American Cancer Society, Inc., 219 East 
•12nd Street, New York, N.Y. 10017. One 
of the purposes of the society is to pro- 
vide Information and help to patients 
with cancer. 


Cancer, basically, is an overgrowth of 


normal cells. For some reason the nor- 
mal growth mechanism just goes wild 
and the types of cells that are produced 
do not have normal organized structure, 
although they will represent the tissue 
from which they sprang. In other words, 
a cancer of the liver will be composed of 
cells that resemble normal liver cells. 


Cancer of the lungs may represent 


lung cells with unusual characteristics 
that have suddenly developed an over- 
growth pattern. These cells can then be- 
come dislodged and spread to other 
areas of the body. A good pathologist ran 
still tell by looking at the tissues where 
the cancer started, even though the cells 
may bo located within some distant 
place in the body. 


THEHE ARE numerous theories as to 


what causes cell growth to suddenly go 
wild. Certainly Irritants are one, and a 
good example of this is the theory that 
cigarct smoking irritates the lungs and 
stimulates the formation of lung cancer, 
particularly in men. Some irritating sub- 
stances appear to precipitate it. 


As far as cancer of the colon is con- 


cerned, one more recent theory Is that 
poor dietary habits, with inadequate 
bulk, that affect the normal function of 
the bowel year after year lead to an In- 
creased likelihood of cancer. 


Obviously I can't answer all of your 


questions In this short column but I be- 
lieve you can get a lot of valuable infor- 
mation from handouts that have already 
been prepared by the American Cancer 
Society to help people with problems like 
yours who want to know more about can- 
cer.

If child doesn't run with 
the pack—leave him alone

"There Is an Innocence about the 


creative person. Things that happen to 
the average adult arc taken for granted 
— they say 'so uliut'? But to the creative 
personality even the little things arc mir- 
acles ..." 


Or. Erlckn Freeman Is a professor of 


social psychiatry at Sarah Lawrence Col- 
lege and author of the book "Insights: 
Conversations with Theodore Rcik." One 
of the chapters In the book deals with 
creativity. Dr. Freeman recently dis- 
cussed creative personality trails. 


"Creativity is a way of looking at the 


world. Creativity is the capacity to take 
something which is already known and 
then juxtapose it Into our life so it's giv- 
en a brand new motion. 


"Creativity seems to occur in chil- 


dren," Dr. Freeman continued. "Chil- 
dren try things differently. They often 
see things differently than nhat Is the 
established or accepted view. Children 
naturally explore but pretty soon we put 
them Into a mold so they can be like 
everyone else. We want them to conform 
so teacher will like them, so they don't 
embarrass their parents, so they have 
friends to play with. Very soon they're 
patented and packaged Into the direction 
in which someone else thinks they ought 
to go." 


ACCOHDING TO Dr. Freeman, a par- 


ent should not be frightened by what 
looks different about his child. "If you 
sec a child wlx> doesn't run with the pack 
and he's doing something Interesting — 
leave him alone. Don't \vorry about him. 


"A parent should pay loving attention 


and be curious about his child. Leave 
away your critical faculty. Look upon 
your child as a phenomenon — a brand 
new creature and see what this brand 
new creature docs and can do. 


"What docs he not know that you can 


help him do? Don't do it for him — let 
him try things on his own. If he resists 
your techniques don't get Insulted and 
tell him you told him how to do it. Give 
him, Instead, advice. Make suggestions, 
ameliorate, facilitate. Don't order him to 
do exactly what you say. Let him be 
creative." 


DR. FKEEMAN explained that crea- 


tivity can be confused with non-con- 
formity. "One of the hallmarks of a 
creative personality is that he's not like 
everyone else. In fact you'll find people 
who say they wish they were like every- 
one else. Most people say they arc differ- 
ent and that they want to be different but 
when you are really different you wish 
sometimes you could be like everyone 
else. But a creative person cannot con- 
form. It is important not to encourage 
nonconformity under the guise of crea- 
tivity and discipline makes the differ- 
ence. 


"A person can lack discipline and 


claim that this is creativity. This is not 
so. In order to create you've got to bo 
organized enough so that you can create. 
In order to have creativity there must be 
some semblance of order and some 
rootcdncss. And discipline is always in- 
volved. Somebody will always be our 
boss and discipline us — but we do have 
a choice. Whether this discipline comes 
from one's self or from someone else Is 
the difference between freedom and non- 
freedom and the creative person definite- 
ly needs freedom in order to create."

Q. I am 88 years old and wilt be retir- 


ing In August of thli year, I will have 
earned about SI3.000 tills >car by the 
time I retire. Since I have earned well 
over (lie S2.100 allowed by the Social Sc- 
rlty Administration It appears that I 
won't be able to get any Social Security 
check* until next year. In this correct? 


A. No, even though you have earned 


over the allowable amount, you will be 
able to get your full monthly Social Se- 
curity benefit for any month In which 
you do not corn $175.00 in wages or per- 
form substantial services In self-employ- 
ment. You should report your retire- 
ment to any Social Security office so 
they can get your checks starting 
promptly after your retirement. 


Q. I am n years old anil started work 


lust week. My employer won't pay me 
until I get a Social Security number. I 
applied last week for the number ami 
wa* told It would take a few weeks be- 
fore I received it. Is there something you 
can give me to show that I have applied 
for my number. 


A. Yes, If you stop by your Social Se- 


curity office, they can issue you a card 
that shows that you hove applied for a 
Social Security number. The card also 
has Instructions for your employer about 
what to do until you receive the number. 
Bo suro that you tell him what your num- 
ber Is when you receive It so your earn- 


ings arc correctly reported to your Social 
Security record. 


Q. I heard on the news that Social Se- 


curity benefits have been Increased. How 
much was the Increase and when will It 
show up on my monthly benefit check? 


A. The new law provides for an across 


the board increase In the regular 
Social Security benefits and In the spe- 
cial age 72 payments, effective for the 
month of Juno, 1074 (payable In the 
check dated July 3,1974). The amount of 
the increase will be determined by the 
percentage Increase in the Consumer 
Price Index from June, 1972, through 
June, 1973. It is estimated that this in- 
crease will be about 5.6 per cent.

Your chances of heart 
attack? Ask a computer

LONDON — The doctor fed a few sta- 


tistics into his desk computer and looked 
at tho result. 


"You hove an even chance of devel- 


oping coronary heart disease in the next 
five years," he told his patient, "unless 
you follow these instructions ..." 


The Information on which the doctor 


based his prediction 
included the 


patient's age, blood pressure, serum cho- 
lesterol rating and smoking habits. 


This is not a scene for the future. The 


British Medical Journal says it is pos- 
sible to draw up mathematical tables to 
calculate the odds on a coronary in the 
United States right now. 


IT WILL TAKE longer in Europe, 


where it appears "an unidentified risk 
factor has an important role in the gen- 
esis of the disease" even though the in- 
cidence of heart attacks is higher in the 
United States. 


The magazine said the experiments 


leading to this development 
stemmed 


from a study In Framingham, Mass., a 
decade ago, which showed that men with 
both high blood pressure and high serum 
cholesterol were more likely to develop 
heart disease than if only one was 
raised. 


Studies on British workers confirmed 


these findings, the magazine said, and 
they were taken further by a group of 
doctors from six European countries. 


"THE RISK FACTORS which inter- 


ested them were age, blood pressure, se- 
rum cholesterol, body bulk, tobacco 
smoking and physical activity," the 
magazine said. "They found that the first 
three of these in combination allowed the 
probability of an American railwayman 


developing coronary heart disease to be 
calculated with considerable accuracy. 


"The accuracy was increased margi- 


nally by the inclusion of information 
about tobacco consumption but consid- 
eration of body bulk or physical activity 
did not improve the estimates." 


The medical journal went on to say 


that when the tables derived from the 
study of railwaymen were applied to 
data collected about other workers they 
were "highly effective for calculating the 
probability of getting coronary heart dis- 
ease in Chicago, Massachusetts and New 
York." 


FROM THIS THEY concluded that 


fairly simple mathematics could turn up 
the odds on any American patient getting 
a heart attack within five years — unless 
his blood pressure and serum cholesterol 
were lowered. 


"A second Important finding in this pa- 


per," the magazine said, "is that the 
weighting factors which seemed to be so 
widely applicable in the United States 
did not prove so good at assigning proba- 
bility of getting a coronary attack to the 
men who had been studied in Europe. 


"The authors suggested the most likely 


explanation for the difference is that an 
unidentified risk factor has an important 
role in the genesis of the disease in Eu- 
rope but not in America ... independent 
evidence that there are differences be- 
tween the nature of coronary heart dis- 
ease in Europe and in America comes 
from another recent study which showed 
that the prevalence of cardiac pain was 
twice as high among men in Marlon 
County, Va., as in Stavely, Derbyshire 
England."

show that opened recently under the great dome of the Hay- 
den Planetarium. 


The show depicts 12 deaths of "God's green footstool." 
• No. l. The most probable one is that in 5 billion years our 


sun will poop out of old age, expand into a red giant star (as 
is the wont of old stars), and engulf Mercury and Venus and 
send out enough heat to melt lead on Earth, which also would 
melt the spirit of man, cockroach and germ. 


• No. 2. The moon will fall. Don't knock this notion. The 


moon right now is getting farther away. But for reasons 
known only to God, Isaac Newton, and Orson Welles, in about 
200 billion years the moon will stand still and start coming 
back. Fast. Then watch out. 


• No. 3. We will collide with another planet. This is in the 


realm of science fiction. "Planets just don't leave their or- 
bit," says Mark R. Chartrand, the planetarium astronomer 
who planned and narrates the show. 


• No. 4. We will collide with a comet. This could wipe out a 


city the size of New York or Dodge City, but not the earth. A 
comet is largely gas, plus a few rocks and some dust. How- 
ever, there is a beauty, the Kohoutek Comet, coming up in 


January. Just discovered by Dr. L. Kohoutek of the Hamburg 
Observatory. It will come within 80 million miles of us next 
Jan. 7. It may be as brilliant as Halley's Comet that scared 
everybody In 1910. Watch this space for further details — next 
year. 


• No. 5. We will collide with a large swarm of meteoroids. 


But they swarm few and far between. 


• No. 6. The earth will lose its atmosphere, like Mars. 


Mars has one one-thousandth of the earth's atmosphere, in 
terms of pressure.

Those Mexican marriages 
considered invalid in U.S. 


TIJUANA, Mexico (UPI) - No delay, 


no blood test, no witnesses. Just pay the 
*33 and it's "Instant marriage." 


That Is what the Tijuana "lawyers" 


havo been telling unsuspecting Ameri- 
cans for years. 


Is the marriage valid? A prominent 


San Dlogo attorney, an expert on Mexi- 
can law, says probably not. 


"If over the years you have been mar- 


ried, you have done things like filing in- 
come tax returns, signing contracts and 
owning property — all as husband and 
wife," Paul Rosado said, "but the legal- 
ity of all these actions can be cast In 
doubt by the invalidity of the marriage." 


IT ALL works like this. 
Americans anxious to marry in a hurry 


stream Into the marriage offices where 
they arc told they can be wed on the spot 
by proxy. Take the honeymoon and the 
paperwork will be there when you get 
home. 


Simple enough, but according to Ro- 


sado, there is only one official "marrying 
agency" In Mexico — the Civil Registry. 


And despite what the backroom law- 


yers say, marriage In Mexico, when It is 
done legally, Is not much different than 
In the United States — a medical exam 
by a Mexican physician, two witnesses to 
certify there arc no impediments to mar- 
riage, no coercion, at least 18 years of 


age. Those are the requirements. 


HOW DO the phony lawyers and mar- 


riage brokers get away with It? 


Simple enough. Anyone can buy official 


forms for 16 cents. After that a phony 
signature from the mayor and a judge 
and a phony seal, and there it is — a 
phony certificate that looks exactly like 
the real thing. 


The only difference, Rosado said, is 


that nowhere is it recorded. No record, 
no marriage. 


What can the outraged 
American 


couple do? Very little, according to Ro- 
sado. 


"IF YOU GO in and say I've heard you 


are phony, they say, 'sue me,' " Rosado 
said. Aside from the outrage, the legal 
problems still exist, and they can be 
very real when proof of marriage Is im- 
portant. California law protects Ameri- 
cans who find their marriages are not 
valid. Rosado said If the marriage is en- 
tered into In good faith, the couple re- 
ceive all the benefits of a legally married 
couple. 


Federal law, however, is different. Un- 


less you arc legally married, you are not 
a wife or widow in the eyes of the law — 
a problem that can be perplexing and 
complex. 


And not only is your marriage invalid 


in the United States, but the Mexicans 
don't recognize it either.

'dog-liberal9 


DAVIS, Calif. (UPI) - The registra- 


tion roster at the University of California 
nt Davis Includes not only students, but 
164 dogs, nine cats and one raccoon. 


Recognized as the most "dog-liberal" 


school In the West, UC Davis allows its 
students to bring their pooches on 
campus, live In dormitories with them, 
and attend classes, II their professors 
agree. 


Tho dog problem at Davis — spawned 


when the first long-haired, barefoot stu- 
dent made traveling through campus 
with a dog at his side fashionable — 
caused months of debate between pet 
owners and the school administration. 


But compromises wore reached and for 


$1 students can officially register their 
pets with the campus environmental 
health and safety officer, Richard Hold- 
stock. 


HOLDSTOCK PROVIDES dog tags, 


records the owner's name and address 
and photographs the pet for his files. If 
caught In the nearly dally roundup of 
strays on campus, the owner Is contacted 
and the pet avoids a trip to the pound. 


Holdstock sold dogs aro allowed on 


campus if they aro on a leash or In voice 
control while in sight. His office picked 
up 145 stray dogs, five cats and one 
skunk last year and all but 23, which 
were registered, went to the Yolo County 
pound. 


Dormitory residence for dogs or other 


pets came about because the old rule 
prohibiting them "was virtually Impos- 
sible to enforce. Soon as you got some of 
the dogs out of the buildings, others 
would arrive," Holdstock said. 


Now a student can live with his dog If 


A majority of the residents of the dor- 
mitory In question vote to admit pets. 
Tho residents of the dormitory floor in 
question also have to approve and each 
building has a "dog committee" in 
charge of cleaning up any messes. 


Nine floors at several dormitories 


allowed pets this year and Holdstock said 
54 dogs and nine cats were official 
campus residents. 


ALSO ON CAMPUS each Tuesday 


night Is a class titled "companion pets," 
featuring lectures on animal psychology 
and genetics. 


University officials say if students 


knew more about their pets and pet prob- 
lems, the number of randomly bred 
strays shculd be reduced. 


"A lot of students have companion ani- 


mals and I don't think they know as 
much as they should about their pets," 
sold Dr. James Morris, who teaches the 
class. 


Reactlm to the class was much great- 


er than expected, Morris said, with 123 
students registering. 


Tho students con earn two units learn- 


ing about their pets, the legal responsi- 
bility of pet ownership and animal repro- 
duction. 


"1 felt a course like this might give 


them a better insight into the care of 
animals," said Morris, who stressed that 
"it's not a pet parade."

You can serve your own sherbets often, and 


in a variety of ways: in fruit shrub appetizers; as 
the color center of a refreshing fruit salad; as an 
accompaniment for an entree; for desserts or as a 
great pick-me-up and cool-me-dpwn snack. 


Sherbets should be frozen quickly. The faster 


the freeze/ the smaller the ice crystals will be. It's

important to follow the mixing instructions that 
come with your freezer. But remember to use 
one-quarter cup of rock salt to one-quart of 
crushed ice when making sherbets because 
they're sweeter than ice cream. And the crushed 
.ice melts evenly and provides a more uniform 
cold. 


The best time to eat homemade sherbet is 


right after hardening or ripening. But if you can't 
eat. the whole batch the first time, store some for 
future fun feasts. Sherbet can be kept frozen for 
two to three weeks in plastic containers. Be sure 
to transfer the containers from.the freezing unit 
of your refrigerator to the less-cold storage area 
about 2Q minutes before serving time so the sher- 
bets will be scooping soft.

Her cake recipe is time-tested

A three-generation recipe for Devil's 


Food Cake has been a favorite of Mrs. 
Bob Nelson, Des Plaines, since her girl- 
hood days. 


The recipe seems destined for a fourth 


generation as it has become popular with 
Eva Nelson's children, Barb, 17, and 
Danny, 13. They request it for birthdays, 
frosted with a thick and creamy choco- 
late icing. On other occasions, Eva uses 
equally appealing penuche frosting. 


The ingredients for the cake include a 


cup of cold coffee, which contributes to 
the cake's rich, red color and moist tex- 
ture. For festive occasions, Eva bakes 
the cake in two -layers, although an ob-

long pan may also be used. 


To satisfy her family's sweet tooth, she 


often bakes another recipe that was her 
grandmother's. Called Apricot- Bars, 
these delicacies have a crispy bottom 
crust, a filling of apricot jam and a me- 
ringue topping containing coconut and 
chopped nuts. 


"Other jams such as raspberry or 


strawberry may be used as the filling," 
Eva explained. She cuts the cookies in 
small squares to use in cookie assort- 
ments. 


"They keep well and the meringue nev- 


er gets sticky or weepy," Eva said. 


Another of this cook's specialties is a 


molded salad which complements the fla- 
vor of almost any meat. The color of the 
gelatin can be varied according to the 
season, and the other ingredients in the 
recipe adapt to the flavor. 


The salad is made by putting a mix- 


ture of cream cheese, whipped cream, 
miniature marshmallows and crushed 
pineapple into the bottom of a ring mold. 
When warm gelatin Is poured over this it 
sinks to the bottom and the filling rises 
to the top. Thus, when the salad is un- 
molded, the filling is on the bottom with 
the gelatin on top. 


"It looks pretty any time of year and 


may be served nicely with ham, beef, 
chicken or anything you make for sum- 
mer cook-outs," Eva remarked. 


Eva started to cook when she was 


about 10 years old, and has enjoyed it 
ever since. In addition to her homemak- 
ing activities she works part time as an 
X-ray technician, bowls with St. Mary's 
Altar and Rosary League, plays golf with 
the Rob Roy Women's League and is ac- 
tive at Algonquin's School PTA. 


DEVIL'S FOOD CAKE 


V: cup vegetable shortening 
IVi cups granulated sugar 
% teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
2 well-beaten eggs 
1 cup cold coffee 
1 level teaspoon baking soda 
2 scant cups sifted flour 
2 squares chocolate, melted 
1 tablespoon vinegar 


Cream shortening and sugar thorough- 


ly. Add vanilla, salt and eggs and beat 
well. 


Stir the baking soda into the coffee. 


Add to the batter alternately with flour. 
Blend hi chocolate. Lastly add vinegar 
and beat well. 


Pour batter into two greased and 


floured 9-inch layer tins or a 9 by 13-inch 
pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 30 to 35 
minutes. When cool, frost with chocolate 
or penuche icing. 


CHOCOLATE FROSTING 


3 Tablespoons shortening 
1 square chocolate 
5 tablespoons milk 


1% to 2 cups confectioners' sugar 


Melt shortening and chocolate in top of 


double boiler. Add milk and cook until 
thick. Let cool. Add enough sugar to 
make frosting a good spreading con- 
sistency. Thin with a little water if too 
thick. Frost cake. 


PENUCHE FROSTING 


6 cup margarine 
1 cup brown sugar 
y« cup milk 
1% to 2 cups confectioners' sugar 


Melt margarine; add brown sugar and 


cook over low heat, stirring constantly, 
about two minutes. Remove from heat 
and stir in milk. Return to heat and 
bring to a boll, stirring constantly. When 
it comes to a boil, remove from heat and 
let cool. Add sugar and beat until spread- 
ing consistency. Frost cake.

Outdoor cooks can heed ecology 


by JEANNE LESEM 


Outdoor cooks mindful of ecology and 


economy can serve both causes this sum- 
mer by following a few simple rules. 


In planning meals, skip steak and oth- 


er expensive cuts of meat in favor of va- 
riety meats and poultry. Chicken and 
turkey arc good with barbecue sauces or 
just basted with a homemade oil, vinegar 
and splco mixture. Beef heart, prepared 
like Peruvian nntlchuchos, or spicy hors 
d'ocuvro, traditionally is served with 
corn on the cob. 


Several vegetables can bo baked on a 


grill or directly on the flrcbcd without 
using foil wrappings. Medium baking po- 
tatoes need 1 to Hi hours on coals, and 
small acorn or butternut squash, 45 to 50 
minutes. They should be turned often for 
oven cooking. 


Whole eggplant and corn, with silks re- 


moved but husks left on, arc best cooked 
on the grill, and turned often. Sprinkle 
the corn husks lightly with water to keep 
them moist during cooking. Corn takes 
about 23 minutes and eggplant will vary 
widely, according to size and shape. 


Sources of folatc 


"Folnte (a B vitamin) deficiency In 


man is more prevalent than seems rea- 
sonable, particularly when considering 
the rich dietary sources of folatc that arc 
readily available," wrote Richard M. 
Strciff, M.D. in the American Journal of 
Clinical Nutrition. "These rich sources of 
folato arc, In many cases, depleted by 
cooking or processing so that often only 
five to 40 per cent of the Initial folatc 
remains after processing." 


Deficiency of folate is especially preva- 


lent among pregnant women.'It leads to 
a form of anemia and other unfavorable 
consequences. 


Since cooking, especially in neutral or 


alkaline solutions, is the major destroyer 
of follc add, a good way to obtain more 
of It is to cat uncooked foods that contain 
this vitamin. A large part of the supply - 
possibly 40 per cent - Is provided by 
fruits and vegetables. Fortunately, many 
ot these foods ore highly palatable and 
digestible in raw form, as in salads. Or- 
ange juice Is a good source of follc acid. 
A standard cup of fresh Valencia juice 
usually provides more than the Recom- 
mended Dietary Allowance for an adult, 
that Is, 0.4 milligram. 


Remember to increase all cooking 


times if the weather is chilly or windy or 
both. 


PERHAPS THE BIGGEST extra- 


vagance with many, amateur outdoor 
cooks in the use of too many briquets. 
The amount needed depends on the size 
and type of food to be grilled, the type of 
grill and the weather. In general, a 
single layer of briquets that extends 
about an inch beyond the dimensions of 
the food is enough. Be sure to allow 
space for heat to penetrate between 
pieces of food. 


More briquets are needed for roasts, 


whole poultry and anything cooked on a 
rotisscrlc. If more charcoal is needed as 
cooking progresses, add it around the 
edge of the burning coals. 


If food is cooking too fast, cither move 


some coals to the sides of the grill or 
separate the coals slightly. 


Briquets in a grid-like cardboard pack- 


age make a good but expensive starter. 
One clever cook we know makes his own 
from loose briquets, bought in bulk, and 
placed in halves of molded cardboard 
egg cartons. About 20 minutes before 
starting the fire, ho sprays one or more 
units lightly with liquid starter and lets it 
soak hi. One or two minutes before start- 
Ing the fire, he also sprays starter on the 
other briquets to be used and piles the 
extra coals In a stack or pyramid on bri- 
quet-filled cartons to create a draft that 
will catch fire quickly. 


Empty waxed cardboard milk cartons 


also can be filled with briquets for start- 
ing fires. Or you can keep on hand a 
tightly covered jar of briquets soaking In 
liquid starter to cover. Use a few soaked 
ones at the bottom of your pyramid. 


SAVE PARTLY-BURNED briquets by 


dousing them, one at a time, In a con- 
tainer of water. Use tongs to hold each 
one in the water about 1 second, then 
return It to the fircbowl to dry at least 24 
hours. 


When the ashes have cooled, strew 


them directly on a vegetable garden or 
lawn as fertilizer or add them to a com- 
post heap. 


Anticuchos, North American style, are 


less peppery and garlicky than the Per- 
uvian variety. Serve them with corn on 
the cob, as a cocktail snack or a main 
course. 


Wash and trim MHt to 2-pound beef 


heart, removing fat and arteries, Cut 


into % or 1-inch cubes. In a large bowl, 
mix 1% cups of elder vinegar or red wine 
vinegar with 5 teaspoons of finely 
chopped garlic, 1% teaspoons of dried 
crushed red pepper, 1 teaspoon of ground 
cumin, Wi teaspoons of salt and % tea- 
spoon of pepper. Add meat cubes and 
toss to coat well. Add more vinegar if 
necessary to cover cubes. Cover bowl 
tightly and refrigerate at least 24 hours. 
Stir occasionally. For basting sauce, 
drain 1 — 4-ounce can of red or green 
chilies, discard seeds and mash chlllcs 


with a fork in a large bowl. Stir in V« cup 
of cooking oil and 1 tablespoon of solids 
drained from the marinade. Drain and 
dry meat cubes, toss them in the chili 
mixture to coat well and thread loosely 
on skewers. Cook about 3 inches above 
charcoal, turning often, about 5 to 7 min- 
utes, or until browned on all sides but 
moist within. Baste with remaining 
sauce as they cook. Makes about 6-8 hors 
d'oeuvre servings or about 6 main dish 
ones.

Alt kids love Ice cream and will bo 


c\cn more enthusiastic about their fa- 
vorite desserts if they can make their 
own. 


When a youngster participates In the 


process of making Ice cream at home, ho 
learns about dairy products first hand. 


White tho home products may havc'tno 


familiar texture or consistency, be sure 
to point out that (hey may not have the 
same taste and color as those purchased 
from the store. The homemade variety 
has a unique flavor of its own and may 
oven be favored over the commercial Ice 
cream. 


Based on a new science Study Aid pub- 


lished by tho Agricultural Research Ser- 
vice of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, (ho following "experiment" demon- 
strates how easy It is to make your own 
Ico cream. 


In a large bout (two or three quart) 


combine I3i quarts (seven cups) light 
cream, 1 cup evaporated milk, 1 table- 
spoon unflavorod gelatin dissolved In 4 
cup cold water, pinch of salt and 1 table- 
spoon vanilla. 


Pur mixture into the container of a 


hand or electric Ico cream freezer. Tho 
container should not be moro than % full 


since as the freezer operates, air will en- 
ter the mixture and it will expand as it 
freezes. 


Place the container in the freezer pall, 


cover it and adjust the top making sure 
tho cover Is tight. 


Pack cracked ice and coarse rock salt 


around tho container. Using ono part 
salt to four parts ice, you will need 
about five pounds of ice and about 2 
pounds of rock salt. (Do not use table 
salt.) 


Turn the crank slowly if hand oper- 


ated, or let the freezer run normally if 
electric, until tho ice-cream mixture is 
hard enough to stick to a spoon. This 
step should take from 12 to 20 minutes. 


Carefully remove the dasher from the 


container, then replace tho cover of the 
container. 


Drain tho brine (mixture of salt and 


melted Ice) from the freezer pall and 
add more coarse salt and cracked Ice. 


Cover the top of the ice cream contain- 


er with a layer of ice. Then cover the top 
of the freezer with newspapers or other 
covering that will provide insulation. Let 
stand for two to three hours to harden 
the ice cream . . . although it can be 
eaten soft.

Beach, 111., sends along this recipe for 
truly "tender-moist, succulent chicken," 
especially useful for a ragout, salad, cas- 
serole, or sandwiches. 


Remove tho skin from a broiler-fryer 


under running lukewarm water. Place 
chicken on a piece of heavy-duty foil 
largo enough to wrap chicken com- 
pletely. Sprinkle fowl inside and out with 
garlic salt, pepper and juice of Vt lemon. 
Wrap tightly, place on a pie pan and 
cook In a 325 degree oven for 2 hours or 
350 degrees for IVt hours. 


Poke a holo In tho foil and pour off 


accumulated broth. Let chicken cool in 
the foil until lukewarm, then remove 
meat from bones and use as desired. 


FOR CHICKEN LOAF: Skim fat off 


broth, then simmer until broth is reduced 
to 2/3 'cup. Meanwhile chill a 1-quart 
mold. When well chilled pour small 
amount of broth Into mold, turning to 
coat bottom. Let become sticky, then 
decorate with plmiento, pepper strips, 
slices of hard cooked egg, parsley, ca- 
pers. Use your imagination. 


Chill until set, then line outside of mold 


with pretty white meat, fill in center 
with dark meat. Pour broth over, 
pressing meat down slightly. Chill sev- 
eral hours or overnight. Unmold by dip- 
ping In hot water. .Decorate with parsley 
and halved cherry tomatoes. Slice with 
sharp knife. 


You may add to the meat, tossing 


lightly, diced plmiento, green pepper, 
chopped parsley, or green onions and 
add a dash of white wine to the broth 
before reducing It.

Plum particulars 


It's the happy season when there are 


plenty of juicy luscious fresh plums and 
prunes at the market. What's the differ- 
ence between a plum and a prune? Alt 
prunes are plums but not all plums are 
prunes. Prunes arc a variety of plum 
which has a sugar content high enough 
so that tho fruit can be dried without fer- 
menting. The term prunes refers to this 
fruit in both its fresh and dried state. 
Another distinction Is that plum pits usu- 
ally cling to the flesh of the fruit while 
prune pits usually lift out like those of 
freestone peaches. Of course, tho best 
way to cat plums Is out of hand, enjoying 
tho rich flavor and deep color. But it's 
also fun to copy the Scandinavian people 
who make a delicious, icy cold Fresh 
Plum Soup. It'a as reforesting as a sud- 
den breeze In summer heat. Here's the 
recipe: 


COLD FRESH PLUM SOUP 


3 cups sliced pitted fresh plums 
3 cups water 
>3 cup sugar 


1/16 teaspoon salt 


1 cinnamon stick 


1 tablespoon fresh lemon juice 
1 tablespoon fresh orange juice 
Vi teaspoon grated fresh lemon rind 
Combine plums, water, sugar, salt and 


cinnamon In 2-quart saucepan. Cover and 
cook until plums arc very tender, about 
10 minutes. Remove cinnamon. Puree 
mixture In an electric blender or food 
mill. Add lemon and orange juices and 
lemon rind. Chill. Serve cold. Makes: 5 
servings. 


COFFEE PECAN TORTE 


3 tablespoons hot water 
2 teaspoons freeze-dried 


decaffeinated coffee 


% cup butter 
1V4 cups unsifted confec- 


tioners sugar' 


3 egg yolks 
V4 teaspoon vanilla

Add water to coffee; stir to dissolve. 


Cream butter. Gradually blend In sugar. 
Add egg yolks, one at a time, beating 
thoroughly after each addition.

ground pecans; set aside. (Pecans can 
be finely ground in electric blender.) 


Slice frozen cake horizontally into 5 


layers. Spread each layer with about 3 
tablespoons coffee-pecan mixture. Reas- 
semble cake and spread remaining cof- 
fee-pecan mixture on top and sides of 
cake. Garnish with pecan halves. Chill 
until ready to serve. Makes 8 to 10 
servings. 


Consumer tips 


Dried fruits retain quality better dur- 


ing the summer if you refrigerate them, 
soys the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture.

When people began cooking and enter- 


taining out-of-doors, back yards took on 
new design dimensions. Generally, home- 
owners discovered that their garden or 
back yard was not designed for outdoor 
living. 


There was no privacy; tables and 


chairs poked holes in the lawn; often the 
sun was too hot, the wind too strong, the 
evenings too chilly. 


The back yards, once taken for granted 


and necessary for growing vegetables, 
became the target for a new concept of 
living space. Changes were in order and 
homeowners began transforming the 
areas into habitable additions to the 
home. 


Today, back yard living is an integral

OUTDOOR LIVING spaces in suburbia

The back yard, which Bob Bukowskl 


refers to as a natural "farm-type" area, 
requires minimal upkeep yet affords the 
ultimate In relaxation.

New type cast 
may outdate 
plaster ones 


Those cumbersome plaster of pads 


casts that burden the victim of a broken 
arm or leg or other fracture may soon 
become just an unpleasant memory. 


A new system is now available that 


provides casts which are as much as 50 
per cent lighter and as much as three 
times stronger than traditional plaster of 
parls casts. 


The new system is being marketed by 


a division of Merck & Co. 


Main components of the system, called 


Llghtcast II, are a polypropylene stock- 
inet, an open-weave fiberglass wrapping 
tape impregnated with a photosensitive 
plastic resin and a special lamp that 
cures the cast with light rather than 
heat. 


The company says the cast hardens in 


just three minutes under the special 
light. Until then, it says, it will not set 
and can be molded and reshaped. The 
cast can be immersed in water and will 
not break down when the patient bathes 
or showers. 


Because the cast is water immersible, 


it helps to improve hygiene, permits 
hydrotherapy with the cast in place and 
allows the patient to carry on many ac- 
tivities not possible with conventional 
plaster of paris casts, according to the 
company. (UPI)

"Limited Edition" plate collecting Is 


becoming a most popular hobby these 
days — too popular, In fact. 


According to a study by Rcymont Asso- 


ciates, a research firm In New York, the 
Increasing publicity and promotion of 
limited edition Items as phenomenal in- 
vestment opportunities is mainly a lot of 
hot air. 


"Ninety-five per cent of the collectors' 


plates which are being done now will be 
forgotten In live years . . ." said one 
mint executive. 


And the observation seemed to be borno 


out when Rcymont talked to other deal- 
ers and mint operations. According to 
Itcymont. "the folks at the mints tried 
hard to avoid talk about enhanced values 
. . . " They made comments Instead 
about "opportunities for the connoisseur 
with a sense of history," and said " the 
concept cf art value has dominated our 
work." 


IN OTHER WORDS. If you really like 


a "limited edition" plate for esthetic rea- 
sons, buy It; but don't expect It to In- 
crease In value. 


A dealer In the oast predicted that 


"over-proliferation In the limited edition 
plate market due to heavy plate specula- 
tor appeal rather than collector appeal 
w i l l result In a speculator dis- 
enchantment and widespread dumping, 
which should in the near future shake 
this field considerably." 


Others echoed this prediction, and put 


the Idea of profit In Its proper per- 
spective: "We neither encourage nor 
would we approve of any of our dealers 
offering our products at highly increased 
prices," said an official of a private 
mint. 


Although few people would talk about 


It. a real problem In the "limited edi- 
tion" market, according to Rcymont, Is 
fraud and forgery. Dies arc supposed to 
bo destroyed after the "limited edition" 
has been produced, but quite often they 
arc not, the Roymont report indicated. 


Before you buy a limited edition plate, 


consider this Important advice from the 
executive of a large mint: 


REPUTATION: "Look for a producer 


about whom there can be asbolutcly no 
question of honesty ... Be sure that the 
producer will make the second, third or 
fourth year of the limited edition object 
(If It Is an annual). 


NUMBERING: "Unless the piece Is 


uniquely numbered It is not a true limit- 
ed object. It is not sufficient for the pro- 
ducer to 'announce' the total number 
made and It Is not sufficient for a 'cer- 
tificate' to be Included with the object. 
The object must bo Individually, uniquely 
and serially numbered on each and every 
example of the total edition. The num- 
bering must be Indelible and per- 
manent." 


SIZE OF EDITION: "The larger the 


edition the less the value." 


PREANNOUNCEMENT: "More Im- 


portant than the actual size of the edition 
is wchthcr that edition size is pre- 
announcod. From the moment he offers 
his limited edition collectors' plate for 
sale, the producer should categorically 
and without reservation announce how 
many plates will be made and that no 
more than that quantity will ever be 
made. A limited edition which is limited 
only by the number of objects that can 
be sold Is no limited edition at all. 


"The producer must indicate the num- 


ber of the artist's proofs, foundry proofs 
and other examples being made which

might be produced In addition to the 
numbered edition." 


Americans may find this advice ex- 


tremely useful to keep In mind during 
the coming bicentennial celebration of 
the nation's founding. It is likely that 
"limited edition" souvenirs and the event 
will be turned out by the hundreds of 
thousands and sold at outrageous prices 
to unsuspecting citizens believing that 
this junk will become priceless. 


Argus, Inc., well-known manufacturer 


and distributor of photographic equip- 
ment, has been ordered by the Federal 
T r a d e Commission to stop mis- 
representing used equipment as new. 


The FTC complaint alleged that both 


used and unused cameras and other 
Items returned to Argus for replacement 
or credit were Intermingled, refurbished, 
repackaged and then marketed as new 
without any disclosure as to the true na- 
ture of the contents. 


The FTC also charged that Argus re- 


furbished and resold used equipment at 
the express request of certain whole- 
salers and retailers who then misled con- 
sumers Into believing the merchandise 
was new. 


Consumer Guide magazine has in the 


past varncd its readers about buying 
packaged photo equipment for this very 
reason. Especially when retailers pro- 
mote a group of Items — such as a mov- 
ie camera, projector and screen — at a 
special "package" price, the consumer 
should beware of inferior, if not used, 
merchandise, the magazine has said.

The couple signing the marriage con- 


tract also might well sign another — to 
share the total time spent working on a 
50-50 basis. 


A radical Idea? Not at all when you 


consider that today three out of five 
women workers are married and their 
numbers are growing. And not, when you 
consider also that today's wives put In a 
much longer work week than their hus- 
bands, counting both on-the-job hours 
and at-home duties. 


Katheryn E. Walker, professor In the 


consumer economics and public policy 
department of Cornell University, Ithaca, 
N.Y. makes the 50-50 division of labor 
proposal. 


Professor Walker, long a researcher in 


the family field, offers these statistics 
from her latest study: Employed wives 
spend 66 to 75 hours a week and em- 
ployed husbands spend 57 to 71 hours. 


The figures vary depending on how 


many children are living at home and 
how old they arc. 


"WHERE," SHE asks, "is the leisure 


society we are brainwashed to believe 
we have? 


"I believe the inequality of work time 


that comes with wife's employment Is 
the one that deserves serious attention 
by families in which the wife chooses 
employment work in addition to house- 
hold work," says the professor. 


"At all stages of the family cycle, re- 


gardless of the number of children, the 
wife's total work day is about an hour a 


day longer on the average than her hus- 
band's." 


Noting that pre-marriage division of 


labor agreement might be a "good begin- 
ning for a share and share alike life," 
the professor adds: 


"If we are to break the cultural trend 


of certain kinds of work belonging to 
males and certain kinds belonging to fe- 
males, the possibilities for change are 
more likely to come ... as families are 
being formed. 


"I believe," she said, "that everyone 


in a family (wives, husbands and chil- 
dren) need to feel the rewards of contrib- 
uting to the family and feeling needed. 


"I BELIEVE that the father should not 


feel pressured to be the 'great provider,' 
that mother should not feel herself a 


martyr in working long, long days . . . 
and that children should not be allowed 
to act like sponges soaking up all the 
resources that parents provide. 


"Until each can share in the rewards 


of giving as well as receiving, chances 
for the self-actualization of men and 
women, young or old, will be at a min- 
imum." 


Mrs. Walker's conclusions were based 


on a study of 1,400 rural, urban and sub- 
urban families in New York State. The 
New York Sta'p Ci'Iege of Human Ecolo- 
gy at Cornell .• 
o »ed the study. 


The professor • evented the findings 


during the American Home Economics 
Association (AFHA) annual convention 
in Atlantic City, N. J.

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Plan to hold line on wage increases 
Phase IV outlined; food prices to zoom? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon yesterday lifted the freeze on 
health care and food prices — except for 
beef — and announced a complex new 
Phase IV set of economic controls stort- 
ing Aug. 12 that will Include a freeze on 
profits. 


Nixon described Phase IV as a pro- 


gram of "tough and selective controls 
which would generally limit price In- 
creases to cost Increases," while holding 
wajro boosts to the 5.5 per cent guideline 
of 1072. 


His chief economic advisers said an 


anti-Inflationary tax Increase was re- 
jected In favor of a tighter rein on feder- 
al spending. But Nixon, pleading that he 
was powerless to prevent it, warned 
Americans to brace for "a substantial 
rise in food prices" at the supermarket. 


THE PRESIDENT'S new mandatory 


wage-price controls, a throwback to the 
Phase II curbs that were abandoned In 
January, will be spelled out in detail 
Thursday. But it was announced that ex- 
emptions from all controls will apply to 


small businesses, public utility rates, 
rents, the lumber and plywood industry 
and raw agricultural products. 


Step by step, here is the President's 


scenario: 


• Except for non-beef food and health 


care costs, the price freeze that began 
June 13 will continue until Aug. 12, when 
the new wage-price rules take effect. 


• The current celling on beef prices 


will continue until Sept. 12, when it will 
be eliminated. 


• Between now and Sept. 12, food 


prices will be permitted to increase on a 
cents-per-unit bases to the extent the cost 
of raw agricultural products has risen 
since the first week in June. 


• On Sept. 12, the same price controls 


that apply to the rest of the economy will 
be Imposed on foods. 


WHEN PHASE IV is fully In effect, 


companies will be allowed to raise prices 
to match boosts In production costs on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis, without taking 
any extra for profit — In effect a profits 
freeze. 


As in Phase II, wage increases will be 


limited to 5.5 per cent annually, plus 0.7 
per cent for fringe benefits. 


And as was the case throughout last 


year under Phase II, the largest corpo- 
rations — those with annual sales above 
$100 million — will be required to notify 
the Cost of Living Council 30 days in ad- 
vance of any price increases, which will 
be subject to council approval. 


The government said it Is hiring 12,200 


workers to help enforce the new controls 
and handle an expected flood of requests 


for exemptions because of economic 
hardship. 


A l t h o u g h AFL-CIO Pres. George 


Meany reserved comment, most labor 
unions as well as the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce responded to the President's 
announcement with heated criticism at 
the prospect of further indefinite eco- 
nomic controls. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the Meatcuttcrs 


Union called Phase IV "a new summer 
offensive against the consumers." In

Several subpoenaed by grand jury 
Developers given immunity 
for shakedowns testimony

Several developers have been granted 


Immunity from prosecution for their tes- 
timony In the federal Investigation of 
building and 
zoning shakedowns in 


Wheeling. 


The developers are expected to tcsllfy 


about payoffs reportedly required for vil- 
lage approval of several of the major 
Wheeling construction projects In the 
past five years, the Herald has learned. 


A federal grand jury has subpoenaed a 


number of developers, at least three pre- 
sent or former village officials and car- 
tons of village records as part of the 
probe, which Is expected to result in In- 
dictments in about two months. 


Heritage Park 
plans on agenda 


The Wheeling Park Board will meet 


tonight to discuss Improvements to Heri- 
tage Park and to set priorities for the 
referendum funds npproved last year. 


A comprehensive program of park Im- 


provements has been delayed because of 
the current freeze on federal funds. The 
park board cannot spend the bulk of its 
referendum money until matching feder- 
al funds arc available. If the money is 
spent before the freeze Is lifted, the park 
will lose its chance to obtain matching 
funds. 


The board Is also scheduled to consider 


annexing certain properties into the park 
district. These parcels were recently an- 
nexed by the Village of Wheeling. 


The committee meeting will begin at 7 


p.m. at the park building at Heritage 
Park, 222 S. Wolf Rd., The regular board 
meeting will begin at 8 p.m. 


It could not be determined which of the 


developers have been given Immunity 
grants or what their grand jury testi- 
mony has disclosed. Immunity apparent- 
ly was required before any of those in- 
volved would agree to testify. 


ASSISTANT U.S. ATTY. Samuel Skin- 


ncr yesterday declined to comment when 
asked about Immunity for witnesses. He 
said the grand jury investigation "is 
progressing at what I would call a nor- 
mal pace." 


"I don't anticipate that there would be 


any resolution of (the grand jury probe) 
for at least two months," Skinner said. 


Developers who were contacted also 


declined to make any comment. The Her- 
ald has withheld the names of developers 
known to be involved In the investigation. 


Federal Investigators are seeking evi- 


dence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible In- 
come tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


AMONG THOSE subpoenaed by the 


grand jury ore former village trustees 
Michael Valenzn and William Hart. Also 
testifying was Village Mgr. George Pas- 
solt, who brought several cartons of sub- 
poenaed village records with him when 
he appeared before the grand jury. 


Passolt later described the grand jury 


probe as "a fishing expedition" In an In- 
terview with the Herald. He said he ex- 
pected to be called again to testify. 


The Investigation is believed to center 


on certain but not all village officials as 
well as others. The seven members of 
the village board, Including Village Pres. 
Ted Scanlon, have all denied receiving 
subpoenacs. But Trustee Ed Berger has 
said he expects members of the board to 
be called to testify. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have denied 


any wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling is 
one of a large number of suburbs being 


looked at by the grand jury. Trustee Wil- 
liam Hein called Monday for an end to 
"accusations and aspersions" until there 
is proof of guilt. Passolt said after his 
grand jury appearance that the probe 
has slowed the work of his office and 
affected his personal life and family. 


His predecessor as village manager, 


Matthew Golden, told the Herald in a 
telephone interview yesterday that he 
welcomes the investigation and would 
testify if called by the grand jury. But, 
he said, "I don't believe I could substan- 
tiate anything." 


Golden, who resigned as village man- 


ager in 1970, is now working as a munici- 
pal consultant in California. He quit his 
post after a dispute with the village 
board that came to a head when Golden 
refused to hire a man backed by several 
trustees for a building inspector's job. 


"While I was manager, I was. subject 


to hearing lots of rumors but could sub- 
stantiate none of them. As far as I was 
concerned, the developers followed the 
planning process," he said. 


GOLDEN SAID he was among "a num- 


ber of people who were straight" in vil- 
lage government during his five months 
as manager. If there was wrongdoing, 
"there was a real effort to keep that in- 
formation from them," he said. 


"I heard lots of rumors, had lots of 


feelings, lots of inclinations, but I 
couldn't substantiate a damn thing," said 
Golden. 


While in Wheeling, Golden said, he had 


"an awful lot of problems with the zon- 
ing board in particular." The board often 
refused to follow his recommendations 
on various construction projects but he 
believed that was the board's pre- 
rogative. 


Also as manager, he said, "I talked to 


a great number of builders and occasion- 
ally was left with the impression that 
what we were dealing with wasn't the 
whole process" for getting developments 
approved.

OK for building

Pioneer Savings and Loan Association 


has been given the green light to apply 
for building permits for a facility at the 
southeast corner of Dundee and George 
roads. 


The Wheeling Zoning Board ruled 


Tuesday against an Interpretation of the 
zoning codes that would have prohibited 
Pioneer from getting building permits 
without further delays caused by zoning 
hearings. 


In a review of an Interpretation of the 


zoning codes by Ulll Blebcr, director of 
building and zoning, the board ruled that 
the term "banks" In village codes should 
be Interpreted as "financial Institutions." 


Blebcr had previously Interpreted the 


codes strictly, saying that n savings and 
loan company Is not a bank. Under Ble- 
bcr's Interpretation there would bo no 
zoning classification for a savings and 
loan Institution In the village code?. 


Attorney Carlton Lohrcntz, represent- 


ing Pioneer, said that the zoning board's 
interpretation of the term "banks" will 
give his clients a fighting chance to meet 
a deadline for the opening of their new 
facility. 


THE SAVINGS and loon hos until Jon. 


3,1974, to erect Its new building and open 
It for business. If It docs not meet this 
deadline. Pioneer will lose Its charter to 
move to Wheeling unless it can gel a'n 
extension from the state. 


Lohrcntz said his clients will apply for 


building permits this week, and hopefully 
begin construction "within i period of 
weeks. It could be we'll make the dead- 
line." He said it will take approximately 
120 days to complete construction. "But 
that means workable days," he added. 


In a lengthy discussion on the defini- 


tion of savings and loan associations, 
Blebcr told the zoning board that such 
associations appear to be substantially 
different than banks. "Evcrytlmc I turn 
around It seems that there is a difference 
of night and day between n bank and a 
lending institution," ho said. 


Frank Wojck. chairman of the zoning 


board, said there were other zoning 
classifications that haxe been interpreted 
broadly to meet new developments in 
business. "You have barbers which per- 
haps have changed to hair stylists." 


Wojck also noted that pet shops could 


sell elephants or tigers, and record shops 
now sell tapes and sound equipment. He 
said office buildings have been Inter- 
preted to Include a wide variety of uses. 


ZONING HOARD member Ron Potter 


noted that currency exchange* and loan 
companies are 
also not specifically 


named In the codes, but do exist In the 
village. . 


Village Atty. Paul Homer sold that 


when the codes were drafted, savings 
and loons wcro specifically excluded. 
"They were specifically excluded In the 
original ordinance," ho said. "I don't 
know what the planner had in mind. He 
felt there would be traffic problems In- 
volved with financial Institutions. More- 
over, at that time wo had same problem 
with currency exchanges." 


Lohrcntz told tho board that savings 


and loans would not bo likely to cause 
traffic problems for tho village because 
they cause less congestion than banks. 
"The banks, from what I understand, am 
less desirable from a zoning standpoint 
because of tho large amount of traffic," 
ho said. 


Al Martin, zoning board member, 


asked if Pioneer might not be better lo- 
cated in a shopping center. The director 
of Pioneer, said that although encour- 
aged to go Into a shopping center It felt it 
could afford Its own building. 


IT ALSO WAS noted that another sav- 


ings and loan is also applying to locate in 
Wheeling at Dundee and Etmhurst roads. 
Pioneer has already filed objections to 
tho proposal that Unity Savings and Loan 
bo allowed to move to Wheeling. 


It objected to Unity's plans because

Wo payoffs 
requested, 
attorney says 


The attorney for Pioneer Savings and 


Loan Association told zoning board mem- 
bers that he has not been approached for 
a payoff to get plans for the savings and 
loon approved by Wheeling officials. 


Carlton Lohrcntz made his remarks hi 


response to questioning by Trustee Bill 
Hein, who took exception to statements 
the attorney made to tho Herald earlier 
this month. Hein said the statements 
made it appear that Lohrentz expected to 
bo approached for such a payoff. 


"You left the Impression that you did 


expect to be contacted," Hein said. 


IN THE ARTICLE, which appeared 


July 3, Lohrcntz said, "To be qulto can- 
did, we expected to be approached on 
that basis since Wheeling is like all the 
suburbs and there is some graft in all of 
them. However, we have not been ap- 
proached on that basis." 


Lohrcntz explained Tuesday that his 


remarks wcro based on Information he 
received about general zoning practices 
In tho suburbs. "It was not a specific 
reference to Wheeling," ho said. 


Hcln then asked Lohrentz if it was safe 


to assume that Wheeling is different than 
the other suburbs since he has not been 
approached for a payoff. The lawyer 
agreed. 


Lohrcntz said he felt his statements in 


the article should have dispelled the idea 
of a shakedown for payoffs. "The Inter- 
pretation Mr. Hein got from the article 
was different than mine," he said. 


HEIN FURTHER questioned the attor- 


ney about the limited amount of time 
given for the savings and loan to relocate 
in Wheeling. Ho asked If the delays in 
beginning construction were the fault of 
tho village or merely the result of in- 
action by Pioneer. 


Lohrcntz said his clients did not begin 


final planning for the movo to Wheeling 
until they received their charter on Jan. 
3. Ho noted that the charter allows Pio- 
neer only one year to construct Its new 
facility and open it for business. 


"Then tho fact Is you didn't want to do 


anything about It," Hcln said. 


Lohrcntz said It would have been eco- 


nomically unsound to invest in planning 
until tho charter was actually approved 
by tho state. He did concede to Hcln, 
saying "Wo bad to Initiate anything at 
which we wished to make progress." 


Hcln earlier in the week referred to the 


attorney's remarks In the Herald as part 
of tho accusations and innucndos which 
began when a federal grand jury In- 
vestigation was announced. The in- 
vestigation is looking into Wheeling 
building and zoning practices conducted 
in tho past several years.

them do one "full blown production 
aimed at the adult community.

Mattson's workshop is doing two pro- 


One of them is "The Fantas- 
ticks," which will be aimed at the adult 
community. The other one, however, is 
an adaptation of the musical "Once Upon 
A Mattress" and a variety show which 
will be presented at a children's matinee 
this Friday at 10 a.m. 


With all that material available, Mat- 


tson has been able to require almost ev- 
ery student In the class to take some ma- 
jor performing part. Of 40 students in the 
class about 30 of them will perform some 
solo material. Ten students arc taking a 
major role in the technical production of 
the plays. 


"I don't know of anyone who really 


wanted to perform who isn't going to be 
able to," Mattson said. 


WITH HIS approach to tho workshop 


this summer, .Mattson is getting a much 
better chance to see what all of the stu- 
dents can do. "I'll have a lot more to 
choose from next year. What we're real- 
ly doing in the workshop is to build a 
better base of performing talent for fu- 
ture productions," he said. 


Mattson decided there was a need for 


something like the workshop when ho 
was casting for the production of "Once 


Upon A Mattress" which was presented 
during the regular school year. 


Over 140 students turned out to audition 


for 40 roles, only a handful of which were 
leads. When Mattson and assistant direc- 
tor Frank Dobler saw this they began 
thinking of ways to involve more stu- 
dents. After some disucssion, Wheeling 
High School principal T. W. Shirley ap- 
proved the novel approach to the sum- 
mer workshop. 


Talking about the workshop in the back 


of the high school auditorium, Mattson's 
attention frequently was drawn back to 
the stage where his students rehearsed 
for the children's matinee. Every now 
and then he interrupted his train of 
thought to point out individual students 
as they performed. 


"Take that girl up there now, for ex- 


ample," he said, eyes glowing with en- 
thusiasm. "Before this summer I had 
never seen her before and I've discov- 
ered that she's really talented. She's 
really developing on stage very well. 


"WE'VE DISCOVERED several people 


who have far exceeded what we expected 
they could do," he said. 


Mattson began as Wheeling's chief dra-

of tho project. Traffic was stop and go In 
section!), where traffic was funnelcd into 
two lanes. 


A five-mile long safety wall la under 


construction according to Michael Hart- 
Igan, chief engineer of tho Illinois High- 
way Authority. 


The wall, commonly called the New 


Jersey barrier, Is a 32-Inch high concrete 
safety median that prevents con from 
jumping Into opposite lanes of traffic and 
helps redirect them Into tho flow of traf- 
fic. 


THE PROJECT began July 9 with tho 


excavation of the present median. In 
hope of preventing massive traffic jams 
during morning rush hours, three lanes 
of traffic will be opened eastbound and 
only two lanes westbound. , 


During tho evening rush hours three 


lanes will be opened westbound and two 
lanes caslbound. 


Tho wall is a recent Innovation de- 


signed to prevent drivers from jumping 
the Inner lanes and crashing 'head-on 
with on-coming cars. Although exact fig- 
ures were not available, Hartlgan said 
the project stemmed from a large num- 
ber of such fatalities occurring in north- 
ern portion of the state. 


If o driver swerves out of his lane, the 


car will rldo on the wall because of the 
concave angle, he explained. "The ang- 
les let tho car bump Into the wall, direct 
it and push It bock into traffic without 
harmful stops," Hnrtigan said. 


Walls of this type also have been con- 


structed in Wisconsin, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. 


The five-mile wall will cost $888,000 


and plans ore under way to lengthen the 
median to 111. Hwy. 83 in 1974 and to 
Harrington Road (111. Hwy. 63) by 1B75. 


"Right now we intend to have all six 


lane sections of tollroads with this bar- 
rier by 1975," said Hartigan, who added 
that various sections in the Chicago area 
in both Cook and Lake counties are now 
being prepared for the wall. 


This is the first major construction 


project on Northwest Tollway since last 
summer's repavlng work. Traffic was 
tied up most of the summer because of 
the construction.

were revoked this spring from Miller's 
Balmoral Jockey Club because of Mill- 
er's confessed Involvement In race track 
stock deals with former Gov. Otto Her- 
ncr. 


A It L I N G T 0 N PARK Pros. Jack 


Loome, In the audience at the racing 
board's meeting yesterday, made little 
comment on the effect of the date deci- 
sion on Arlington Park which this spring 
suffered declines in both attendance and 
wagering. 


"I'm not a member of the board and 


take no responsibility for the dcliber- 
atioiu of the committee," Loomc said af- 
ter the decision. 


He did say that he was not particularly 


surprised by the board's decision. 


Arlington Park had applied to cither 


extend Its current racing season to Aug. 
IB: or said It would close on July 24 and 
then reopen from Oct. IB to Nov. 22. 


RACING BOARD member Lucy Rcum 


said Arlington Park was no better 
equipped for fall racing than It was for 
spring racing. 


Under the 1073-74 racing schedule, Ar- 


lington was forced to begin racing April 
14. The early opening adversely affected 
both attendance and racing conditions at 
the track which Is traditionally known as 
a summer facility. 


Board member Ray Frccark termed 


Hie 1073 soiwm "on abomination," but 
added that he did not think it would be 
fair to upset the scheduled sequence of 
racing at various tracks throughout the 
Chicago area. Such an upset would have 
occurred had the Arlington season been 
extended Into August. 


"The applications by Arlington Pork 


are certainly worthwhile and have con- 
siderable merit. But a review of the sta- 
tistics leads me to believe It would be a 
mistake to conduct the last meeting any- 
where but ln-town," Frccark said.

dergarten readiness teacher. "We want 
to sec If these children are really ready 
to enter school In the fall." 


MHS. AHNQUIST and first-grade read- 


iness teacher Mildred Brindisc try to 
Identify any problems that might hamper 
their students in school. 


"We're trying to practice preventive 


medicine. Some children ore just chrono- 
logically too young to cope, but others 
have special difficulties such as eye, car 
or emotional problems," Mrs. Ahnquist 
said. 


While children may be legally old 


enough to attend school, many "just 
aren't ready to cope with the situation," 
she said. 


"It's really silly to push children Into a 


situation they can't handle. It's like push- 
ing them Into 10 feet of water and ex- 
pecting them to swim," Mrs. Ahnquist 
said. 


Both teachers try to prepare children 


for classroom experiences in the fall. In 
addition to identifying possible problem 
areas, however, Mrs. Brindise tries to 
reinforce what her youngsters learned 
during kindergarten. 


"Some of the children have problems 


in reading and following directions," 
Mrs. Brindise said. "If they stayed home 
during the summer months, they'd really 
have problems In the fall." 


ACTIVITIES IN both classrooms cen- 


tcr on developing basic reading and 
moth skills. Development of motor skills 
and coordination also are emphasized by 
the readiness teachers. 


"If the children arc able to cope and 


perform satisfactorily during the sum- 
mer sessions, we feel they'll be able to 
make satisfactory progress in the fall," 
Mrs. Ahnquist said. 


For children who do have problems 


during the summer, the teachers try to 
set up programs to meet their needs. 


"We try to distinguish between plain 


immaturity and learning disabilities. The 
earlier you catch a learning problem, the 
better chance you have of correcting it," 
Mrs. Brindisc said. 


For many youngsters, a year's growth 


will solve their inability to adjust to 
school. Mrs. Ahnquist cites several 
youngsters in last year's readiness pro- 
gram who "were in no way ready to 
start kindergarten." 


"THEY POSTPONED starting school 


for a year and now they're doing just 
beautifully," she said. 


In other cases, staying out of school for 


a year "would do more harm than 
good." For these children, the teachers 
formulate special programs to correct 
the problems. 


Both readiness teachers said some par- 


ents "resist" putting their children in 
readiness programs because they don't 
understand the purpose of the classes. 


"Most of the time — If you explain the 


way It Is — the parents are glad their 
children arc getting help," Mrs. Brindise 
said. "We're not making a personal In- 
sult against the child — we're saying the 
child has a need, and let's fill it."

Phase IV outlined; food prices to zoom? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon yesterday lifted the freeze on 
health care and food prices — except for 
beef — and announced a complex new 
Phase IV set of economic controls start- 
Ing Aug. 12 that will Include a freeze on 
profits. 


Nixon described Phase IV as a pro- 


gram of "tough and selective controls 
which would generally limit price In- 
creases to cost increases," while holding 
wage boosts to the 5.5 per cent guideline 
of 1072. 


His chief economic advisers said an 


anti-inflationary tax Increase was re- 
jected In favor of a tighter rein on feder- 
al spending. But Nixon, pleading that he 
was powerless to prevent it, warned 
Americans to brace for "a substantial 
rise in food prices" at the supermarket. 


THE PRESIDENT'S new mandatory 


wage-price controls, a throwback to the 
Phase II curbs that were abandoned in 
January, will be spelled out in detail 
Thursday. But it was announced that ex- 
emptions from all controls will apply to 


small businesses, public utility rates, 
rents, the lumber and plywood industry 
and raw agricultural products. 


Step by step, here Is the President's 


scenario: 


• Except for non-beef food and health 


care costs, the price freeze that began 
June 13 will continue until Aug. 12, when 
the new wage-price rules take effect. 


• The current celling on beef prices 


will continue until Sept. 12, when it will 
be eliminated. 


• Between now and Sept. 12, food 


prices will be permitted to increase on a 
cents-per-unit bases to the extent the cost 
of raw agricultural products has risen 
since the first week in June. 


• On Sept. 12, the same price controls 


that apply to the rest of the economy will 
be imposed on foods. 


WHEN PHASE IV is fully in effect, 


companies will be allowed to raise prices 
to match boosts in production costs on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis, without taking 
any extra for profit — in effect a profits 
freeze.- 


As hi Phase II, wage increases will be 


limited to 5.5 per cent annually, plus 0.7 
per cent for fringe benefits. 


And as was the case throughout last 


year under Phase II, the largest corpo- 
rations — those with annual sales above 
$100 million — will be required to notify 
the Cost of Living Council 30 days in ad- 
vance of any price increases, which will 
be subject to council approval. 


The government said it is hiring 12,200 


workers to help enforce the new controls 
and handle an expected flood of requests 


for exemptions because of economic 
hardship. 


A l t h o u g h AFL-CIO Pres. George 


Meany reserved comment, most labor 
unions as well as the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce responded to the President's 
announcement with heated criticism at 
the prospect of further indefinite eco- 
nomic controls.

Everyone a star in drama class 
He ivants to get everyone in the act

Most high school students interested in 


acting discover a pattern in their school 
drama departments that is repeated ev- 
ery year. 


Annually 
a 
handful 
of freshman 


"stars" emerge to Mow in the footsteps 
of the uppcrclass stars, leaving to the 
others bit parts, chorus roles, set con- 
struction and frustration. 


But this summer Joel Mattson, drama 


director at Wheeling High School is try- 
ing to break that pattern. 


Mattson is conducting a six-week sum- 


mer workshop entitled "The Musical 
Stage." Students in the class are working 
on two musical productions, but the class 
is unique because its aim is "to get as 
many kids as possible into major roles," 
Mattson says. 


TO ACHIEVE that aim, Mattson has 


s t r u c t u r e d the workshop somewhat 
uniquely. Other area high schdols have 
summer theater workshops, but most of 
them do one "full blown production 
aimed at the adult community. They use 
the same kids in the leading roles who 
have been doing leads all year long," 
Mattson said. 


Mattson's workshop is doing two pro- 


ductions. One of them is "The Fantas- 
tlcks," which will be aimed at the adult 
community. The other one, however, is 
an adaptation of the musical "Once Upon 
A Mattress" and a variety show which 
will be presented at a children's matinee 
this Friday at 10 a m. 


With all that material available, Mat- 


tson has been able to require almost ev- 
ery student in the class to take some ma- 
jor performing part. Of 40 students in the 
class about 30 of them will perform some 
solo material. Ten students are taking a 
major role in the technical production of 
the plays. 


"I don't know of anyone who really 


wanted to perform who isn't going to be 
able to," Mattson said. 


WITH HIS approach to the workshop 


this summer, Mattson is getting a much 
better chance to see what all of the stu- 
dents can do. "I'll have a lot more to 
choose from next year. What we're real- 
ly doing in the workshop is to build a 
better base of performing talent for fu- 
ture productions," he said. 


Mattson decided there was a need for 


something like the workshop when he 
was casting for the production of "Once 


Upon A Mattress" which was presented 
during the regular school year. 


Over 140 students turned out to audition 


for 40 roles, only a handful of which were 
leads. When Mattson and assistant direc- 
tor Frank Dobler saw this they began 
thinking of ways to involve more stu- 
dents. After some disucsslon, Wheeling 
High School principal T. W. Shu-ley ap- 
proved the novel approach to the sum- 
mer workshop. 


Talking about the workshop in the back 


of the high school auditorium, Mattson's 
attention frequently was drawn back to 
the stage where his students rehearsed 
for the children's matinee. Every now 
and then he interrupted his train of 
thought to point out individual students 
as they performed. 


"Take that girl up there now, for ex- 


ample," he said, eyes glowing with en 
thusiasm. "Before this summer I had 
never seen her before and I've discov- 
ered that she's really talented. She's 
really developing on stage very well. 


"WE'VE DISCOVERED several people 


who have far exceeded what we expected 
they could do," he said. 


Mattson began as Wheeling's chief dra- 


ma teacher last fall, after working for 


several years as an actor. He is highly 
enthusiastic about the way high school 
students respond. 


"The kids are very uninhibited but 


they're not at all jaaed," he said. "Prob- 
ably the greatest thing about them is 
that they don't have all the hangups pro- 
fessional theater people have." 


Mattson said the key to teaching high 


school students about performing is "be- 
lieving that they can do it." 


"If the expectancy level of the director 


is low, then the performance level is go- 
ing to be low," he said. 


THE STUDENTS have also responded 


warmly to the workshop, according to 
Mattson. 


"Many kids were skeptical when they 


heard what we'd be doing because they 
thought, 'Well, we're going to do another 
show. I guess I'll be in the chorus again.' 


But now they seem to be very happy 
with what we're doing," he said. 


"And they're also really putting an ef- 


fort into this because they know it's sort 
of a glorified audition for next year." 


Mattson said the class has been so suc- 


cessful that he plans to submit a sugges- 
tion to the Dist. 214 school board next 
year to include the class in the regular 
curriculum. 


"The problem is that most high school 


student Involvement in musical produc- 
tions isn't as great as it should be. And 
many schools try to get around that by 
glutting the stage with hundreds of kids. 
I just won't do that, but hopefully this 
will be another way to get around the 
problem," said Mattson.

Several developers have been granted 


immunity from prosecution for their tes- 
timony In the federal investigation of 
building and zoning shakedowns In 
Wheeling. 


The developers are expected to testify 


about payoffs reportedly required for vil- 
lage approval of several of the major 
Wheeling construction projects in the 
past five years, the Herald has learned. 


A federal grand jury has subpoenaed a 


number of developers, at least three pre- 
sent or former village officials and car- 
tons of village records as part of the 
probe, which is expected to result in In- 
dictments In about two months. 


It could not be determined which of the 


developers have been given Immunity 
({rants or what their grand jury testi- 
mony has disclosed. Immunity apparent- 
ly was required before any of those in- 
volved would agree to testify. 


ASSISTANT U.S. ATTY. Samuel Skin- 


ner yesterday declined to comment when 
asked about Immunity for witnesses. Ho 
said the grand jury investigation "is

gram of "tough and selective controls 
which would generally limit price in- 
creases to cost Increases," while holding 
wage boosts to the 5.5 per cent guideline 
of 1072. 


His chief economic advisers said an 


anti-inflationary tax increase was re- 
jected In favor of a tighter rein on feder- 
al spending. But Nixon, pleading that he 
was powerless to prevent It, warned 
Americans to brace for "a substantial 
rise in food prices" at the supermarket. 


THE PRESIDENT'S new mandatory 


wage-price controls, a throwback to the 
Phase II curbs that were abandoned in 
January, will be spelled out in detail 
Thursday. But it was announced that ex- 
emptions from all controls will apply to 


small businesses, public utility rates, 
rents, the lumber and plywood industry 
and raw agricultural products. 


Step by step, here is the President's 


scenario: 


• Except for non-beef food and health 


care costs, the price freeze that began 
June 13 will continue until Aug. 12, when 
the new wage-price rules take effect. 


• The current ceiling on beef prices 


will continue until Sept. 12, when it will 
be eliminated. 


• Between now and Sept. 12, food 


prices will be permitted to increase on a 
cents-per-unit bases to the extent the cost 
of raw agricultural products has risen 
since the first week in June. 


• On Sept. 12, the same price controls 


that apply to the rest of the economy will 
be imposed on foods. 


WHEN PHASE IV is fully In effect, 


companies will be allowed to raise prices 
to match boosts in production costs on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis, without taking 
any extra for profit — in effect a profits 
freeze. 


As in Phase II, wage increases will be 


limited to 5.5 per cent annually, plus 0.7 
per cent for fringe benefits.

$100 million — will be required to notify 
the Cost of Living Council 30 days in ad- 
vance of any price increases, which will 
be subject to council approval.

It looks like meat, tastes like meat, 


smells like meat. It has no fat, and is 
almost all protein. 


If these qualities can be proven, soy- 


bean products may become regulars on 
the menus at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village. 


Alex Hajne, director of food services at 


the hospital, believes in the future of the 
substitute food enough to sponsor a spe- 
cial sampling luncheon next Thursday. 
Hospital personnel from the Chicago 
area will attend the Alexian luncheon to 
evaluate the substitute food products. 


The lunch will include meat and vege- 


table products made from soybean mate- 
rials. 


"We are anticipating food shortages 


this fall. Some foods that we normally 
use will not be available or they will be 
too high priced for our budget," Hajne 
said. 


THE SOY PRODUCTS arc economical 


and are better for the patients because 
they are almost all protein. Dietitians 
will be present at meal time to explain 
the new products to patients and staff 
members and to help them plan an ade- 
quate and enjoyable soybean meal. 


"These soybean products are a thing of 


the future. Ten years from now they'll be 
in the home, restaurants, everywhere be- 
cause food is just becoming too scarce 
and this is a good substitute. In fact, it's 
better for you," Hajne said. 


Hajne added that space science foods, 


dehydrated and compacted into shrunken 
forms, will also bo utilized in hospital, 
restaurant and home meals sometime in 
the future. 


Frozen and pre-prepored, pre-pack- 


aged foods arc now the booming thing 
for people in homes, restaurants and hos- 
pitals. That's why microwave ovens are 
popular. But, someday, even those will 
become obsolete, and more technical and 
synthetic forms of food will be instituted, 
Hajne said. 


Although 60 per cent of the hospital's 


foods are prepared In the hospital kitch- 
en, 40 per cent of the foods are frozen 
p r e - p r e p n r e d foods. Having ex- 
perimented with the microwave oven for 
seven years already, food services will 
be implementing more frozen pre-pre- 
pared foods. 


"PRE-PACKAGED AND pre-prepared 


foods are good because they offer eco- 
nomical cost, no waste materials and 
complete quality control. All of the food 
is unable and all of it is the same," 
Hajne said. 


"I don't care how good a recipe is, if 


there are different people helping to pre- 
pare massive quantities of food, it will 
not all be the same." 


These minor preparations like cleaning 


and cutting of vegetables and foods that 
are done away with in pre-prepared 
foods is a labor-saving device. The food 
Is fresher, there's more of it, and fewer 
people are required to prepare the 
meals. 


"People have been and will continue to 


adjust to the new and more convenient 
and nourishing methods of food service 
and eating. Just like they learned to use 
and accept frozen foods and the micro- 
wave ovens, they'll learn to use and like 
other scientific food forms soon," Hajne 
said. 


ALTHOUGH CONDUCTING constant 


evaluation of its food programs and im- 
plementing new food service ideas from 
other hospital service institutions, no 
single program can be copied. 


"No two hospital food service pro- 


grams are ever alike because the ser- 
vices must fit the needs and style of the 
specific hospital," Hajne said. Here at 
Alexian Brothers, I believe we are ad- 
vancing ahead of other area hospitals be- 
cause we are not afraid to try to imple- 
ment new ideas. 


"We in foods must keep up with the 


times. With medical sciences and tech- 
no logy constantly progressing, our 
patients will be recovering faster and re- 
quiring more protein and nourishment In 
a lesser amount of time. Our main pur- 
pose is to speed up the patient's recovery 
with nourishing and pleasing meals." 


One of the more recent developments 


has been the satelliting of meals and food 
entrees from the hospital's main kitchen 
off of Bicsterfleld Road to a special hos- 
pital pavilion on Bisner Road. 


THE FOOD, which is delivered in a 


sanitary, heated or cooled fashion to the 
pavilion, is served cafeteria-style to 
patients and staff members of the mental 
health and rehabilitation unit.

The parents 
really want their children to have fun in 
the summer and don't expect them to 
concentrate as much on studies as during 
the school year," he said. 


Although the offering of these special 


days has seemed to help the summer 
school enrollment this year, they are 
meant strictly for the students' enjoy- 
ment. 


"IT'S A LOT OF fun. One day you'll 


see them all dressed up impersonating 
someone. Some days later they'll all 
have really clashy clothes on. Somcdays 
they'll all be wearing sunglasses to 
school for shades day and other times 
they'll each be wearing a funny looking 
hat," sold Koehnke. 


Some of the features may be extended 


into the regular school year to provide 
variety for the students. 


"It gives the students a break from 


their classes. We want them to enjoy 
their education and for the children, 
well, this is the way they like it best," 
Koehnke said. 
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going very well. This meal service is 
part of the patients' therapy. While hav- 
ing to eat their meals with many other 
people in a large room, they are forced 
to cope with some of the everyday prob- 
lems we all face," Hajne said.

In the larger general sections of the 


hospital, patients are served meals in 
their rooms. The patients are allowed to 
choose the meals they prefer from a se- 
lective menu. 


UTILIZING THE standard tray and 


hot plate service, the hospital does, how- 
ever, offer the patient the unusual option 
of a wine or beer beverage with lunch or 
dinner. 


"When we began doing this a couple of 


years ago, it was a novelty. Now, many 
patients do not take advantage of the 
wine or beer beverage at meal time

Developers subpoenaed in Wheeling building and zoning case 
Immunity granted in shakedown probe

Several developers have been granted 


Immunity from prosecution for their tes- 
timony In the federal Investigation of 
building and zoning shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


The developers are expected to testify 


about payoffs reportedly required for vil- 
lage approval of several of the major 
Wheeling construction projects In the 
past fl\c years, the Herald has learned. 


A federal grand jury has subpoenaed a 


number of developers, at least three pre- 
sent or former village officials and car- 
tons of village records as part of the 
probe, which Is expected to result in In- 
dictments In about two months. 


It could not be determined which of the 


developers have been given Immunity 
grants or \vhot their grand jury testi- 
mony has disclosed. Immunity apparent- 
ly was required before any of those in- 
volved would agree to testify. 


ASSISTANT U.S. ATTY. Samuel Skin- 


ncr yesterday declined to comment when 
asked about Immunity for witnesses. He 
said the grand jury investigation "Is 


progressing at what I would call a nor- 
mal pace." 


"I don't anticipate that there would be 


any resolution of (the grand jury probe) 
for at least two months," Skinner said. 


Developers who were contacted also 


declined to make any comment. The Her- 
ald has withheld the names of developers 
known to be Involved in the investigation. 


Federal Investigators ore seeking evi- 


dence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible in- 
come tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


AMONG THOSE subpoenaed by the 


grand jury are former village trustees 
Michael Valenza and William Hart. Also 
testifying was Village Mgr. George Pas- 
salt, who brought several cartons of sub- 
poenaed village records with him when 
he appeared before the grand jury. 


Passolt later described the grand jury 


probe as "a fishing expedition" in an in- 
terview with the Herald. He said he ex- 
pected to be called again to testify. 


The Investigation is believed to center 


on certain but not all village officials as 


well as others. The seven members of 
the village board, including Village Pres. 
Ted Scanlon, have all denied receiving 
subpoenaes. But Trustee Ed Berger has 
said he expects members of the board to 
be called to testify. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have denied 


any wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling is 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. Trustee Wil- 
liam Heln called Monday for an end to 
"accusations and aspersions" until there 
is proof of guilt. Passolt said after his 
grand jury appearance that the probe 
has slowed the work of his office and 
affected his personal life and family. 


His predecessor as village manager, 


Matthew Golden, told the Herald in a 
telephone interview yesterday that he 
welcomes the investigation and would 
testify if called by the grand jury. But, 
he said, "I don't believe I could substan- 
tiate anything." 


Golden, who resigned as village man- 


ager in 1970, is now working as a munici- 
pal consultant in California. He quit his 
post after a dispute with the village 
board that came to a head when Golden 
refused to hire a man backed by several 


trustees for a building inspector's job. 


"While I was manager, I was subject 


to hearing lots of rumors but could sub- 
stantiate none of them. As far as I was 
concerned, the developers followed the 
planning process," he said. 


GOLDEN SAID he was among "a num- 


ber of people who were straight" in vil- 
lage government during his five months 
as manager. If there was wrongdoing, 
"there was a real effort to keep that in- 
formation from them," he said. 


"I heard lots of rumors, had lots of 


feelings, lots of inclinations, but I 
couldn't substantiate a damn thing," said 
Golden. 


While in Wheeling, Golden said, he had 


"an awful lot of problems with the zon- 
ing board in particular." The board often 
refused to follow his recommendations 
on various construction projects but he 
believed that was the board's pre- 
rogative. 


Also as manager, he said, "I talked to 


a great number of builders and occasion- 
ally was left with the impression that 
what we were dealing with wasn't the 
whole process" for getting developments 
approved.

Phase IV outlined; food prices to zoom? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon yesterday lifted the freeze on 
health care and food prices — except for 
beef — and announced a complex new 
Phase IV set of economic controls start- 
Ing Aug. 12 that will Include a freeze on 
profits. 


Nixon described Phase IV as a pro- 


gram of "tough and selective controls 
which would generally limit price In- 
creases to cost Increases," while holding 
wage boosts to the 5.5 per cent guideline 
of 1072. 


His chief economic advisers said an 


anti-Inflationary tax increase was re- 
jected In favor of a tighter rein on feder- 
al spending. But Nixon, pleading that he 
was powerless to prevent it, warned 
Americans to brace for "a substantial 
rise in food prices" at the supermarket. 


THE PHESIDENT'S new mandatory 


wage-price controls, a throwback to the 
Phase II curbs that were abandoned in 
January, will be spelled out in detail 
Thursday. But It was announced that ex- 
emptions from all controls will apply to 


small businesses, public utility rates, 
rents, the lumber and plywood industry 
and raw agricultural products. 


Step by step, here is the President's 


scenario: 


• Except for non-beef food and health 


care costs, the price freeze that began 
June 13 will continue until Aug. 12, when 
the new wage-price rules take effect. 


• The current celling on beef prices 


will continue until Sept. 12, when it will 
be eliminated. 


• Between now and Sept. 12, food 


prices will be permitted to increase on a 
cents-per-unit bases to the extent the cost 
of raw agricultural products has risen 
since the first week in June. 


• On Sept. 12, the same price controls 


that apply to the rest of the economy will 
be Imposed on foods. 


WHEN PHASE IV is fully in effect, 


companies will be allowed to raise prices 
to match boosts in production costs on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis, without taking 
any extra for profit — in effect a profits 
freeze. 


As in Phase II, wage Increases will be 


limited to 5.5 per cent annually, plus 0.7 
per cent for fringe benefits. 


And as was the case throughout last 


year under Phase II, the largest corpo- 
rations — those with annual sales above 
$100 million — will be required to notify 
the Cost of Living Council 30 days in ad- 
vance of any price increases, which will 
be subject to council approval. 


The government said it is hiring 12,200 


workers to help enforce the new controls 
and handle an expected flood of requests 


for exemptions because of economic 
hardship. 


A l t h o u g h AFL-CIO Pres. George 


Meany reserved comment, most labor 
unions as well as the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce responded to the President's 
announcement with heated criticism at 
the prospect of further indefinite eco- 
nomic controls. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the Meatcutters 


Union called Phase IV "a new summer 
offensive against the consumers."

Fire hit two new apartment buildings 


and an abandoned house in Palatine 
Township yesterday. Fire officials sus- 
pect arson in all three cases. 


The greatest damage occurred at an 


uncompleted 
condominium apartment 


building in the Ivy Glen development at 
Baldwin and Nichols roads in northeast 
Palatine Township. The building burned 
to the ground around noon yesterday de- 
spite efforts of Long Grove and Palatine 
Rural firemen. 


The building, which was approximately 


50 per cent complete, would have housed 
five families. Only the four-car garage 
was standing as Long Grove firemen ex* 
tinquished the burning embers. A nearby 
building was charred and nearly caught 
fire, too, but firemen saved it by hosing 
down the structure. 


A CONSTRUCTION spokesman for Ivy 


Glen said that both electricians and 
plumbers had been working in the build- 
ing on Tuesday, but no one was in It yes- 
terday. He said there is a possibility of 
arson, and Ivy Glen employes are trying 
to identify two people seen wandering 
around the scene earlier yesterday, be- 
fore the fire started. 


Each of the "five-plex" units in the 


building would have sold for $25,000 if it 
had been completed. Ivy Glen spokesmen 
had not finished their estimations of the 
damage as of late yesterday afternoon. 


Palatine firemen suspected arson in 


another fire, at Runaway Bay apart- 
ments, 1024 Bayslde Dr., in unincorpo- 
rated Palatine Township. The blaze 
started in an unoccupied apartment. Pal- 
atine Fire Chief Orville Helms said that 
a stove and refrigerator apparently had 
been stolen from the apartment before 
the fire started. 


The fire call came in at 7:15 a.m. State 


Fire Marshall officials investigated the 
scene yesterday, but they made no defi- 
nite conclusions about the possible arson. 


"THERE'S NO doubt it was burglary 


and probably arson," Helms said. The 
fire damage was restricted to one apart* 
ment, and totaled approximately $10,000.

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Arlington Park 
Track loses bid 
to extend season

The Illinois Racing Board has refused 


to extend the 1973 horse racing season at 
Arlington Park Race Track beyond the 
scheduled July 24 closing. 


Citing the unsultablllly or Arlington 


Park for fall racing and a need to pre- 
serve the existing schedule, the racing 
board yesterday awarded 27 extra racing 
dates to Edward DcBartolo of Cleveland, 
the man who will purchase Balmoral 
Park Race Track from ox-racing board 
chairman William Miller. 


The 27 dates, from Oct. 16 to Nov. 15, 


were revoked this spring from Miller's 
Balmoral Jockey Club because of Mill- 
er's confessed Involvement In race track 
stock deals with former Gov. Otto Ker- 
ncr. 


A R L I N G T O N PARK Pros. Jack 


Loomc, In the audience at the racing 
board's meeting yesterday, made little 
comment on tho effect of the date deci- 
sion on Arlington Park which this spring 
suffered declines In both attendance and 
wagering. 


"I'm not a member of the board and 


take no responsibility for the deliber- 
ations of the committee," Loome sold af- 
ter the decision. 


Ho did say that he was not particularly 


surprised by the board's decision. 


Arlington Park had applied to cither 


extend Us current racing season to Aug. 
18: or said It would close on July 24 and 
then reopen from Oct. 10 to Nov. 22. 


RACING BOARD member Lucy Reum 


said Arlington Park was no better 
equipped for fall racing than it was for 
spring racing. 


Under tho 1073-74 racing schedule, Ar- 


lington was forced to begin racing April 
14. The early opening adversely affected 
both attendance and racing conditions at 
tho track which Is traditionally known as 
a summer facility. 


Board member Ray Frceark termed 


the 1973 season "an abomination," but 
added that ho did not think it would be 
fair to upset tho scheduled sequence of 
racing at various tracks throughout the 
Chicago area. Such an upset would have 
occurred had tho Arlington season been 
extended Into August. 


"The applications by Arlington Park 


are certainly worthwhile and have con- 
siderable merit. But a review of the sta- 
tistics leads me to believe it would be a 
mistake to conduct the last meeting any- 
where but ln-town," Frceark said. 


THE OCTOBER and November dotes 


awarded DcBartalo will be run at Sports- 
man's Park In Cicero. 


Free-ark was the only member of the 


racing board to vote against giving the 
dates to DcBartolo. He advocated assign- 
Ing the dates to the Jockey Club of Illi- 
nois, a non-profit group that had pledged 
to pour all proceeds from Its racing back 
Into the Illinois Industry. 


Frceark urged that something be done 


to reverse the declining attendance pat- 
tern at Illinois race tracks. Even with 
Secretariat Day at Arlington Park, 
which ho called "a shot in the arm," at- 
tendance is down at state tracks again 
this year, ho sold. 


"Something must be done to reverse 


this trend," said Frceark. 


THROUGH 77 DAYS of racing, attend- 


ance at Arlington Park Is 4.02 per cent 
below tho figure for the same number of 
days at the track last year. Total wager- 
ing is down 2 ffl per cent. 


Arlington Park was granted summer 


racing dates last year, opening on May 
31 and closing Aug. 28. 


For the first 77 days in 1D72, attend- 


ance was 970,001, compared with 039,627 
for the same number of days this year. 
Tho betting figures were $105,340,875 In

The Illinois Racing Board's failure to 


lengthen the racing season at Arlington 
Park apparently will not speed the open- 
ing of the new commuter train depot at 
the race track. 


Earlier an official of the Chicago and 


North Western Ry. said the opening date 
for the depot depended on whether Ar- 
lington Park was successful in its bid to 
lengthen its current racing meet to Aug. . 
18. 


If the meet were extended, tho depot

But yesterday, Rollins Coakley, direc- 


tor of commuter services for the rail- 
road, said the depot would not open be- 
fore Sept. 1, despite the racing board's 
decision.

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Developers subpoenaed in Wheeling building and zoning case 
Immunity granted in shakedown probe

Several developers have been granted 


Immunity from prosecution for their tes- 
timony In the federal Investigation of 
building and 
zoning shakedowns In 


Wheeling. 


The developers arc expected to testify 


about payoffs reportedly required for vil- 
lage approval of several of the major 
Wheeling construction projects In the 
past five years, the Herald has learned. 


A federal grand jury has subpoenaed a 


number of developers, at least three pre- 
sent or former village officials and car- 
tons of village records as part of the 
probe, which is expected to result In in- 
dictments in about two months. 


It could not be determined which of the 


developers have been given Immunity 
grants or what their grand jury testi- 
mony has disclosed. Immunity apparent- 
ly was required before any of those in- 
volved would agree to testify. 


ASSISTANT U.S. ATTY. Samuel Skin- 


ncr yesterday declined to comment when 
asked about Immunity for witnesses. He 
said the grand jury Investigation "is 


progressing at what I would call a nor- 
mal pace." 


"I don't anticipate that there would be 


any resolution of (the grand jury probe) 
for at least two months," Skinner said. 


Developers who were contacted also 


declined to make any comment. The Her- 
ald has withheld the names of developers 
known to be involved in the investigation. 


Federal Investigators are seeking evi- 


dence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible in- 
come tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


AMONG THOSE subpoenaed by the 


grand jury are former village trustees 
Michael Valcnza and William Hart. Also 
testifying was Village Mgr. George Pas- 
solt, who brought several cartons of sub- 
poenaed village records with him when 
he appeared before the grand jury. 


Passolt later described the grand jury 


probe as "a fishing expedition" in an in- 
terview with the Herald. He said he ex- 
pected to be called again to testify. 


The investigation is believed to center 


on certain but not all village officials as 


well as others. The seven members of 
the village board, including Village Pres. 
Ted Scanlon, have all denied receiving 
subpoenaes. But Trustee Ed Berger has 
said he expects members of the board to 
be called to testify. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have denied 


any wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling is 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand Jury. Trustee Wil- 
liam Hein called Monday for an end to 
"accusations and aspersions" until there 
is proof of guilt. Passolt said after his 
grand jury appearance that the probe 
has slowed the work of his office and 
affected his personal life and family. 


His predecessor as village manager, 


Matthew Golden, told the Herald in a 
telephone interview yesterday that he 
welcomes the investigation and would 
testify If called by the grand jury. But, 
he said, "I don't believe I could substan- 
tiate anything." 


Golden, who resigned as village man- 


ager in 1970, is now working as a munici- 
pal consultant in California. He quit his 
post after a dispute with the village 
board that came to a head when Golden 
refused to hire a man backed by several 


trustees for a building inspector's job. 


"While I was manager, I was subject 


to hearing lots of rumors but could sub- 
stantiate none of them. As far as I was 
concerned, the developers followed the 
planning process," he said. 


GOLDEN SAID he was among "a num- 


ber of people who were straight" In vil- 
lage government during his five months 
as manager. If there was wrongdoing, 
"there was a real effort to keep that in- 
formation from them," he said. 


"I heard lots of rumors, had lots of 


feelings, lots of inclinations, but I 
couldn't substantiate a damn thing," said 
Golden. 


While in Wheeling, Golden said, he had 


"an awful lot of problems with the zon- 
ing board in particular." The board often 
refused to follow his recommendations 
on various construction projects but he 
believed that was the board's pre- 
rogative. 


Also as manager, he said, "I talked to 


a great number of builders and occasion- 
ally was left with the impression that 
what we were dealing with wasn't the 
whole process" for getting developments 
approved.

Plan to hold line on wage increases 
Phase IV outlined; food prices to zoom? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon yesterday lifted the freeze on 
health care and food prices — except for 
beef — and announced a complex new 
Phase IV set of economic controls start- 
ing Aug. 12 that will Include a freeze on 
profits. 


Nixon described Phase IV as a pro- 


gram of "tough and selective controls 
which would generally limit price in- 
creases to cost increases," while holding 
wage booits to the 5.5 per cent guideline 
of 1972. 


His chief economic advisers said an 


anti-Inflationary tax Increase was re- 
jected in favor of a tighter rein on feder- 
al spending. But Nixon, pleading that he 
was powerless to prevent it, warned 
Americans to brace for "a substantial 
rise in food prices" at the supermarket. 


THE PRESIDENT'S new mandatory 


wage-price controls, a throwback to the 
Phase II curbs that were abandoned in 
January, will be spelled out in detail 
Thursday. But it was announced that ex- 
emptions from ail controls will apply to 


small businesses, public utility rates, 
rents, the lumber and plywood, Industry 
and raw agricultural products. 


Step by step, here is the President's 


scenario: 


• Except for non-beef food and health 


care costs, the price freeze that began 
June 13 will continue until Aug. 12, when 
the new wage-price rules take effect. 


• The current celling on beef prices 


will continue until Sept. 12, when it will 
be eliminated. 


• Between now and Sept. 12, food 


prices will be permitted to increase on a 
cents-per-unit bases to the extent the cost 
of raw agricultural products has risen 
since the first week in June. 


• On Sept. 12, the same price controls 


that apply to the rest of the economy will 
be imposed on foods. 


WHEN PHASE IV is fully in effect, 


companies will be allowed to raise prices 
to match boosts in production costs on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis, without taking 
any extra for profit — in effect a profits 
freeze. 


As in Phase II, wage increases will be 


limited to 5.5 per cent annually, plus 0.7 
per cent for fringe benefits. 


And as was the case throughout last 


year under Phase II, the largest corpo- 
rations — those with annual sales above 
$100 million — will be required to notify 
the Cost of Living Council 30 days in ad- 
vance of any price increases, which will 
be subject to council approval. 


The government said it is hiring 12,200 


workers to help enforce the new controls

Red Onion restaurant

A grease fire over a broiler was ex- 


tinguished yesterday afternoon at the 
Red Onion restaurant in Rolling Mead- 
ows.

A five-mile long safety wall is under 


construction according to Michael Hart- 
igan, chief engineer of the Illinois High- 
way Authority. 


The wall, commonly called the New 


Jersey barrier, is a 32-inch high concrete 
safety median that prevents cars from 
jumping into opposite lanes of traffic and 
helps redirect them into the flow of traf- 
fic. 


THE PROJECT began July 9 with the 


excavation of the present median. In 
hope of preventing massive traffic jams 
during morning rush hours, three lanes 
of traffic will be opened eastbound and 
only two lanes westbound. 


During the evening rush hours three 


lanes will be opened westbound and two 
lanes eastbound. 


The wall is a recent Innovation de- 


signed to prevent drivers from jumping 
the inner lanes and crashing head-on 
with on-coming cars. Although exact fig- 
ures were not available, Hartlgan said 
the project stemmed from a large num- 
ber of such fatalities occurring in north- 


ern portion of the state. 


If a driver swerves out of his lane, the 


car will ride on the wall because of the 
concave angle, he explained. "The ang- 
les let the car bump into the wall, direct 
it and push it back into traffic without 
harmful stops," Hartlgan said. 


Walls of this type also have been con- 


structed in Wisconsin, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. 


The five-mile wall will cost 


and plans are under way to lengthen the 
median to 111.

"Right now we intend to have all six 


lane sections of tollroads with this bar- 
rier by 1975," said Hartigan, who added 
that various sections in the Chicago area 
in both Cook and Lake counties are now 
being prepared for the wall.

Biases hit neiv apartments 
Arson hinted in three township fires

Flro hit two now apartment buildings 


and on abandoned house In Palatine 
Township yesterday. Fire officials sus- 
pect anon In all three cases. 


The greatest damage occurred at an 


uncompleted 
condominium apartment 


building In the Ivy Glen development at 
Baldwin and Nichols roads In northeast 
Palatine Township. The building burned 
to the ground around noon yesterday de- 


spite efforts of Long Grove and Palatine 
Rural firemen. 
.The building, which was approximately 


50 per cent complete, would have housed 
five families. Only the four-car garage 
was standing as Long Grove firemen ex- 
tlnqulshed the burning embers. A nearby 
building was charred and nearly caught 
fire, too, but firemen saved it by hosing 
down the structure. 


A CONSTRUCTION spokesman for Ivy 


Glen said that both electricians and 
plumbers had been working in the build- 
ing on Tuesday, but no one was In It yes- 
terday. He said there Is a possibility of 
arson, and Ivy Glen employes are trying 
to identify two people seen wandering 
around the scene earlier yesterday, be- 
fore the fire started. 


Each of the "flve-plex" units in the 


building would have sold for $25,000 If it 
had been completed. Ivy Glen spokesmen 


had not finished their estimations of the 
damage as of late yesterday afternoon. 


Palatine firemen suspected arson in 


another fire, at Runaway Bay apart- 
ments, 1024 Bayside Dr., in unincorpo- 
rated Palatine Township. The blaze 
started in an unoccupied apartment. Pal- 
atine Fire Chief OrviUe Helms said that 
a stove and refrigerator apparently had 
been stolen from the apartment before 
the fire started. 


The fire call came in at 7:15 a.m. State 


Fire Marshall officials investigated the 
scene yesterday, but they made no defi- 
nite conclusions about the possible arson. 


"THERE'S NO doubt it was burglary 


and probably arson," Helms said. The 
fire damage was restricted to one apart- 
ment, and totaled approximately $10,000. 
Other apartments suffered smoke dam- 
age. 


Firemen from the Palatine Rural Fire 


Department and Arlington Heights took 
30 minutes to bring the blaze under con- 
trol. 


A third fire call came in at nearly the 


same time firemen were responding to 
the noon Ivy Glen blaze. 


The actual fire resulted in little dam- 


age, when an abandoned building burned 
down on Freeman Road in the southwest 
section of Palatine Township. But a Pal- 
atine Rural Fire Department pumper 
suffered approximately $10,000 damage 
when it was hit by an automobile en- 
route to the fire scene. No one was in- 
jured in that accident. 


The Palatine pumper, driven by volun- 


teer fireman Allen G. Helms, was turn- 
ing from Roselle Road west onto Algon- 
quin Road when it was struck by a car 
trying to pass the fire truck. Helms is 
the son of the fire chief. 


WITNESSES at the accident told police 


that George W. Wolf, 31, of 134 Frederick 
Ln., Hoffman Estates, was passing cars 
that had pulled over to let the fire truck 
pass. Wolf apparently pulled alongside 
the pumper on the outside lane of 
Roselle, and was unable to stop his car 
when he realized that the truck was go- 
Ing to turn in front of him at the inter- 
section, a police report said. 


Palatine police ticketed Wolf for fol- 


lowing too close to a fire apparatus. He 
is scheduled for an August 8 hearing at 
the Arlington Heights branch of Cook 
County Circuit Court.

Nixon yesterday lifted the freeze on 
health care and food prices — except for 
beef — and announced a complex new 
Phase IV set of economic controls start- 
Ing Aug. 12 that will Include a freeze on 
profits. 


Nixon described Phase IV as a pro- 


gram of "tough and selective controls 
which would generally limit price In- 
creases to cost Increases," while holding 
wage boosts to the 5.5 per cent guideline 
of 1072. 


His chief economic advisers said an 


anti-inflationary tax Increase was re- 
jected In favor of a tighter rein on feder- 
al spending. But Nixon, pleading that he 
was powerless to prevent It, warned 
Americans to brace for "a substantial 
rise In food prices" at the supermarket. 


THE PRESIDENT'S new mandatory

S c h o o l , 310 S. Sprlnglnsguth Rd., 
Schaumburg, Is the latest incident in 
what appears to bo on Increasingly 
serious sldo to vandalism in Schaumburg 
Township. 


School custodians discovered the outer 


wall of a mobile classroom scorched at 
the school yesterday morning, and sum- 
moned Schaumburg police. Police re- 
ports Indicate only that paper was used 
In an effort to start a fire outside the 
mobile classroom part of the school 
building. 


Damage to the building was minor, 


said Joseph Visa, School Dlst. 54 superin- 
tendent of buildings and grounds. The 
mobile building is fiberglass and fire re- 
sistant, ho sold. He anticipated the dis- 
coloration from the fire could be cleaned 
off the wall, and said interior smoke 
damage was negligible. 


But Vlso sold the damage could have 


been much mort severe, had the fire 
been Inside the building. 


Vandalism was much more costly over 


the weekend, said Vlso. Windows were 
broken at Campanelli Scholl over the 
weekend, at an estimated cost of $600 in 
repairs. 


THE MOST serious Incident In recent 


days also took place over the weekend, 
at Blackhawk School, 370 Illinois Blvd., 
Hoffman Estates.

If model boats and airplanes are just 


for kids, then Bob O'Oay and his uncle 
Mel Rathbum are two overgrown kids 
with the best toys on the block. 


O'Day, 429 Summit Dr., Schaumburg, 


is a PDX Installer for the telephone com- 
pany. Rathbum, 52 Claria Dr., Rosellc, is 
a mechanical-electrical engineer. 


But after hours, both men put their 


trades to creative use by not only con- 
structing model boats and planes, but 
building electric, steam and gas equip- 
ment to control the models. 


These models are no kids' toys. All of 


them average four feet in length and 35 
pounds in weight. The models, which are 
run by radio remote control, take any- 


but have great 'toys * 


where from a few months to a few years 
to build and mechanize. 


When the weather is nice enough, 


crowds of young and old boat enthusiasts 
flock to Roselle's Turner Pond to watch 
both men launch approximately 15 differ- 
ent model boats in the water. 


THE POND almost turns into a min- 


iature boating or naval site as the two 


men, both sporting sailor-like beards and 
pipes, call mechanical checks to each 
other before launching any of their 
steam, sail, motor or ski boats. 


One man sets the boat carefully in the 


water, checking all of the hidden, inside 
mechanical equipment. The other man 
controls the radio controls which direct 
the boat. 


The boats and their parts, down to 


their most minute details, are exact rep- 
licas of actual existing ships which the 
men created from their own patterns, or 
are model kit ships which they pur- 
chased in area hobby shops. 


"Even if the parts are from a kit, we 


always modify the boats with our own

"We're always updating and modifying 


tho equipment each time we sail the 
boats," O'Day said as he launched his 
scale model of the USS Missouri battle- 
ship across the pond. 


Among all of the sailboats, racing 


boats, and cruisers that line the pond's 
shore, a sea-going tug boat, constructed 
by Rathbum and O'Day's grandfather 
from actual steamboat blueprints, is the 
pride and joy of the two men. 


"The boat actually runs on steam, just 


like a real steamboat. It's one of the old- 
est boats we have, and the best running 
one," said Rathbum. 


BOTH MEN ADMIT that since the 


1950s, when they first seriously began 
constructing tho model boats, they've 
sunk many, of them just experimenting 
and trying out new techniques. A golfer 
boat which encircles and brings in the 
sunken vessel, or an emergency wade 
into tho pond to dredge the boat out of 
the water arc the practical means of res- 
cue. 


O'Day had to admit, "They don't al- 


ways work right, so we just fix them 
when they don't. But they're so much fun 
and so different to sail, the two of us are 
hooked on the hobby no matter what." 


No matter whether the boat is started 


by recoil, steam, electricity or just the 
gusts of wind, all the boats are directed 
for forward, backward and speed mo- 
tions by their own individual transmitter. 


Some of the boats speed through the 


pond, making circle-eights and curves in 
the water from 10 to 40 miles an hour — 
flying past area fishers and waders sur- 
rounding tho pond. 


When the model planes and boats are 


being stored on display In the basements 
bf the two men, they are out sailing their 
own on their own regularly sized boat 
sailing, or in their private airplane flying 
through the sky. 


"We both have our flying and sailing 


licenses In addition to our radio control 
licenses. What we do for play, we do for 
real too," O'Day said. 


ALTHOUGH CLUBS exist for those in 


the area who enjoy constructing and run- 
ning such models, neither of the two men 
believe in them. Doing it only for fun and 
relaxation, they do, however, offer free 
help and advise to those who also par- 
take In the hobby. 


"It costs us quite a bit sometimes to 


pay for the parts and equipment we 
need. But we buy it all, little by little, 
said O'Day. 


And that's the whole difference be- 


tween the men and the boys according to 
the two "boaters" — the price of their 
toys.

Construction snarls traffic on tollway 


Traffic was in a snarl on Northwest 


Tollway yesterday because of construc- 
tion along five miles of median strip 
from O'Hare Airport to Elmhurst Road. 
The road work will continue until No- 
vember. 


Many motorists were caught by sur- 


prise after receiving little advance notice 
of the project. Traffic was stop and go in 
sections, where traffic was tunneled into 
two lanes. 


A five-mile long safety wall is under 


construction according to Michael Hart- 
igan, chief engineer of the Illinois High- 
way Authority. 


The wall, commonly called the New 


Jersey barrier, is a 32-inch high concrete 
safety median that prevents cars from 
jumping into opposite lanes of traffic and 
helps redirect them into the flow of traf- 
fic. 


THE PROJECT began July 9 with the 


excavation of the present median. In 
hope of preventing massive traffic jams 
during morning rush hours, three lanes 
of traffic will be opened eastbound and 
only two lanes westbound. 


During the evening rush hours three 


lanes will be opened westbound and two 
lanes eastbound. 


The wall is a recent Innovation de- 


signed to prevent drivers from jumping 
the inner lanes and crashing head-on 
with on-coming cars. Although exact fig- 
ures were not available, Hartigan said 
the project stemmed from a large num- 
ber of such fatalities occurring in north- 
ern portion of the state. 


If a driver swerves out of his lane, the 


car will ride on the wall because of the 
concave angle, he explained. "The ang- 
les let the car bump into the wall, direct 


it and push it back into traffic without 
harmful stops," Hartigan said. 


Walls of this type also have been con- 


structed in Wisconsin, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. 


The five-mile wall will cost $888,000 


and plans are under way to lengthen the 
median to III. Hwy. S3 In 1974 and to 
Barrington Road (111. Hwy. 63) by.1975. 


"Right now we intend to have all six 


lane sections of tollroads with this bar- 
rier by 1975," said Hartigan, who added 
that various sections in the Chicago area 
in both Cook and Lake counties are now 
being prepared for the wall.

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Developers subpoenaed in Wheeling building and zoning case 
Immunity granted in shakedown probe 


by BOB CASEY 


and ANNE SLAVICEK 


Several developers have been granted 


Immunity from prosecution for their tes- 
timony In the federal Investigation of 
building and zoning shakedowns In 
Wheeling. 


The developers are expected to testify 


about payoffs reportedly required for vil- 
lage approval of several of the major 
Wheeling construction projects In the 
past five years, the Herald has learned. 


A federal grand jury has subpoenaed a 


number of developers, at least three pre- 
sent or former village officials and car- 
tons of village records as part of the 
probe, which is expected to result in In- 
dictments in about two months. 


It could not be determined which of the 


developers have been given immunity 
grants or what their grand jury testi- 
mony has disclosed. Immunity apparent- 
ly was required before any of those in- 
volved would agree to testify. 


ASSISTANT U.S. ATTY. Samuel Skin- 


ncr yesterday declined to comment when 
asked about Immunity for witnesses. He 
said the grand jury investigation "Is 


progressing at what I would call a nor- 
mal pace." 


"I don't anticipate that there would be 


any resolution of (the grand jury probe) 
for at least two months," Skinner said. 


Developers who were contacted also 


declined to make any comment. The Her- 
ald has withheld the names of developers 
known to be Involved in the investigation. 


Federal investigators are seeking evi- 


dence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible in- 
come tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


AMONG THOSE subpoenaed by the 


grand jury are former village trustees 
Michael Valenza and William Hart.' Also 
testifying was Village Mgr. George Pas- 
solt, who brought several cartons of sub- 
poenaed village records with him when 
he appeared before the grand jury. 


Passolt later described the grand jury 


probe as "a fishing expedition" in an in- 
terview with the Herald. He said he ex- 
pected to be called again to testify. 


The Investigation is believed to center 


on certain but not all village officials as 


well as others. The seven members of 
the village board, including Village Pres. 
Ted Scanlon, have all denied receiving 
subpoenaes. But Trustee Ed Berger has 
said he expects members of the board to 
be called to testify. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have denied 


any wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling is 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. Trustee Wil- 
liam Heln called Monday for an end to 
"accusations and aspersions" until there 
is proof of guilt. Passolt said after his 
grand jury appearance that the probe 
has slowed the work of his office and 
affected his personal life and family. 


His predecessor as village manager, 


Matthew Golden, told the Herald In a 
telephone interview yesterday that he 
welcomes the investigation and would 
testify if called by the grand jury. But, 
he said, "I don't believe I could substan- 
tiate anything." 


Golden, who resigned as village man- 


ager in 1970, is now working as a munici- 
pal consultant in California. He quit his 
post after a dispute with the village 
board that came to a head when Golden 
refused to hire a man backed by several 


trustees for a building inspector's job. 


"While I was manager, I was subject 


to hearing lots of rumors but could sub- 
stantiate none of them. As far as I was 
concerned, the developers followed the 
planning process," he said. 


. 
GOLDEN SAID he was among "a num- 


ber of people who were straight" in vil- 
lage government during his five months 
as manager. If there was wrongdoing, 
"there was a real effort to keep that in- 
formation from them," he said. 


"I heard lots of rumors, had lots of 


feelings, lots of inclinations, but I 
couldn't substantiate a damn thing," said 
Golden. 


While in Wheeling, Golden said, he had 


"an awful lot of problems with the zon- 
ing board in particular." The board often 
refused to follow his recommendations 
on various construction projects but he 
believed that was the board's pre- 
rogative. 


Also as manager, he said, "I talked to 


a great number of builders and occasion- 
ally was left with the impression that 
what we were dealing with wasn't the 
whole process" for getting developments 
approved.

Plan to hold line on wage increases 
Phase IV outlined; food prices to zoom? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon yesterday lifted tho freeze on 
health care and food prices — except for 
beef — and announced a complex new 
Phase IV set of economic controls start- 
ing Aug. 12 that will Include a freeze on 
profits. 


Nixon described Phase IV as a pro- 


gram of "tough and selective controls 
which would generally limit price In- 
creases to cost Increases," while holding 
wage boosts to the 5.S per cent guideline 
of 1072. 


His chief economic advisers said an 


anti-Inflationary tax increase was re- 
jected In favor of a tighter rein on feder- 
al spending. But Nixon, pleading that he 
was powerless to prevent It, warned 
Americans to brace for "a substantial 
rise In food prices" at the supermarket. 


THE PRESIDENT'S new mandatory 


wage-price controls, a throwback to the 
Phase II curbs that were abandoned In 
January, will be spelled out in detail 
Thursday. But it was announced that ex- 
emptions from all controls will apply to

The wall, commonly called the New 


Jersey barrier, Is a 32-Inch high concrete 
safety median that prevents cars from 
jumping Into opposite lanes of traffic and 
helps redirect them Into the flow of traf- 
fic. 


THE PROJECT began July 9 with the 


excavation of the present median. In 
hope of preventing massive traffic jams 
during morning rush hours, three lanes 
of traffic will be opened eastbound and 
only two lanes westbound. 


During the evening rush hours three 


lanes will be opened westbound and two 
lanes eastbound. 


Tho wall is a recent Innovation de- 


signed to prevent drivers from jumping 
the inner lanes and crashing head-on 
with on-coming cars. Although exact fig- 
ures were not available, Hartlgan said 
tho project stemmed from a' large num- 
ber of such fatalities occurring in. north- 
ern portion of the state. 


If a driver swerves out of his lane, the 


car will ride on the wall because of the 
concave angle, he explained. "The ang- 
les let the car bump Into the wall, direct 
it and push It back into traffic without 
harmful stops," Hartlgan said. 


Walls of this type also have been con- 


structed in Wisconsin, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. 


The five-mile wall will cost $886,000 


and plans are under way to lengthen the 
median to 111. Hwy. S3 in 1974 and to 
Harrington Road (111. Hwy. 63) by 1975. 


"Right now we intend to have all six 


lane sections of tollroads with this bar- 
rier by 1975," said Hartigan, who added 
that various sections In the Chicago area 
In both Cook and Lake counties are now 
being prepared for the wall. 


This is the first major construction 


project on Northwest Tollway since last 
summer's repaying work. Traffic was 
tied up most of the summer because of 
the construction.

• On Sept. 12, the same price controls 


that apply to the rest of the economy will 
be Imposed on foods. 


WHEN PHASE IV is fully in effect, 


companies will be allowed to raise prices 
to match boosts in production costs on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis, without taking 
any extra for profit — in effect a profits 
freeze. 


As in Phase II, wage increases will be 


limited to 5.5 per cent annually, plus 0.7 
per cent for fringe benefits. 


And as was the case throughout last 


year under Phase II, the largest corpo- 
rations — those with annual sales above 
$100 million — will be required to notify 
the Cost of Living Council 30 days in ad- 
vance of any price increases, which will 
be subject to council approval. 


The government said it is hiring 12,200

I think they enjoy 
proving it because they can do things by 
themselves." 


LISTENING TO some of the comments 


during one of the classes it's very appar- 
ent the boys enjoy learning how to "sur- 
vive." Many of them are more aware 
than one might think about what's being 
done. 


Today Is John's turn to whip up a bar- 


becued moatloaf with baked potatoes. 


"You need one cup of soft bread 


crumbs first," Dzlcrzynskl tells John. He 
pours the crumbs self-consciously Into a 
largo blue plastic bowl. 


"All right, level it out," one of John's 


friends cautions as ho lets the table- 
spoonful overflow. 


Then, the recipe calls for 1/2 cup of 


milk. John looks anxiously at 
Dzlorzynskl as If to ask — do I pour It In 
the bowl? 


DZIERZYNSKI nods and smiles. 
"It looks like soggy sawdust," says one 


of John's companions as he peers Into 
the blue bowl. 


John Isn't bothered, however. 
"All right now, the recipe calls for 


ground beef," says Dzlorzynskl. "You 
guys know how to mix meatloaf, don't 
you?" he asks them. "You've got to mix 
it with your hands so you get all the 
bread crumbs In." 


John Is a bit reluctant. 
"Come on now, get your fingers in 


there. Crunch It up," says Mr. D., as the 
kids call him. 


FINALLY, JOHN relents. He looks al-

"You guys like onions?" Mr. D. asks 


tho boys.

Preschool reading 
programs reveal 
child's readiness 


by LINDA PUNCH 


To most adults, kindergarten conjures 


memories of sandboxes, crayons, blocks 
and casytlmes. 


For many children, however, their first 


taste of school may be the beginning of 
years of academic failure. 


In an effort to prevent future scholastic 


problems, Prospect Heights Dlst. 23 
recently offered two summer school 
readiness programs for children entering 
kindergarten and first grade. The four- 
week sessions were at Betsy Ross School 
and MacArthur Junior High School. 


"The purpose of the program Is to give 


children a positive approach towards 
school," sold Mary Ann Ahnqulst, kin- 
dergarten readiness teacher. "We want 
to see if these children are really ready 
to enter school in the fall." 


MRS. AHNQUIST and first-grade read- 


iness teacher Mildred Brindise try to 
Identify any problems that might hamper 
their students in school. 


"We're trying to practice preventive 


medicine. Some children ore just chrono- 
logically too young to cope, but others 
have special difficulties such as eye, ear 
or emotional problems," Mrs. Ahnqulst 
said. 


While children may be legally old 


enough to attend school, many "just 
aren't ready to cope with the situation," 
she said, 


"It's really silly to push children into a 


situation they can't handle. It's like push- 
ing them Into 10 feet of water and ex- 
pecting them to swim," Mrs. Ahnqulst 
said. 


Both teachers try to prepare children 


for classroom experiences In the fall. In 
addition to identifying possible problem 
areas, however, Mrs. Brindise tries to 
reinforce what her youngsters learned 
during kindergarten. 


"Some of the children have problems 


in reading and following directions," 
Mrs. Brindise said. "If they stayed home 
during the summer months, they'd really 
have problems in the fall." 


ACTIVITIES IN both classrooms cen- 


ter on developing basic reading and 
math skills. Development of motor skills 
and coordination also are emphasized by 
the readiness teachers. 


"If the children are able to cope and 


perform satisfactorily during the sum- 
mer sessions, we feel they'll be able to 
make satisfactory progress in the fall," 
Mrs. Ahnquist said. 


For children who do have problems 


during the.summer, the teachers try to 
set up programs to meet their needs. 


"We try to distinguish between plain 


Immaturity and learning disabilities. The 
earlier you catch a learning problem, the 
better chance you have of correcting It," 
Mrs. Brindise said. 


For many youngsters, a year's growth 


will solve their inability to adjust to 
school. Mrs. Ahnquist cites several 
youngsters in lost year's readiness pro- 
gram who "were in no way ready to 
start kindergarten." 


"THEY POSTPONED starting school 


for a year and now they're doing just 
beautifully," she said. 


In other cases, staying out of school for 


a year "would do more harm than 
good." For these children, the teachers 
formulate special programs to correct 
the problems. 


Both readiness teachers said some par- 


ents "resist" putting their children in 
readiness programs because they don't 
understand the purpose of the classes. 


"Most of the time — If you explain the 


way It is — the parents are glad their 
children are getting help," Mrs. Brindise 
said. "We're not making a personal in- 
sult against the child — we're saying the 
child has a need, and let's fill it."

Septic tanks and backyard wells will 


soon became things of the past for two 
adjacent neighborhoods In eastern Mount 
Prospect. 


Village officials are to begin engineer- 


Ing studies for water and sanitary sewer 
lines In the area of Westgate and Mar- 
cella roads and Meadow Lane. The proj- 
ect will cost an estimated $40,000 and 
will be built by the village, but the home- 
owners will be charged a tap-on fee to 
recover the construction costs. 


Some of the homeowners Involved have 


been trying to get the improvements for 
nine years, and even the hint of delay 
causes squabbling among the two neigh- 
borhood groups. 


The disagreements broke into the open 


at Tuesday's village board meeting when 
residents of the "south" neighborhood 
tried to shout down a speaker from the 
"north" group.

The north group is 
asking the village to include its proper- 
ties In the Improvement too, but the 
north group is not as solid in its request.

Utility firm purchase back in news 


Mount Prospect officials are perplexed 


over the sudden interest of at least three 
Chicago newspapers in the village's 1969 
purchase of a private utility company. 


On Oct. 18, 1969, Mount Prospect pur- 


chased the Utility Water and Sewage Co. 
for $802,800 from local builder Salvatore 
DiMucci. About 985 residences were ser- 
viced by the utility company which 
operated south of Golf Road. 


The purchase Included all the utility's 


company assets and those assets includ- 
ed two contracts. Under one, Mount 
Prospect buys water from Citizens Utili- 
ty Co. for 27 cents per 1,000 gallons. The 
other contract has the village lease land 
for $3,600 on which a pumping station 
and water tank stand.

Arlington Park 
Track loses bid to extend season

Tho Illinois Racing Board has refused 


to extend tho 1973 horse racing season at 
Arlington Park Race Track beyond the 
scheduled July 24 closing. 


Citing tho unsuitably of Arlington 


Park for fall racing and a need to pre- 
serve the existing schedule, the racing 
board yesterday awarded 27 extra racing 
dates to Edward DcBartolo of Cleveland, 
the man who will purchase Balmoral 
Park Race Track from ex-racing board 
chairman William Miller. 


The 27 dates, from Oct. 16 to Nov. 15, 


were revoked this spring from Miller's 
Balmoral Jockey Club because of Mill- 
er's confessed Involvement In race track 
stock deals with former Gov. Otto Ker- 
ner. 


A R L I N G T O N PARK Pros. Jack 


Loome, In the audience at the racing 
board's meeting yesterday, made little 
comment on the effect of the data deci- 
sion on Arlington Park which this spring 


suffered declines in both attendance and 
wagering. 


"I'm not a member of the board and 


take no responsibility for the deliber- 
ations of the committee," Loome said af- 
ter the decision. 


He did say that he was not particularly 


surprised by the board's decision. 


Arlington Park had applied to either 


extend its current racing season to Aug. 
18; or said It would close on July 24 and 
then reopen from Oct. 16 to Nov. 22. 


RACING BOARD member Lucy Reum 


said Arlington Park was no better 
equipped for fall racing than it was for 
spring racing. 


Under the 1973-74 racing schedule, Ar- 


lington was forced to begin racing April 
14. The early opening adversely affected 
both attendance and racing conditions at 
the track which Is traditionally known as 
a summer facility.' 


Board member Ray Freeark termed 


the 1973 season "an abomination," but 


added that he did not think it would be 
fair to upset the scheduled .sequence of 
racing at various tracks throughout the 
Chicago area. Such an upset would have 
occurred had the Arlington season been 
extended into August. 


"The applications by Arlington Park 


are certainly worthwhile and have con- 
siderable merit. But a review of the sta- 
tistics leads me to believe it would be a 
mistake to conduct the last meeting any- 
where but in-town," Freeark said. 


THE OCTOBER and November dates 


awarded DeBartolo will be run at Sports- 
man's Park in Cicero. 


Freeark was the only member of the 


racing board to vote against giving the 
dates to DeBartolo. He advocated assign- 
ing the dates to the Jockey Club of Illi- 
nois, a non-profit group that had pledged 
to pour all proceeds from its racing back 
into the Illinois industry. 


Freeark urged that something be done 


to reverse the declining attendance pat- 
tern at Illinois race tracks. Even with 
Secretariat Day at Arlington Park, 
which he called "a shot in the arm," at- 
tendance is down at state tracks again 
this year, 'he said. 


"Something must be done to reverse 


this trend," said Freeark. 


THROUGH 77 DAYS of racing, attend- 


ance at Arlington Park is 4.02 per cent 
below the figure for the same number of 
days at the track last year. Total wager- 
ing is down 2.07 per cent. 


Arlington Park was granted summer 


racing dates last year, opening on May 
31 and closing Aug. 28. 


For the first 77 days in 1972, attend- 


ance was 979,001, compared with 939,627 
for the same number of days this year. 
The betting figures were $105,349,875 in 
1972, and are $103,170,146 so far this 
year. , 


There are five racing days left at Ar- 


lington Park.

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Developers subpoenaed in Wheeling building and zoning case 
Immunity granted in shakedown probe

Several developers have been granted 


Immunity from prosecution for their tes- 
timony In the federal Investigation of 
building and zoning shakedowns In 
Wheeling. 


The developers arc expected to testify 


about payoffs reportedly required for vil- 
lage approval of several of the major 
Wheeling construction projects In the 
past five years, the Herald has learned. 


A federal grand jury has subpoenaed a 


number of developers, at least three pre- 
sent or former village officials and car- 
tons of village records as part of the 
probe, which Is expected to result In In- 
dictments In about two months. 


It could not be determined which of the 


developers have been given immunity 
grants or what their grand jury testi- 
mony has disclosed. Immunity apparent- 
ly was required before any of those in- 
volved would agree to testify. 


ASSISTANT U.S. ATTY. Samuel Skin- 


ner yesterday declined to comment when 
asked about immunity for witnesses. He 
said the grand jury investigation "is 


progressing at what I would call a nor- 
mal pace." 


"I don't anticipate that there would be 


any resolution of (the grand jury probe) 
for at least two months," Skinner said. 


Developers who were contacted also 


declined to make any comment. The Her- 
ald has withheld the names of developers 
known to be Involved In the investigation. 


Federal investigators are seeking evi- 


dence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible in- 
come tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


AMONG THOSE subpoenaed by the 


grand jury are former village trustees 
Michael Valcnza and William Hart. Also 
testifying was Village Mgr. George Pas- 
solt, who brought several cartons of sub- 
poenaed village records with him when 
he appeared before the grand jury. 


Passolt later described the grand jury 


probe as "a fishing expedition" in an in- 
terview with the Herald. He said he ex- 
pected to be called again to testify. 


The investigation is believed to center 


on certain but not all village officials as 


well as others. The seven members of 
the village board, Including Village Pres. 
Ted Scanlon, have all denied receiving 
subpoenaes. But Trustee Ed Berger has 
said he expects members of the board to 
be called to testify. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have denied 


any wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling Is 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. Trustee Wil- 
liam Hein called Monday for an end to 
"accusations and aspersions" until there 
Is proof of guilt. Passolt said after his 
grand jury appearance that the probe 
has slowed the work of his office and 
affected his personal life and family. 


His predecessor as village manager, 


Matthew Golden, told the Herald in a 
telephone interview yesterday that he 
welcomes the investigation and would 
testify if called by the grand jury. But, 
he said, "I don't believe I could substan- 
tiate anything." 


Golden, who resigned as village man- 


ager in 1970, is now working as a munici- 
pal consultant in California. He quit his 
post after a dispute with the village 
board that came to a head when Golden 
refused to hire a man backed by several 


trustees for a building inspector's job. 


"While I was manager, I was subject 


to hearing lots of rumors but could sub- 
stantiate none of them. As far as I was 
concerned, the developers followed the 
planning process," he said. 


GOLDEN SAID he was among "a num- 


ber of people who were straight" in vil- 
lage government during his five months 
as manager. If there was wrongdoing, 
"there was a real effort to keep that in- 
formation from them," he said. 


"I heard lots of rumors, had lots of 


feelings,, lots of inclinations, but I 
couldn't substantiate a damn thing," said 
Golden. 


While in Wheeling, Golden said, he had 


"an awful lot of problems with the zon- 
ing board in particular." The board often 
refused to follow his recommendations 
on various construction projects but he 
believed that was the board's pre- 
rogative. 


Also as manager, he said, "I talked to 


a great number of builders and occasion- 
ally was left with the impression that 
what we were dealing with wasn't the 
whole process" for getting developments 
approved.

Two legislative sponsors of McDonald 


Creek improvmcnt bills yesterday criti- 
cized Gov. Daniel Walker for cutting 
back appropriations for flood-control 
measures along the creek. 


Walker Tuesday approved $60,000 for 


channel Improvements to the creek 
downstream from the Soo Line railroad 
tracks near Euclid Avenue. Earlier this 
month the Illinois General Assembly ap- 
proved o bill allocating $187,000 for the 
project. 


"I think $60.000 Is simply insufficient to 


do the job — my guess Is the Division of 
Waterways will do nothing," said Rep. 
John Porter, R-Evanston, sponsor of the 
bill. 


SEN'. JOHN NIMROD. R-NUcs, also 


questioned whether $60,000 "Is enough 
money to bo effective." 


"The Division of Waterways originally 


gave $187,000 as the figure they would 
need. Later they reduced it to $120,000 
and the bureau of the budget cut It in 
half," ho said. "I'm not sure whether 
that's enough to do the job or not." 


Porter said citizens along McDonald 


Creek will have to put pressure on the 
governor If they want more money allo- 
cated for the project. 


"HE'S BEEN TOLD by mo and other 


representatives about the problems along 
McDonald Creek. He should be more 
sensitive to the problem," Porter said. 


Even though the legislature can pass 


another flood control bill during Its next 
session. Porter noted that the final deci- 
sion lies with the governor. 


"N'o matter what we appropriate In the 


General Assembly, Walker can veto it, 
reduce it by amendatory veto or refuse

Phase IV outlined; food prices to zoom? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon yesterday lifted tho freeze on 
health caro and food prices — except for 
beef — and announced a complex new 
Phase IV set of economic controls start- 
Ing Aug. 12 that will Include a freeze on 
profits. 


Nixon described Phase IV as a pro- 


gram of "lough and selective controls 
which would generally limit price in* 
creases to cost Increases," whllo holding 
wage boosts to tho 5,5 per cent guideline 
of 1072. 


His chief economic advisers said an 


anti-inflationary tax increase was re- 
jected In favor of a tighter rein on feder- 
al spending. But Nixon, pleading that he 
was powerless to prevent it, warned 
Americans to brace for "a substantial 
rise in food prices" at the supermarket. 


THE PRESIDENT'S new mandatory 


wage-price controls, a throwback to the 
Phase II curbs that were abandoned In 
January, will be spelled out In detail 
Thursday. But it was announced that ex- 
emptions from all controls will apply to 


small businesses, public utility rates, 
rents, the lumber and plywood industry 
and raw agricultural products. 


Step by step, here is the President's 


scenario: 


• Except for non-beef food and health 


care costs, the price freeze that began 
June 13 will continue until Aug. 12, when 
the new wage-price rules take effect. 


• The current celling on beef prices 


will continue until Sept. 12, when it will 
be eliminated. 


• Between now and Sept. 12, food 


prices will be permitted to increase on a 
cents-per-unit bases to the extent the cost 
of raw agricultural products has risen 
since the first week In June. 


• On Sept. 12, the same price controls 


that apply to the rest of the economy will 
be Imposed on foods. 


WHEN PHASE IV is fully In effect, 


companies will be allowed to raise prices 
to match boosts in production costs on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis, without taking 
any extra for profit — in effect a profits 
freeze. 


As in Phase II, wage increases will be 


limited to 5.5 per cent annually, plus 0.7 
per cent for fringe benefits. 


And as was the case throughout last 


year under Phase II, the largest corpo- 
rations — those with annual sales above 
$100 million — will be required to notify 
the Cost of Living Council 30 days in ad- 
vance of any price Increases, which will 
be subject to council approval. 


The government said it is hiring 12,200 


workers to help enforce the new controls 
and handle an expected flood of requests 


for exemptions because of economic 
hardship. 


A l t h o u g h AFL-CIO Pros. George 


Meany reserved comment, most labor 
unions as well as the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce responded to the President's 
announcement with heated criticism at 
the; prospect of further indefinite eco- 
nomic controls.

Little advance notice 
Traffic moves slowly along 
in tollway construction 


Traffic was in a snarl on Northwest 


Tollway yesterday because of construc- 
tion along five miles of median strip 
from O'Horo Airport to Elmhurst Road.

The wall, commonly called the New 


Jersey barrier, Is a 32-inch high concrete 
safety median that prevents cars from 
jumping into opposite lanes of traffic and 
helps redirect them into the flow of traf- 
fic. 


THE PROJECT began "July 9 with the 


excavation of the present median. In 
hope of preventing massive traffic jams 
during morning rush hours, three lanes 
of traffic will be opened eastbound and 
only two lanes westbound. 


During the evening rush hours three 


lanes will be opened westbound and two 
lanes eastbound. 


Tho wall is a recent Innovation de- 


signed to prevent drivers from jumping 
the inner lanes and crashing head-on 
with on-coming cars. Although exact fig- 
ures were not available, Hartlgan said 
the project stemmed from a large num- 
ber of such fatalities occurring in north- 
ern portion of the state. 


If a driver swerves out of his lane, the 


car will ride on the wall because of the 
concave angle, he explained. "The ang- 
les let the car bump into the wall, direct 
it and push it back into traffic without 
harmful stops," Hartlgan said. 


Walls of this type also have been con- 


structed in Wisconsin, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. 


The five-mile wall will cost $888,000 


and plans are under way to lengthen the 
median to III. Hwy. S3 in 1974 and to 
Harrington Road (111. Hwy. 63) by 1975. 


"Right now we Intend to have all six 


lane sections of tollroads with this bar- 
rier by 1975," said Hartigan, who added 
that various sections in the Chicago area 
in both Cook and Lake counties are now 
being prepared for the wall. 


This is the first major construction

The driver of the auto,'Jack W. Hlnne-

Pal- 
atine Fire Chief Orville Helms said that 
a stove and refrigerator apparently had 
been stolen from the apartment before 
the fire started.

lengthen the racing season at Arlington 
Park apparently will not speed the open- 
Ing of the new commuter train depot at 
the race track. 


Earlier an official of the Chicago and 


North Western Ry. said the opening date 
for the depot depended on whether Ar- 
lington Park was successful In its bid to 
lengthen its current racing meet to Aug. 
18. 


If the meet were extended, the depot 


would open Sept. 1, otherwise an Aug. 1 
opening was planned. 


But yesterday, Rollins Coakley, direc- 


tor of commuter services for the rail- 
road, said the depot would not open be- 
fore Sept. 1, despite the racing board's 
decision. 


THE REASON FOR the delay Is to 


give Arlington Park time to lay out park- 
Ing and driveways for the new depot, 
Coakley said. 


Under the terms of a three-way agree- 


ment among the railroad, the track and 
the Village of Arlington Heights, Arling- 
ton Park is required to provide parking 
for at least 825 cars. 


The cost of parking is not to exceed the 


prevailing village rate, currently 50 cents 
a day. 


Coakloy sold he is at work on a sched- 


ule of commuter trains for the new sta- 
tion, but nothing final has been approved 
yet, he said. 


FARES FROM THE Arlington Park 


stop are expected to be about halfway 
between the rates now charged from Pal- 
atine and Arlington Heights.

Recently the School Dist. 25 board 


proved the purchasing of additional fold- 
Ing walls and doors to be installed at 
each of the school's three main class- 
room areas called pods. Teachers, at 
their discretion, may use the walls or 
close the doors to shut out noise and vis- 
ual distraction. 


The school was constructed in 1970 and 


reflected an innovative design of open 
classrooms with movable walls which 
teachers can open and join rooms togeth- 
er in several combinations. Doors were 
not in original building plans. The build- 
ing was to Implement the more progres- 
sive programs such as multi-age group- 
ing of children, Individualized and team 
teaching.

Strong said the walls would not be 
needed because "Berkley is functioning 
well with a lot of openness in the pri- 
mary grades." 


Now both walls and doors will be pur- 


chased this year, at teachers' request. 


TEACHERS HAD been using make-

"AS BERKLEY School grew, it be- 


came a more active place, so we need to 
provide more alternatives," said Monroe, 
who added that with more children, there 
is less space and more noise and visual 
distractions. 


"If there's an activity in the room that 


is sort of active and another class didn't 
want to be distracted, then the wall 


would be used," he said. "There are 
times in the day or week where they 
want to isolate themselves." 


"It takes the child a while to get used 


to It," sold Mrs. Sandra Rlnsem, who 
teaches a kindergarten class. "They 
have to get used to not look around." 


"There might be some children who 


have to adjust," said Mrs. Martha Lewis, 
second grade teacher. "But children are 
so used to things going on." 


Most students are able to tune out back- 


ground distractions, according to Mrs. 
Bernice Gliege, principal of Berkley 
School. For those who cannot adapt spe- 
cial classes are available to help the 
child develop a longer attention span. 


TEACHERS FOUND other small prob- 


lems in the school. The building was de- 
signed with little blackboard area, so 
children had to gather closely at one end 
of the room. The teacher could nof walk 
to other areas to talk and use the black- 
board. The problem was remedied by at- 
taching discarded blackboard slates onto 
portable book cases. 


Storage space was limited. Children 


had space to put their things away, but 
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sonnel recruitment and selection, service 
and pay scales, and employe retire- b 
ment, insurance and training programs. 


The village currently has more than 


300 employes and the Memorial Library 
employs 65 workers. 


teachers were limited to a few cabinets 
for class materials. A few low shelves in 
the conference rooms will be installed. 


A lot of children, more than expected, 


like or need to work by themselves at 
times, thus requiring more desks. The 
majority of seating at the school Is at 
tables. The school plans to put 60 individ- 
ual desks in the classrooms. 


"You come to realize sometimes that 


the child needs to be isolated or work by 
himself," said Monroe. 


"I think the desks reflect the experi- 


ence that when you build a building, you 
can't foresee all the possibilities that 
arise," he said. "The programs are nev- 
er static, so we try other ways. If we 
were to build another school, it'll be open 
so the child can move from one area to 
another. It'll be a living and growing 
concept." 
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Developers subpoenaed in Wheeling building and zoning case 
Immunity granted in shakedown probe

Several developers have been granted 


Immunity from prosecution for their tes- 
timony in the federal investigation of 
building and zoning shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


The developers are expected to testify 


about payoffs reportedly required for vil- 
lage approval of several of the major 
Wheeling construction projects in the 
past five years, the Herald has learned. 


A federal grand jury has subpoenaed a 


number of developers, at least three pre- 
sent or former village officials and car- 
tons of village records as part of the 
probe, which Is expected to result In in- 
dictments In about two months. 


It could not be determined which of the 


developers have been given Immunity 
grants or what their grand jury testi- 
mony has disclosed. Immunity apparent- 
ly was required before any of those in- 
volved would agree to testify. 


ASSISTANT U.S. ATTY. Samuel Skin- 


ner yesterday declined to comment when 
asked about Immunity for witnesses. He 
said the grand jury investigation "is 


progressing at what I would call a nor- 
mal pace." 


"I don't anticipate that there would be 


any resolution of (the grand jury probe) 
for at least two months," Skinner said. 


Developers who were contacted also 


declined to make any comment. The Her- 
ald has withheld the names of developers 
known to be Involved in the investigation. 


Federal investigators are seeking evi- 


dence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible in- 
come tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


AMONG THOSE subpoenaed by the 


grand jury are former village trustees 
Michael Valenza and William Hart. Also 
testifying was Village Mgr. George Pas- 
solt, who brought several cartons of sub- 
poenaed village records with him when 
he appeared before the grand jury. 


Passolt later described the grand jury 


probe as "a fishing expedition" in on in- 
terview with the Herald. He said he ex- 
pected to be called again to testify. 


The Investigation is believed to center 


on certain but not all village officials as 


well as others. The seven members of 
the village board, including Village Pres. 
Ted Scanlon, have all denied receiving 
subpoenaes. But Trustee Ed Berger has 
said he expects members of the board to 
be called to testify. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have denied 


any wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling is 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. Trustee Wil- 
liam Hein called Monday for an end to 
"accusations and aspersions" until there 
is proof of guilt. Passolt said after his 
grand jury appearance that the probe 
has slowed the work of his office and 
affected his personal life and family. 


His predecessor as village manager, 


Matthew Golden, told the Herald in a 
telephone interview yesterday that he 
welcomes the investigation and would 
testify if called by the grand jury. But, 
he said, "I don't believe I could substan- 
tiate anything." 


Golden, who resigned as village man- 


ager in 1970, is now working as a munici- 
pal consultant in California. He quit his 
post after a dispute with the village 
board that came to a head when Golden 
refused to hire a man backed by several 


trustees for a building inspector's job. 


"While I was manager, I was subject 


to hearing lots of rumors but could sub- 
stantiate none of them. As far as I was 
concerned, the developers followed the 
planning process," he said. 


GOLDEN SAID he was among "a num- 


ber of people who were straight" in vil- 
lage government during his five months 
as manager. If there was wrongdoing, 
"there was a real effort to keep that in- 
formation from them," he said. 


"I heard lots of rumors, had lots of 


feelings, lots of inclinations, but I 
couldn't substantiate a damn thing," said 
Golden. 


While in Wheeling, Golden said, he had 


"an awful lot of problems with the zon- 
ing board in particular." The board often 
refused to follow his recommendations 
on various construction projects but he 
believed that was the board's pre- 
rogative. 


Also as manager, he said, "I talked to 


a great number of builders and occasion- 
ally was left with the impression that 
what we were dealing with wasn't the 
whole process" for getting developments 
approved.
